Melvin H. Sidebothnm of Win- 
chester, was the recipient on De- 
ccmbei 15, 1953, of U. S. patent No. 
2,662,452, entitled “Machine For 
Making Printed Corrugated Box 
Blanks”. 

Corrugated box blanks are usual- 
ly made of three webs or sheets of 
p a p c r, an intermediate col - 
ligated layer and two outer smooth 
layers that are sometimes called 
face sheets”. In many instances, 
it is necessary to print advertising 
or other matter on one of the outer 
sheets of these blanks; and ordin- 
arily this operation has been the 
final step of manufacture, follow- 
ing the forming, creasing and cut- 
ting procedures. 

According to Mr. Sidebothnm, the 
conventional method of making | 
printed corrugated box blanks 
suffers from certain disadvantages. 
For example, it involves consider- 1 
able handling of the blanks with a 
consequent high labor cost. It re- 
quires much operating space be- 
cause separate machines are em- 
ployed and room for stock is needed 
close to each machine. Further- 
more, the printing on the corrugat- 
ed blanks is of an inferior quality 
because the printing type must not 
l>e pressed hard against the blank 
*r the corrugations will he crushed. 

To cope with this situation and 
provide an improvement over the 
prior practice, Mr. Sidebotham has 
devised a machine for the conti- 
high speed production of 
printed corrugated paper container 
blanks by a sequence of operations. 
Provision is made in his apparatus 
for three supply rolls, the material 
of one of which is fed between cor- 
rugating rolls and is then adhesive- 
ly secured to the sheet that is drawn 
from another roll. The third sheet 
is directed from its supply roll 
through the printing mechanism 
and is adhered to the opposite free 
^ide of the already formed assembly 
to thus effect the desired printed 
double-faced corrugated web which

hnd anotht*!* groat .season on the 
gridiron this past fall, in many 
respects, even better than its pre- 
decessor. 

That this is so is duo entirely to 
the system developed by Coach 
Henry Knowlton of keeping a large 
squad of boys playing actual foot- 
ball each fail so that second string 
players get the necessary exper- 
ience to enable them to fill the gaps 
occasioned each year bv gradua- 
tion. 

It was especially fortunate this 
past season that Coach Knowlton 
had a group of eager second string- 
ers available to start the campaign, 
for he had only two experienced 
hoys hack as a team nucleus. 

Captain Johnny Riordan, tower- 
ing center, and Jimmy Cusack, vet- 
eran guard, were the experienced 
players in the reporting squad, and 
both rank with the host linemen 
of recent years. As a matter of 
fact Riordan has to be ranked 
among the school’s really great 
centers, for he was good enough to 
make two "all” teams at the end of 
the season, and his all around play 
throughout the season was of ines- 
timable value to the team. 

Coach Knowlton rates Riordan as 
fine a captain as he has ever had, 
and surely his leadership aided 
greatly in producing the fine record 
of his team. Not only was his play- 
ing an inspiration, but he really 
rode herd on his players on and 
off the field, keeping them constant- 
ly on their toes and instilling a 
spirit that went far toward winning 
the tough games of the schedule. 

Cusack, too, contributed largely 
to the team’s success, his line play 
being at all times steadily effective, 
and at time brilliant. A broken 
leg forced him out of the Wakefield 
game early in the going, sidelining 
him for the season, and his loss was 
felt in the Woburn game, when at 
times the center of the Indians’ 
line was badly fooled on Orange 
trap plays. 

The loss of Cusack pointed up 
again the value of the Knowlton 
system of actual play for second 
stringers. This philosophy un- 
doubtedly results in opposing teams 
scoring many more points on Win- 
chester than would he the case if 
the varsity was longer in action, 
hut the system pays whenever, as 
in the case of Cusack, a veteran is 
suddenly lost to the team and a 
second stringer who has really been 
under fire is available to fill the 
breach. 

Winchester won seven out of nine 
games this fall and tied another. 
Unfortunately the Indians had to 
play their first game against a vet- 
eran Concord team that had the 
benefit of spring practice and that 
was away head of Winchester in all 
around development. 

The Patriots scored twice on 
the Indians, both times as the re- 
sult of fumbles, one actually in the 
end zone. Winchester was hope- 
lessly futile, its hacks especially 
tunning ineffectively while the 
green linemen were much too easily 
fooled.

Swamping Reading nnd getting 
by Belmont rather easily, the In- 
dians went to Wakefield to meet an .

WINCHESTER RED CROSS 
BIMONTHLY REPORT 


No other organization belongs so 
completely to the people as does the 
American Red Cross and this is a 
people’s report. It is a summary 
of the humanitarian accomplish- 
ments of the Winchester Chapter 
during the months of November and 
December made possible by a loyal 
group of volunteers and the gen- 
erous support of the community. 

Home Service has been continu- 
ously helpful to the servicemen, 
veterans and their families. 

The t w o surgical dressings 
groups, Symmes corner and the 
Town Hall, have steadily worked 
with the result that 8,500 dressings 
were sent to Bedford Hospital. 

For Bedford Hospital also, the j 
Wedgemere Sewing Group has j 
made draperies and hod jackets, 
sewing each Monday. 

Motor Service has carried an es- 
pecially heavy load with the day by 
day driving of patients to Boston 
clinics and other errands when 
needed. The drivers, all busy Win- 
chester women, carried on to Christ, 
mas Eve on their errands of mercy. 

For both Thanksgiving and 
Christmas, dinners were sent to 
make the holidays more cheerful 
lor many. 

Christmas is alawys a busy time 
for Red Cross. On December 19th 
a party was given for 100 patients 
in a closed ward at Bedford Hos- 
pital. Dozens of homemade cookies 
were given for this party and cheer 
brought in a delightful Christmas 
program. 

Junior Red Cross in all the 
schools made Thanksgiving and 
Christmas favors for the Bedford 
Hospital. For Christmas 550 fav- 
ors, 2,800 new Christmas cards, and 
tray mats were contributed. One 
of the schools sent 1G0 favors es- 
pecially small and colorful. These 
were taken to the Childrens’ Hos- 
pital in Boston in time for Christ- 
mas. 

Junior Red Cross has filled over 
100 boxes of gifts for children in 
foreign lands. This is a yearly 
project and brings pleasure and 
good will to children in far away 
places. 

The Christmas-on-the-High-Seas 
project was again successful with 
26 gift boxes sent to Westover Air 
Base and from there delivered to 
a troop ship en route to Iceland. 
The Girls Scouts, the Grange, Wo- 
men’s League of the First Baptist 
Church and Mr. and Mrs. Maxwell 
McCreery all helped on this Red 
Cross project which provides a box 
of Christmas presents for each 
serviceman who is on the high seas 
Christmas day. 

The first Wednesday of every 
month the Chapter stall's the Bos- 
ton Bloodcentcr and sends in 12 
volunteers. On December 14, the 
fourth Blood Donor Day in 1953 
was in Winchester resulting in 113 


pints given. Forty-six volunteers 
staffed this Blood day. 

On Monday, December 28, at the 
request of the Winchester Hospital, 
four walking donors were sent by 
Red Cross to the Hospital because 
of a critical need of Blood. This 
is our opportunity to sny "thank 
you” to all who serve during the 
Bloodniobile visits here and in Bos- 
ton and to all the donors who have 
made it possible for Red Cross to 
have a successful year. 

Consider, therefore, this short 
report not as a ledger of hours, 
cases, miles, pints or even dollars, 
but rather an account of man's in- 
terest in his fellow man and his 
actions on his behalf. It is a record 
which we may all share with pride 
and with thanks to the hundreds of 
volunteers who made it possible.

SAYS OUTMODED LAWS 
HOLD BACK RAIL PROGRESS 

Railroads arc better than ever, 
but outmoded government regula- 
tion holds a check rein on the iron 
horse’s progress, a spokesman for 
the industry told Winchester Ro- 
tary members Thursday at the 
club's meeting in Masonic Hall. 

Thorp Id S. Curtis of Stoughton, 
assistant treasurer of the Boston 
and Maine railroad, said that the 
New Year holds even greater 
promise for the industry than years 
gone by but that management 
needs more freedom in making its 
own decisions to make that promise 
come true. 

"Railroads,” he said, “do business 
in a highly competitive transpor- 
tation world — trucks and buses on 
the highways, planes in the air, 
pipelines in the ground and barges 
on the inland waterways. 

"Yet we’re still bound in a strait 
jacket of regulations appropriate to 
the eighties and nineties, — regu- 
lations which now restrict us from 
competing on even terms with these 
other forms of transportation.” 

Not only is railroad competition 
less strictly regulated, he pointed 
out, but all of it except the pipe- 
lines receives a direct or indirect 
subsidy from the government and 
the taxpayers while the railroads 
pay their own way. 

Mr. Curtis spoke as a member of 
the Railroad Community Committee 
of Greater Boston, a recently or- 
ganized arm of the Eastern Rail- 
road Presidents Conference. 

"Railroads today are in the best 
physical condition of their exis- 
tence,” he said. Managements are 
progressive and the railroads run 
with unparalleled efficiency. More 
than $8 billion dollars have been in- 
vested in additions and betterments 
the past eight years, principally for 
diesel motive power, streamlined 
stainless steel coaches, self-propel- 
led diesel powered coaches and cen- 
tralized traffic control.” 


But Mr. Curtis indicated that 
was only half the story. 

"If our earnings had not been 
so low,’’ he said, "there’s no telling 
how many more hundreds of 
streamlined conches there might 
have been, how much more efficient- 
ly we might have run, how much 
more service for the customer’s 
dollar we could have given. 

‘ The return of the railroads on 
invested capita] has been so low * 
for so many years that the public J 
assumes that this is a natural, 1 
! normal condition. It isn’t. That j 
1 condition is artificially created by 
| outmoded laws which in etTect give | 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion complete control over our pric- 
ing policies. 

“All we ask,” Mr. Curtis said, "is 
the opportunity to earn six percent 
on our investment. The national 
average in 1952 for public utilities 
other thnn railroads was nine per 
cent. Manufacturing industries 
earned an average return of 12.3 
per cent. Eastern railroads earned 
only 3.9 per cent.” 

The speaker pointed to the neces- 
sity for maintaining strong and 


healthy railroads and the need for 
"removal of restrictions not in the 
public interest”. 

Club Pres.dent John McIntyre, 
presided at the meeting and the 
speaker was introduced by Vice- 
President John Rutherford.

The Massachusetts State Legis- 
lature has enacted a new motor 
vehicle law, known as the Point 
System, which has as its primary 
purpose the promotion of highway 
safety. It will go into effect as of 
January 1, 1954. 

The plan is to reach the erring 
driver nnd secure his co-operation 
before it becomes necessary to 
suspend his license or right to oper- 
ate on our highways. 

Most drivers are well-intentioned, 
law respecting individuals who 
know traffic laws, obey them, and 
who seldom become involved in 
either accidents or traffic violations. 
However, there is a small percent- 
age of repeaters who display an in- 
difference toward their responsib- 
ilities as licensed operators, and 
whose continued disrespect for law, 
for safety and the rights of others 
eventually results in serious and 
oft-times fatal accidents. 

I am confident that the Point 
System will gain the respect and 
co-operation of all who ride or walk 
upon our highways. 

The law requires that the State 
Commissioner of Insurance he noti- 
fied of all point assessments. Fur- 
thermore, an accumulation of points 
may result in loss of driving 
privilege. 

Under the law, two methods will 
he used by the police nnd by Regis- 
try officials to record the activities 
of operators and owners of motor 
vehicles. 

First, police and Registry officials 
detecting a violation of the motor 
vehicle laws, will issue a written 
notice to the operator, carbon copies 
of which will he turned in at police 
headquarters and forwarded to the 
Registrar of Motor Vehicles, to he 
kept on file against the name of 
operator and owner of the vehicle. 

This is known as the “no fix " 
system of booking motor vehicle 
violators. 

Secondly, opeiators of motor ve- 
hicles involved in accidents result- 
ing in death, personal injury or 
property damage in excess of $100 
are required to report in writing to 
the Registrar of Motor Vehicles on 
forms to he obtained at the police 
station. This Is Required By Law. 
Failure To Do So Will Be Penalized. 

The police also are required to 
report such accidents to the Regis- 
trar on written forms, and in ac- 
cordance with this legal respon 
sibility, it will he necessary for the 
police to require operators to ap 
pear at police headquarters for in- 
terviews or to submit reports to the 
police. Operators failing to avail 
themselves of this opportunity to 
present their side of the story, 
when requested, may find them- 
selves assessed with additional 
points for such failure. 

An important feature of the law 
is that not only will points he as- 
sessed against the offending oper- 
ator, but also against the owner of 
the vehicle. Owners of motor ve- 
hicles will be wise to take care in 
allowing others to use their ve- 
hicles. 

In addition to the risk of suspen- 
sion or revocation of license or 
registration on account of an over- 
accumulation of points, the owner 
of a vehicle under the Point System 
is liable to be charged with increas- 
ed insurance rates in accordance 
with the number of points chalked 
up against the vehicle. 

A total of 12 points accumulated 
over a four-year period will result 
in revocation of license or registra- 
tion. Twelve points may he accu- 
mulated all at once by being at 
fault in a fatal accident, operating 
under the influence of liquor, per- 
mitting an intoxicated person to 
operate, or using a motor vehicle in 
the commission of a felony. 

Eight points will he assessed for 
hit and run drivers, reckless driv- 
ers. drivers <>f uninsured or un- 
registered vehicles, or racing. 

Six points will be charged for be- 
ing at fault in an accident causing 
serious bodily injury, three points 
for being at fault in an accident 
causing minor injury, and two 
points for being at fault in an acci- 
dent resulting in property damage 
in access of $100. The points also 
will he charged for failure to file a 
report of an accident. 

Further point assessments for 
other violations, such as speeding, 
ignoring red lights or stop signs, 
will he announced later. 

The careful driver need not fear 
the results of the Point System, be- 
cause it is designed for his benefit. 
But drunken drivers, reckless driv- 
ers and others who cause accidents 
by improper conduct and wrong at- 
titudes on the highways have good 
reason to fear the Point System, 
because their days are numbered. 

As Chief of Police, I request your 
co-operation in promoting greater 
safety on our highways.

How much do you know about 
Polio? The following questions 
and answers arc part of n series 
that have been prepared by the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis. They are presented by 
this newspaper as a public service 
in conjunction with the 1954 March 
of Dimes Campaign. For more de- 
tailed information, consult your 
doctor, public health office, or your 
local March of Dimes chapter office. 

1. What Causes Polio (Infantile 
Paralysis) ? 

Polio is a disease of the central 
nervous system caused by three 
different types of virus, or tiny 
organisms that can live and re- 
produce only in living cells, thereby 
injuring or destroying those cells. 

2. How Does The Polio Virus 
Enter The Body? 

Usually through the mouth or 
nose into the intestinal tract. It 
then passes to the central nervous 
system by way of nerve fibers or 
the bloodstream. 

2. Do People Carry Polio Virus 
Without Knowing It? 

Yes. For every diagnosed case 
of polio there may be 100 to 1,000 
persons who have the virus in their 
systems without being ill. While 
these persons have developed some 
immunity themselves, they can pass 
the virus on to others who are sus- 
ceptible to the disease. 

4. Can You Get Polio From In- 
sects Or Animals? 

Flies and cockroaches contamin- 
ated with polio virus have been 
found during epidemics, but at 
present, there is no evidence that 
these insects are involved in spread- 
ing the disease to humans. 

5. If One Member Of A Family 
Has Polio, Will All The Others 
Catch It? 

As an illness, probably no, but as 
a minor or “Silent” infection, al- 
most certainly. By the time one 
case of polio is diagnosed in a fam- 
ily, all the other members have been 
exposed and the virus usually is in 
their systems. They may have had 
sore throats, upset stomachs, head- 
aches or other minor complaints 
around the time the polio patient 
began to get sick. 

6. Is Polio Virus Carried In 
Water? 

There is no evidence that it is 
carried in water. It has been found 
in sewage. 

7. When Do 
Usually Occur? 

Some cases are reported every 
month, hut polio is most prevalent 
from late spring through early fall. 

In the North, cases usually begin in 
June, rising to a peak in late 
August or early September. In the 
South, a rise in cases usually starts 
several weeks earlier. 

8. Have Polio Epidemics Been 
Getting Worse In Recent Years? 

In the number of persons who 
come down with the disease, yes. 
However, with better treatment, the 
polio patient’s outlook for a useful, 
satisfying life has been greatly im- 
proved. The death rate during the 
past five years has declined to 6% 
of all cases, as compared with 8% 
in the five preceding years. 

9. Is Polio Related To Climate 
Or Weather? 

Climate, no — polio occurs in 
both tropical and arctic regions, 
both north and south of the equator. 
Weather, yes — because in areas 
where there are marked changes of 
season, there is more polio in warm 
weather. 

10. Will There Be Polio Epid- 
emics This Year? 

Somewhere in the nation, yes, 
hut no one can say for certain 
where. We should he prepared for 
polio because for the past six years 
there has been a high number of 
reported cases — more, in fact, 
than for the previous 25 years. 

11. What About. Polio In Adults? 
The number of older patients is 

increasing and adults seem to be 
harder hit. 

12. Can A Person Get Paralytic 
Polio More Than Once? 

It is possible, but very few people 
have had two attacks of paralytic 
polio; although the existence of 
three separate polio viruses would 
suggest the possibility of three at- 
tacks. no such case has ever been 
reported. 

13. Are Pregnant Women More 
Susceptible To Polio? 

Yes. They appear to contract 
polio in slightly larger numbers 
than women of the same age group 
who are not pregnant during polio 
epidemics. 

14. What Is The Incubation 
Period For Polio? 

This period — between infection 
with polio virus and the appearance 
of symptoms — usually takes seven 
to 14 days, hut it may be as short 
as three days or as long as 35, 

15. What Are The Symptoms Of 
Polio? 

Headache, sore throat, upset 
stomach, sore muscles, dizziness, 
stiffness or soreness of neck and 
back, fever, and, occasionally, dif- 
ficulty in swallowing or breathing, 
with or without muscular paralysis 
These signs may appear singly, or 
in various combinations. 

10. How Do Doctors Diagnose 
Polio? 

As yet, there are no simple, cer- 
tain diagnostic tests for polio, al- 
though research may provide some 
in the future. 

17. How Ls Polio Usually Treat- 
ed Today? 

Immediate medical care, bed rest 
and good nursing are most impor 
tant. Other measures to relieve 
pain an<f discomfort, such as moist 
heat, may he applied if the doctor 
considers this necessary. Physical 
therapy, if indicated, usually i 
started as soon as the fever is gone 
Depending on the severity of the 
illness, treatment in a pool may he 
used. If muscles need support to 
assist the return of function, the 
physician may prescribe special 
appliances, such as brace 
gory performed after 
from the acute illness — 
necessary in some cases to 
ability to move.

19. I Polio Usually Painful? 

As a rule, only during the acute

20. Are There Different Tvpes 
Of Pnralytic Polio? 

Three types: spinal, bulbar, 

spino-bulbar. In spinal polio, nerve 
cells in the spinal cord which con- 
trol movements of the body below 
the neck are damaged. In bulbar 
polio, cranial nerves nnd other 
nerve centers in the base of the 
brain, the most vital of which con- 
trol heathing, circulation and swal- 
lowing, may he affected. Spino- 
bulbnr polio is a combination of

21. Do Many Patients Use The 


“Iron Lung” Or Respirator? 

Recent statistics show that about 
18'*' of all cases are bulbar or 
spino-bulbiir, many of whom have 
breathing difficulties. Not all of 
these, however, require the aid of 
respirators. New types of breath- 
ing aids are the rocking bed and the 
chest respirator. 

22. Is It Best For a Patient To 
Be In A Hospital? 

It is not necessary for all polio 
patients to he hospitalized — cer- 
tainly not for isolation alone. Hos- 
pital care should he reserved for 
patients who are seriously ill, who 
live far from medical centers, who 
need special hospital services, or 
for whom home care would be in- 
adequate. 

23. What Ls Rehabilitation? 

It is preparing a disabled patient 
for a useful life physically, psycho- 
logically and socially. It helps him 
to become independent in daily liv- 
ing, to appreciate and develop the 
abilities remaining to him, to sup- 
port himself insofar as possible, 
and to take his place in society with 
others. 

24. What Is Meant By Psycho- 
logical Care? 

It means attention to the mental 
and emotional needs of a patient 
from the acute stage throughout 
his illness. It helps the patient and 
family adjust to the illness, and 
encourages the patient to take 
stock of his assets, as well as his 
Labilities, so that he may plan his 
future realistically. 

25. Do Many People Recover 
Completely From Polio? 

Yes. About 15% of all reported 
cases recover completely. Another 
30% have some muscle weakness, 
hut not enough to interfere with a 
normal life. About 14% are ser- 
iously and permanently disabled, 
and about 6% die. 

20. Why Does Polio Infection 
Cause Paralysis In Some And Not 
In Others? 

The virus sometimes attacks 
many nerve cells, sometimes only a 
few, perhaps none. Paralysis oc- 
curs when the majority of the 
motor nerve cells controlling a 
muscle are affected. Weakness re- 
sults when a small percentage of 
hese cells are affected, hut not all. 
Weakness or paralysis may be only 
temporary if the nerve cells are 
damaged but not destroyed. Par- 
alysis is permanent when the cells 
ire destroyed, because the body 
cannot replace nerve cells. 

27. How Long After The Acute 
Stage of Polio Can Maximum Re- 
covery Of Muscle Power Be Ex- 
pected ? 

Usually within 18 months, al- 
though cases have shown improve- 
ment after two years. This does 
not include improvement produced 
by surgery.) However, treatment 
may he concluded at any time the 
doctor finds, after thorough testing, 
that no further improvement in 
muscle function can be expected. 

28. What Hope Is There For 
“Iron Lung” Patients? 

Many survive: most of these re- 
cover ability to breathe for them- 
selves relatively soon; others take 
many months of careful and inten- 
sive treatment before they can be 
freed from a respirator; some con- 
tinue to need full or part-time 
breathing assistance. 

29. Why Should A Doctor Be In- 
formed Promptly If Someone Is 
Sick During Polio Outbreaks? 

Because — if it is polio — early 
bed rest and supervision by a phy- 
sician may prevent serious conse- 
quences. 

30. Should Overfatigue Be Avoid- 
ed ? 

Yes. Scientists believe that once 
person is infected by polio virus, 
a delicate balance exists between 
the virus and the body’s ability to 
light it. The scales may be tipped 
in favor of the virus by overexer- 
tion. Strenuous activity during the 
early, unrecognized stages of the 
diseuse may result in the more 
severe form of paralysis. 

31. Why Is Chilling Bud If Polio 
Is Around? 

Research indicates that chilling, 
as well as fatigue, may lower resis- 
tance to the virus, once it has en- 
tered the body. Swimming too 
long in cold water, or sitting 
around in wet bathing suits should 
ho avoided. 

32. Why Is Cleanliness, Espe- 
cially Handwashing, Stressed Dur- 
ing The Polio Season? 

Polio is probably a “hund-to- 
niouth” disease. That is, soiled 
liands may carry polio infection into 
the body through the mouth. It is 
wise to wash hands carefully be- 
l'»i»* eating and always after using 
the toilet. It is important, also, to 
nyoid using another’s soiled towels, 
dishes or tableware. Children 
should I it* taught not to exchungc 
bites of food or taste each other’s 
lollipops or ice cream cones. 

33. Why Should Tonsillectomies 
And Other Throat Operations Re 
Avoided When Polio Is Around? 

Because, during polio epidemics 
the serious bulbar type of polio has 
occurred more frequently in in- 
dividuals who have recently had 
their tonsils removed.

39. Is GG A Cure For Polio? 

No. At best it is a temporary 

preventive. There is no cure for 
polio once the nerve colls have been 
affected. But 50% of all patients 
recover completely, 30% recover 
with only slight weaknesses, 14% 
arc paralyzed and 6% die. 

40. Is It Expensive To Buy? 

All GG, including a vast amount 
purchased by the National Foun- 
dation for Infantile Paralysis, has 
been placed in a national stockpile 
under control of the Office of De- 
fense Mobilization, a federal 
agency. There is no charge for the 
GG itself under thc plan of distrib- 
ution set up by the ODM. 

41. How Is It Being Distributed? 
GG, being a part of blood which 

is a national resource in short sup- 
ply, is allocated and distributed by 
the Oflice of Defense Mobilization. 

It is apportioned among State and 
Territorial Health Officers who de- 
cide where and when and to whom 
it may he given. 

42. Why Does A GG Shot Last 
Such A Short Time? 

Because GG is gradually elimin- 
ated by the body. After about five 
weeks the level of antibodies is too 
low to afford protection against 
polio. 

43. Is A GG Shot Painful? 

A minor soreness is the only ap- 
preciable effect. 

44. Is GG More Effective In 
Children Than Adults? 

No. But children arc more sus- 
ceptible to polio than adults. Per- 
sons 15 years old and older usually 
have antibodies to at least one of 
the known polio viruses — the re- 
sult of childhood virus contacts that 
probably went unnoticed at the 
time. Further, adults require 
larger doses of GG and would do 
plete the supply that much faster. 

45. Arc There Any After-Effects 
Of A GG Shot? 

None has been reported to date. 
4G. If You’ve Had Polio Do You 
Need GG For Protection? 

Theoretically, yes, because there 
are three polio viruses and immu- 
nity to one does not provide immu 
nity to the others. However, few 
patients get polio more than once. 

47. Can You Get GG In Pill 
Form ? 

No. GG is useful only when in- 
jected into the muscles where it can 
be absorbed into the bloodstream. 

48. Is GG The Answer To Polio? 
No. A real solution would mean 

positive protection that would last 
for a period of years. This is why 
the search for a preventive vaccine 
is being pressed forward continu- 
ously by the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis. 

49. How Does GG Differ From 
A Vaccine? 

GG, containing antibodies from 
the blood of other people, provides 
temporary protection for about five 
weeks. A vaccine, consisting of 
virus modified so as to be incapable 
of causing paralysis, would stim- 
ulate the body to make its own 
antibodies and thus provide longer- 
lusting protection. 

50. Why Isn’t GG Given To Polio 
Patients? 

By the time a patient has come 
down with symptoms of the dis- 
ease and is diagnosed as having 
polio, the virus has already entered 
the nervous system. The anti- 
bodies cannot do any good once this 
has happened. 

51. How Can You Get GG This 
Year? 

By asking your doctor whether 
your need is judged a situation for 
which GG is being prescribed in 
your community. 

52. Is GG Overrated, As Some 
People Say? 

Possibly, if people think of it as 
a cure-all or final answer. How- 
ever, neither the scientist who test- 
ed it nor the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis which spon- 
sored the tests have claimed more 
than temporary protection for it, 
when given in proper doses under 
proper conditions and at the proper 
time. 

53. How Is It Decided Who Gets 
GG? 

This is determined by ground 
rules set up by the individual State 
or Territorial Health Officer. He 
has been given certain criteria by 
the Office of Defense Mobilization 
which he may choose to use as a 
guide. The ODM plan suggests 
that about 57% of the total avail- 
able supply for poli (excluding sup- 
plies for measles and hepatitis) be 
used for household and other inti- 
mate contacts of diagnosed polio 
cases. Another 33% may be re- 
served for mass community injec- 
tion of those in the age groups sub- 
ject to the greatest risk. The re- 
maining 10% may be used for ape 
cial emergencies and investigations. 

54. Can Your Doctor Be Relied 
Upon To Get GG ? 

Yes, where it is warranted and 
where the supply allows. Health 
Officers will distribute it to private 
physicians as cases are reported so 
that the intimate contacts can he 
injected, or may, in some cases, 
provide for the injections through 
the health departments. But it 
should he recognized there will he 
limitations upon its use because of 
the short supply. 

55. Why Use Blood For Polio 
When Our Armed Forces Need it? 

The same pint of blood that fur- 
nishes GG also furnishes serum al- 
bumin, which is used for shock as 
effectively as plasma. Therefore, 
taking out the GG does not deprive 
the armed services of supplies they 
require. 

50. Can Any Doctor Give Injec- 
tions Of GG? 

Yes. The technique is simple and 
known to all practitioners.

59. In Epidemic Areas. Will GG 
Be Dispensed Through A Central 
Agency Or Must One Go To One’s 
Own Doctor? 

This depends upon the plan de- 
cided upon by your State Health 
Officer. The ODM. which has sole 
responsibility for allocating sup- 
plies to the Health Officers, has left 
the mechanical details to the states. 

GO. How Much GG Is Available 
For Polio? 

Approximately 1,000,000 doses 
were available in 1953 for the es- 
timated 40,000,000 persons in age 
groups most susceptible to polio in 
thc United States The March of 
Dimes hopes to double this amount 
in 1954. 

61. Why Is GG In Such Short 
Supply ? 

Because neither facilities nor 
equipment for widespread expan- 
sion of fractionating plants were 
available when GG became a factor 
in polio prevention in 1953, and 
many months were required to build 
and equip plants, even if long-term 
needs for GG were demonstrated. 
The existing plants are prepared to 
work 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week, in providing additional sup- 
plies contracted for 1954 delivery 
by the National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis. 

02. Why Can’t Production Of GG 
Be Stepped Up ? 

It has been increased but it is 
completely impractical to hope that 
it could ever be stepped up to the 
point where production would meet 
all the demands of the public. 

03. Why Is The National Foun- 
dation For Infantile Paralysis 
Buying Up Commercial GG? 

To assure that all gamma glob- 
ulin will be equally available to all 
the people who may be benefitted 
by it. 

64. Is The Shortage Of GG Due 
To Lack Of Blood Supplies? 

To a degree, yes. But unlimited 
amounts of blood cannot insure a 
similarly increased GG supply, 
since there is a limit to actual pro- 
duction by existing plants. 

05. Who Is To Blame For The GG 
Shortage ? 

Nobody. Whenever a new use is 
discovered for a scarce material, a 
similar situation results. You will 
remember this was true of penicil- 
lin also. 

00. Can Anyone’s Blood Be Used 
Safely To Make GG? 

Theoretically, yes. But making 
GG is only part of the process of 
dividing human blood into its use- 
ful parts. Certain diseases can be 
carried by other parts of human 
blood and must, therefore, be ex 
eluded from the entire fractionating 
process. 

07. Why Is GG Given To Those 
Under 30 Years Of Age When It Is 
Known That Persons Over 30 Also 
Get Polio? 

Because the limited supplies 
should be used where they are most 
likely to he effective. Most persons 
over 30 have some protection al- 
ready — children are likely to have 
none. 

G8. What Is The Hope For The 
Future ? 

A new vaccine, developed in the 
laboratories at the University of 
Pittsburgh, under a grant made by 
the National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis, may soon prove 
to he the long sought after preven- 
tative against polio. On February 
8 a vast field trial, involving 500,- 
000 to a million children, in almost 
every state and from every type of 
area, economic life and society, will 
be conducted by the Foundation. It

TEN FIRES CHRISTMAS 


HOME FROM PHILIPPINES 


Christmas may have been a holi- 
day for the average person, but 
the firefighters on duty at the Cen- 
tral Fire Station put in a busy day 
answering 10 alarms for brush and 
grass fires all over town. 

According to Chief James E. Cal- 
lahan virtually all the fires were 
the result of careless burning of 
rubbish in incinerators. 

The first alarm came in at 11:15 
a. m. for a grass fire at 154 Cam- 
bridge street. On the way back 
from the fire two Stoneham fire- 
fighters stopped the apparatus to 
report another grasp fire on La- 
grange street. This blaze was at- 
tended to before the men returned 
to quarters. 

At 11:16 a. m. there was a grass 
fire near the home of Mr. J. W. 
Lane, 5 Orient street, Box 7-7-333 
being put on from the station for 
this fire. At 11:41 there was 
a grass fire on Birch lane and four 
minutes later another on Loring 
avenue. A grass fire was reported 
on Lochwan street at 11:59, and 
on their way hack to quarters the 
men had those who had started two 
tires on Loring avenue put them 
out. 

The afternoon’s activity com- 
menced at 12:38 when a grass fire 
scorched the boards on the lower 
part of the house at 87 Heming- 
way street. 

At 1:11 there was a grass fire 
near the Colclla home at 245 Cross 
street, and at 5:10 Box 481 was 
sounded when hoards on the side of 
a garage were ignited from a grass 
fire near the home of Mrs. Della 
Devine, 54 Hemingway street. This 
had the makings of a good fire, and 
one corner of the garage was pretty 
well burned. 


FIRE AT BEGGS & fOBB 


A fire doing relatively little dam- 
age broke out in the buffing ap- 
paratus of the Beggs & Cobb tan- 
nery on Swanton street Monday 
evening. Box 42 was sounded at 
8:14 and the alarm from the tan- 
nery box caused considerable ex- 
citement and attracted a good sized 
crowd of onlookers. 

According to Fire Chief James 
E. Callahan sparks caused by a 
buffing machine passing over a bit 
of metal somehow embedded in a 
hide were responsible for the 
trouble. The sparks set fire ti> buff- 
ing dust in the pipes carrying the 
Cust to an outside shed where water 
is sprayed upon it, the burning dust 
in the joints of the pipes proving 
especially hard to put out. 

Chief Callahan characterized the 
fire as “tricky” because of the 
danger of “flashes” from chemicals 
in leather. There was a lot of 
smoke and the fire was a hard one 
to fight, though it actually did little 
damage, except to the roof of the 
waste shed. 

Woburn Engine I answered the 
alarm on the mutual aid system 
and Arlington Ladder I and Engine 
4 covered in at the Central Station. 


Mr. Robert Nichols and his wife, 
the former Virginia Straghan, re- 
turned to Winchester early this 
month with their two children, 
Robert and Nancy, from two-ycars 
duty in the Philippines. Mr. Nichols 
is an officer in the United States 
Information Agency, and was pub- 
lic affairs officer in the Mindanao 
and Sulu area. 

Davao, a city of about 150,000, 
was the home of Mr. Nichols und 
his family. Mr. Nichols described 
the city and surrounding area as 
the frontier of the Philippines, and 
said that it was comparable to the 
western part of the United States 
about seventy-five yours ago. In 
Davao, the U.S.l.A. has a library 
of about 10,000 volumes which is 
open to the public, and during Mr. 
Nichols’ work there an extension 
program for library books was in- 
troduced. Reading centers where 
books are left for three months, 
and in the more remote districts, 
book boxes which are rotated every 
three months, arc part of the pro- 
gram. The destruction of nearly all 
the books in the Philippines during 
the Second World War has left a 
tremendous need for reading mate- 
rial. 

The motion picture section of the 
U.S.l.A. program handles news- 
reels, and is also making films with 
Philippine actors which show in 
story form the effects of Commu- 
nism on family life, on religion, 
and on education. These films are 
shown free by mobile units which 
travel from town to town drawing 
very large crowds. As many as 
6,000 people have attended a show- 
! ing. 

While Communism has been out- 
j lawed in the Islands, there is still 
great control and influence exerted 
by Communists in the Philippines. 

Mr. Nichols has brought back a 
forty-minute sound film which was 
made in the Philippines, and will 
show it at the joint meeting of the 
League of Women Voters of Win- 
chester, and the Fortnightly Club, 
which is being held Monday, Janu- 
ary 11, at 10:15 a. m. in the Bap- 
tist Church in Winchester. There 
will be a question period following 
the movies, and anyone who is in- 
terested in hearing Mr. Nichols dis- 
cuss this important area of our 
international relations is most wel- 
come.

NELSON HOYEY SEELYE 


ALAN CLAFLIN 


Nelson Ilovey Seelye of 361 Main 1 
street, for GO years a prominent 
resident of Winchester died Tues- 
day morning, January 5, in the 
Winchester Hospital after a short 
illness. He became ill while at sup- 
per in the square Sunday, Decem- 
ber 20, and was taken to the hos- 
pital at that time. 

Mr. Seelye was the son of Nor- 
man M., and Elizabeth E. (Ilovey) 
Seelye. He was horn February 4, 
1805, in Cambridge, of English 
stock that settled in this country 
before the Revolution and remain- 
ing loyal to the British Crown, re- 
turned to England at the time of 
the Colonies’ struggle for indepen- 
dence. 

Mr. Seelye’s father, however, 
chose not to remain in England and 
came to this country, settling in 
Cambridge where he established a 
manufacturing business in which 
he was later joined by his son. 

This business consisted of the as- 
sembling and selling of large iron 
units which cut at one time a large 
number of leather soles for shoes. 
In addition the firm was interested 
in the manufacture of elevators, 
both for private buildings and com- 
mercial establishments. Mr. Seelye 
was associated with the business 
for many years, retiring when he 
reached the age of 80. 

Friends of Nelson Seelye would 
tell you that he had three outdoor 
interests, horses, baseball and golf. 

His energies were by no means 
devoted entirely to them. He had 
been associated with the Winches- 
ter Savings Bank as a corporator 
since 1901 and as a trustee since 
1905. He was the oldest living 
trustee of the bank by some 10 
years and he had also served the 
bank for some years as clerk. In 
52 years as a corporator be missed 
only one meeting when a terrific 
snowstorm made it impossible for 
him to reach the hank in time for 
the session, though he telephoned 
his inability to be present. He at- 
tended the last meeting of the bunk 
in October. 

He was vice-president of the 
Home for Aged People from 1899 
through 1901 and served as pres- 
ident in the years 1903 and 1904. 

Mr. Seelye was an ardent golfer 
and was one of the real veterans of 
the game in Winchester. He wad 
a charter member of the WinchesteV 
Country Club and played there 
regularly, finally realizing the am- 
bition of all golfers by making a 
hole-in-one on April 27, 1945, at the 
age of 80. Last season at the age 
of 88 he won the senior golf tour- 
nament and he was on the links as 
a player only a little more than a 
month ago. 

His tall spare figure was familiar 
to every one at the Country Club 
as he went over the course regular 
1 y , generally in company with his 
long time friend and fellow-senior, 
Francis E. Smith. As a young man 
he played baseball on the same 
Winchester town team with Attor- 
ney John Abbott and other college 
players.

Alan A. Claflin of 20 Grove 
street, widely known consulting 
chemist and innovator of many new 
industrial chemical and dyeing pro- 
cesses, died Tuesday, January 5, at 
thc New England Deaconness Hos- 
pital at the age of 80 years. 

Mr. Clatlin was the son of Fred- 
erick Allan, and Adelaide (Avery) 
Claflin. He was born April 7, 1873, 
in Boston, but moved with his fam- 
ily to Quincy as a hoy. He was 
graduated from Thayer Academy 
and from Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology in the class of 1894, 
then joining the old Avery Chemical 
Company of Littleton, at that time 
a leading producer of lactic acid 
through fermentation. 

He introduced new processes at 
the firm, which had been founded 
many years before by an uncle, and 
developed new products for the 
leather and textile dyeing industries 
of New England. 

In 1918 he founded his own firm 
in Boston, dealing in chemicals and 
dyes for the textile industry. He 
served as consultant and chemical 
engineer for many New England 
textile firms, and was the author 
of many scientific articles on chem- 
istry as well as being an authority 
on the mineral resources of Maine. 
He was a member of the American 
Chemical Society, the British So- 
ciety of Chemical Industry (Amer- 
ican Branch) and the Society of 
Textile Chemists. His years as a 
consulting chemist totalled nearly 
sixty. 

While associated with Avery 
Chemical Mr. Claflin lived in Lit- 
tleton. Later he lived in Concord 
and for more than 20 years in West 
Medford before coming to Win- 
chester in 1929. 

On November 8, 1897, Mr. Claflin 
married Mabel G. Nash of Wollas- 
ton, who survives, with two sons, 
Avery and Philip W. Claflin, both 
of New York City, and a sister, 
Miss Charlotte I. Claflin of Buffalo, 
N. Y.

He 
wus a pnst chief ranger of Qualey 
Court, M. C. O. F., and was a ip em- 
ber of Winchester Lodge of 
Elks. When Winchester adopted 
the Limited Town Meeting he was 
elected a member for Precinct G, 
and he served in that capacity until 
1949. 

Mr. McCarron served 33 years in 
the Fire Department, first joining 
thc department April 9, 1902, as a 
substitute call man, and being made 
a regular man January 1, 1907. He 
was promoted to call lieutenant on 
<>ld Ladder 1, May 8, 1908, and to 
captain May G, 1910. He resigned 
in 1912, but re-entered the depart- 
ment in 1914, remaining a Fire-

is way too small. Undoubtedly due 
to the influence of the Scotch who 
perfected the game some 400 years 
ago. 

When a member of a curling 
team in a match slides a “stone” 
ilong the ice toward the scoring 
at the opposite end of the 
rink, in curling parlance he is said 
to “deliver” the stone. As he does so 
one or two of his team mates stand 
I ready to sweep, if called for by the 
“skip” who stands at the opposite 
end of the ice sheet holding his 
broom ns a target for the players 
to aim at. And . . . proper “deliv- 
ery” — like a good golf swing, 
takes skill and practice, as does the 
art of good sweeping. 

On level ice . . . a stone cannot 
he thrown straight. It must, in the 
act of delivery, be revolved either 
clockwise or counter clockwise, in 
which direction it will “curl” or 
curve. The player, therefore, aims 
for the skip’s broom to compensate 
for the curve the stone will take 
during its course down the ice. 

“Skip” is the curling term given 
to the boss of the “rink” or team 
of four players. He is the guy who 
directs the play of his men . . . 
indulges his strategy . . . and 

throws the final stones for each 
“end” or inning of play . . . The 
third player, some times called 
“vice skip” — throws in the third 
playing position; the “second man” 
— throws second; and the first or 
“lead man”, first. Each team mem- 
ber throws two stones alternately 
with his opponent on the opposing 
team. 

A game consists of a certain 
Other stones thftt are in possible 
number of “ends” or “heads” (in- 
nings). A team that scores . . . 
counts one ( 1 ) for every one of its 
stones which is nearer the Tee than 
any stone of the opposition. Scor- 
ing team leads off in next end. A 
stone is “in play” if in front of, or 
touching, the cross-line at the rear 
of the circles or entirely across the 
cross-line furthest in front of the 
circles. The area within the two 
mentioned cross-lines is generally 
called the “head.”

droplets of water evenly applied to 
the ice that act as ball bearings for 
the stones to slide on. The stones 
weigh 42 pound each, and are manu- 
factured in Scotland. 

Sweeping in front of the stones 
is for the very important purpose 
of removing the particles of frost 
that are continually forming on the 
ice surface and which ofTor a “drag” 
to the stone. Good sweeping can 
aid a stone in traveling as much as 
12 feet further and, from its polish- 
ing effect on the ice, can retard the 
curve considerably. 

A few terms used in the game: 

Hack . . . the foot-hold set in 

the ice from which the player 
throws or “delivers” the stone. 

House . . . the area within the 
scoring circles. End . . . inning. 

Turn . . . the revolving motion 
given the stone on delivery; such 
as “in-turn” . . . “out-turn.” Run- 
ner ... a stone thrown with 
great speed.

Winchester is not materia 
fected by the proposed new high- 
ways, concerning which a hearing 
was held last week in the State 
House by Public Works Commis- 
sioner John A. Volpe. 

Members of the Board of Select- 
men, Town Engineer James Wake- 
field and Rep. Harrison Chadwick 
attended the hearings which con- 
sumed an entire day. 

Briefly, the proposed roads are in 
the planning stage at present, with 
no money available to pay for 
them, and the hearing was held 
merely to acquaint cities and towns 
with the possibility of new high- 
ways going through their commu- 
nities and to get the reaction of 
officials in the communities that 
may lie affected. 

The proposed new ways are 
Route 3 and Route 28. In the latter 
instance two proposals were dis- 
cussed, the new roads being located 
on each side of and parallel to the 
present Route 28 which originates 
at the Wellington Bridge and goes 
through Stoneham, Reading and 
Lawrence to the New Hampshire j 
line.

Oriental and 
European monarchs once used 
rhinoceros horn drinking cups in 
the belief such cups would counter- 
act poison. 

Not only has his valuable horn as 
well as his edible flesh and strong 
hide thined the rhino’s ranks, but 
romance comes all too seldom to 
these lovelorn beasts. 

Rhinos are an unsociable lot, 
often preferring to live sullenly 
alone for long periods. When they 
decide to change their customary 
grunts into a high sweet mating 
whistle they must wander over 
great distances to find another 
rhinoceros. 

When a male finally finds a mate, 
as likely as not she may reject him. 
To make matters worse, rhinos can- 
not breed more frequently than 
about once every three years be- 
cause of the time required to hear 
and rear the lone calf that is horn. 

Strict conservation laws now 
protect most rhinoceroses. It is 
hard, however, to preserve an ani- 
mal that is so valuable to poachers, 
so skittish and evil-tempered that 
it will charge a truck as well as a 
man, and so downright stupid.

HEADS READING CLINIC 


B & M INSTALLS 
TALK BACK SPEAKER 


Winchester friends of the John 
W. Thorntons of Indian Hill road 
will be interested to learn that their 
son, Professor Robert W. Thornton 
of the Department of English at 
the University of Colorado at 
Boulder, Colorado, is heading a 
reading improvement clinic for 
adults, offered by the extension div- 
ision of the University. 

The rapid reading clinic is de- 
signed to enable the professional 
person, businessman or average 
reader to increase the speed and 
accuracy with which they read. 
Studies have shown that over 50 
percent of the reading public are 
inadequate readers in terms of their 
potential ability. 

The rapid reading program con- 
ducted by Professor Thornton will 
utilize such up-to-date training aids 
as paced-reading texts, the Harvard 
Reading Films, and the taehistos- 
cope, devices successfully employ- 
ed in other rapid reading programs 
with noteworthy success. 

Comprehension of text actually 
increases with increased reading 
speed, since increased speed in read- 
ing requires more concentration 
and results in higher comprehen- 
sion and retention of reading 
material. 

Professor Thornton graduated 
from Winchester High School in the 
class of 1935. He received his B.A. 
from Wesleyan University and his 
M.A. and Ph.D. degrees from Har- 
vard. An outstanding student of 
Robert Burns, he studied in Scot- 
land under a Dexter Fellowship 
from Harvard in 1949 and has had 
numerous articles on the famous 
Scotch poet published in literary 
magazines. 


HOME FOR CHRISTMAS 


For the first time since 1046 Miss 
Meredith B. Wagner, Red Cross 
hospital recreation and social work- 
er, spent Christmas in Winchester 
with her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Har- 
rison G. Wagner of Crescent road. 

Miss Wagner, who has been in 
Germany for the past three years, 
stationed at Munich, Augsburg and 
Wortsburg, arrived in this country 
December 22, on the big Transport 
General Maurice Rose, several days 
behind schedule. She had been 
heading her hospital unit at Augs- 
burg and Wortsburg as well as do- 
ing social service work. 

Miss Wagner has had a varied 
career in the Red Cross, following 
her graduation from Nursery Train- 
ing School in 1944. She previously 
graduated from Beaver Country 
Day School in 1940 and studied in 
Montreal and at Virginia Intermont 
Junior College. 

In the spring of 1945 Miss Wag- 
ner entered Red Cross work and 
was sent to Hawaii for a year as a 
club worker. In ’47 she commenced 
two years of similar service in Ko- 
rea, after which she transferred to 
hospital recreation work and was 
sent to Japan. During the time 
the Army took over all Red Cross 
overseas recreational workers she 
served for more than a year under 
General Deun. 

Following her vacation in Win- 
chester, Miss Wagner reports on 
Monday to Red Cross Headquarters 
in Washington for reassignment. 
With her overseas service record, 
unless an emergency arises, her 
next service will be two years in the 
United States. 


A modern talk-back speaker sys- 
tem, the first of its kind to be in- 
stalled on a New England railroad 
will go into operation in the Great- 
er Boston freight yards of the Bos- 
I ton and Maine Railroad next week. 

Under operating conditions, the 
loud speakers act as a paging sys- 
tem and then automatically become 
microphones and carry back an- 
swers from the person paged, even 
though he may be as far as seven- 
ty-five feet from the paging speak- 
er. The talk-back network operates 
from three main-line control points. 
From these control points, yard- 
masters can contact any one point 
in the yards, or blanket an entire 
yard at once. 

Over 83 acres of yards are cover- 
ed with an audible signal through 
22 loud speaker posts, each carry- 
ing two speakers mounted back to 
back and each speaker acting as a 
microphone to receive an answer 
from any point. A network of near- 
ly eight miles of aerial and under- 
ground cable connects this system 
to the control points. 

When the installation goes into 
operation, any trainman or em- 
ployee in the yards can initiate a 
message by going to the nearest 
speaker post and pressing a button, 
which sounds a buzzer and flashes 
a light on the control panel, indi- 
cating the location from which the 
call was made. The operator then 
calls the point and the speaker 
then becomes a combination micro- 
phone and speaker and the conver- 
sation is carried on. 

The new communication system 
will speed up the making up of 
freight trains and the handling of 
cars in the yards as yardmasters 
will be in constant communication 
with the working crews. Previous- 
ly, messengers had to be sent into 
the yards with messages, or tele- 
phone calls put through to various 
points in the yards and messages 
sent out from there. 

Supplementing this paging sys- 
tem, the Boston and Maine will 
soon install a two-way radio on 
the diesel switching locomotives 
operating in the Boston area with 
control stations located in the pas- 
senger yards and the Mystic Jet. 
yardmasters office for freight ser- 
vice.

Foster R. Spofford, assistant to 
the chief engineer of the Boston 
and Maine Railroad, will speak to 
the Winchester Kiwanis Club at 
Masonic Hall here next Wednesday 
evening, January 18. 

Mr. Spofford, a veteran of 24 
years with the Boston and Maine, 
will discuss problems facing the 
railroad industry which result from 
over-strict government regulation.

ART ASSOCIATION MEETING 

Mr. Harold F. Lindergreen of 
Castle Hill, the former Crane es- 
tate at Ipswich, spoke to the Win- 
chester Art Association at its meet- 
ing on January 5 about the influ- 
ences in Eastern and Western art. 
The oriental painter, he said, be- 
gins with a poetic idea which he 
presents in a two-dimensional way 
to achieve a spiritual meeting be- 
tween the creator and the observer 
of the painting. The artist furthers 
this effect by a restraint in color 
and presentation intended to in- 
duce the observer to participate in 
the creation by supplying his per- 
sonal response in the way of color 
and detail. 

Western methods of painting 
suffered in the comparison, effects 
appearing more obvious and less 
spiritual, but the audience, many of 
whom were painters, enjoyed the 
rather hilarious contrast. A devot- 
ed orientalist, Mr. Lindergreen 
drew much sympathy for the East- 
ern conception that the important 
thing in puinting is what goes on 
in the mind and heart of the artist. 
The Chinese presentation of the 
poetic idea “wth relative assurance 
and minimum time’’ reveals the 
eternal wonder of the human spirit 
at the grandeur of nature. Their 
painting proceeds from a basic 
eternal impulse, Mr. Lindergreen 
said, Western painting from a 
more temporal one; we can admit 
and appreciate both. 

The lovely paintings by Mr. 
Tzeng Hsien Chi which are the 
January exhibition of the Art As- 
sociation gave great pleasure to 
the members present and received 
considerably more appreciation in 
the light of the speaker’s instruc- 
tion. It was an evening to be warm- 
ly remembered for its value and 
interest to all present.

FUR SEALS SAVED BY 
INTERNATIONAL PACT 


The United States, Russia, Can- 
ada and Japan once negotiated in 
amity one of history’s most suc- 
cessful conservation measures, the 
North Pacific Sealing Canvention of! 
1911. 

By banning hunting at sen, the 
pact saved the Pacific fur seal (Cal- 
iorhinus ui sinus) from extinction, 
says the National Geographic So- 
ciety. 

Fur seals spend the winter scat- 
tered down through the North Pa- 
cific Ocean, then come north in sum- 
mer to bear their single pups and 
breed anew. The largest rookeries 
are on the American-owned Pribilof 
Islands in the Bering Sea 125 miles 
north of the Aleutians. 

When Russia sold the island to 
the United States along with Alas- 
ka in 1867, the Pribilof seals prob- 
ably numbered close to 4,000,000 
individuals. By 1911, the year the 
nations agreed, they were down to 
150,000, and pelagic hunting — 
hunting at sea — was overwhelm- 
ingly responsible for the decline. 

Two square-rigger mates, the 
brothers Alex and Dan McLean, re- 
putedly started the grim slaughter 
in the cold Pacific mists around 
1870. Leaving the Bluenose ships 
that brought them to the West 
Coast of America, they bought a 
small schooner in which they suc- 
cessfully pursued the Pribilof 
seals during their remarkable 5,000- 
mile migrations from the bleak 
Bering to southern California lati 
tildes. 

Schooner after schooner follow- 
ed in the heartless business of 
slaughtering seals trustfully sleep- 
ing on the long ocean swells. By 
1892 there were 122 scaling vessels, 
each carrying between 15 and 50 
sailors and hunters equipped with 
rifles and shotguns. 

Not all the shooting was at seals. 
Jack London produced a historical 
novel, not fiction, when he wrote 
“The Sea- Wolf”. Sealers truly 
murdered each other for the pre- 
cious pelts. Men died by the guns 
of government cutters, and of 
guards fighting off brazen raids on 
the shore rookeries. 

But the guards might well have 
saved their fire, for protection a- 
shore meant nothing to seals that 
never arrived. Little caring that 
they were destroying the brood 
stock, the foundation of their pros- 
perity, the schooner crews killed 
pups, breeding hulls and gravid 
cows alike until diplomats of four 
nations ealled a halt with the 
treaty. 

Immediately after 1911, the Pri- 
bilof herd started to rebound. To- 
day the government keeps its mini 
hers at a constant, scientifically 
calculated 1,500,000 or so by taking 
66,000 surplus bulls a year. 

The smaller Russian seal herds 
also are believed to have been stab- 
ilized. Russia has perhaps 150,000 
seals in the Commander Islands 
(Komandorskie Ostrova) in the 
Bering Sea, and another 50,000 on 
the former Japanese Robben (Tiu- 
leni) Island in the Sea of Okhotsk. 

Except for a brief lapse on the 
part of Japan before World Wai 
II, none of the original signatory 
nations, to their credit and profit, 
ever has gone hack to pelagic seal- 
ing.

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NEW MAP OF GREAT LAKES 
REGION SHOWS LAND AND 
WATER DEVELOPMENT 

North America’s five Great Lakes 
third of the earth’s sweet-water , 
area — are spotlighted on a new j 
map that the National Geographic 
Society is distributing this month , 
to its more than two million mem- 
bers. 

The 10-color map, “The Great 
Lakes Region of the United States 
and Canada,” shows all or part of 
22 states and three provinces, from 
Minnesota to New Brunswick, On- 
tario to Kentucky. 

Nearly one third of the American 
people — 48,000,000 — live in only 
five of the lake-hordering states, 
New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, In- 
diana and Illinois. Three of the 
nation’s seven largest cities, Chi- 
ago, Detroit and Cleveland, stand 
beside the Lakes. Montreal, Ca- 
nada’s leading metropolis, over- 
looks the St. Lawrence River outlet. 

Closely packed place names (11,- 
950 of them), plus a tight mesh of 
travel routes, lunt in cartographers’ 
shorthand at the fact that the area 
covered is the most populous of the 
continent. 

Visible From Moon 
The Great Lakes are of incal- 
culable economic value both to the 
United States and Canada. So big 
they could he seen from the moon 
with the naked eye, they have pro- 
vided such assorted benefits as 
transportation, rich fisheries, and 
scenic playgrounds. 

Ships that ply the vast inland 
waterway with such cargoes as iron 
ore( grains, and automobiles carry 
more tonnage annually than does 
the entire oceangoing merchant 
fleet of the United States. 

Map notes printed in blue on the 
face of each of the Great Lakes 
point to the canals, locks, and 
dredged river channels that have 
opened a continuous passage from 
western Lake Superior to the 
mouth of the St. Lawrence River. 

Three large-scale insets hold the 
magnifying glass to these links. The 
foui th, in the Chicago area, shows 
the start of the Illinois Waterway 
on its winding course that joins the 
lake system to the mid-continent 
traffic artery, the Mississippi. 
Indian Names and Atoms 
Melodious Indian names scatter- 
ed over the Geographic’s map recall 
early exploration and settlement 
days. 

Lakes Huron, Michigan, Erie and 
Ontario all have names with Indian 
associations. Only Lake Superior, 
from the French phrase for “upper 
lake,” is without the Indian touch. 

A few primeval spots remain in 
the highly developed Great Lakes 
region. Two where wilderness con- 
ditions have been deliberately pre- 
served are Ontario’s Quetieo Pro- 
vincial Park, and the adjoining 
Superior National Park of the 
United States. 

The atomic era is also noted in 
the Canadian nuclear research sta- 
tion of Chalk River; the U. S. study 
center at Argonne National Lab- 
oratory near Chicago, and New 
York’s Brookhaven National Lab- 
oratory. 


ITALY MOVES TO RESCUE 
MATERA CAVE DWELLERS 


Escape is at hand after 3,000 
years for the cave dwellers of Matc- 
ra in southern Italy’s economically 
desolate Lucanin. 

With American aid, the postwar 
government has already moved 50 
families out of Mntern’s “Sassi” 
district — sassi means “stones,” 
and in classical Italian, “tomb” as 
well — to the new model village of 
La Martella a few miles north. 

Eventually, reports the National 
Geographic Society, all 15,000 once- 
despairing troglodytes are to go to 
La Martella or similar modern com- 
munities. The 2,142 dank, gloomy 
caverns, in which for 30 centuries 
childhood mortality was 50 percent, 
are to he sealed forever. 

War and malaria have been the 
twin curses of Lucania since it was 
part of ancient “Magna Graecia”. 
Along its swampy seacoasts, so 
near the gardens of Sorrento, and 
in its gloomy Apennine gorges, 
cousin fought cousin in the fero- 
cious warfare between the Greek 
city-states. 

Through once-magnificent oak 
forests swept the hordes of Alaric 
the Goth with the spoils of Rome. 
Hannibal’s elephants trampled the 
olive groves and the vineyards that 
I grew in the volcanic soil. 

Normans, Byzantines and Sara- 
cens of Algiers in turn laid waste 
the land, along with the brigand 
allies of the Spanish Bourbons who 
ruled the Kingdom of the Two 
Sicilies. Earthquakes completed 
the destruction begun by armies. 

Rivers rampaged through de- 
spoiled forests, building new 
swamps from which arose more 
, swarms of deadly mosquitoes. 
Wolves foraged literally to the 
doors of hovels where embittered 
i people lay burning and shivering 
with malaria. 

Long after Garibaldi helped unify 
Italy in 1860, Lucania and neighbor- 
ing Calabria to the south were 
scarcely more known to northern 
Italians than New York is to a 
Greenland Eskimo. Tax collectors 
were the only regular visitors from 
Rome. The citizens were aban- 
doned to illiteracy, superstition and 
barbarism. 

Mussolini’s government drained 
a few Lucanian swamps, hoping to 
stem a tide of emigration to Amer- 
ica and North Italy that threatened 
to depopulate the whole south. Dur- 
ing World War II. fighting between 
the retreating Germans and Lord 
Montgomery’s 8th Army wrecked 
the few improvements. 

When hostilities ceased, the 
Italian government first rebuilt the 
million or more Italian homes 
destroyed in the fighting. Then it 
turned to the age-old “Question of 
the South.” Matera is among the 
first beneficiaries in the long-ne- 
lected area.

DR. EMILIO DFRRICO 

Dr. Emilio D’Etrico, a well 
known Boston and Medford obste 
trician, died Thursday, January 7, 
at his home. 1 1 Everett avenue, fol- 
lowing a t wo weeks illness. He had 
lived in Winchester for the past ten 
years, coming to this town from 
Medford. 

Dr. D’Errico was born May . 24, 
1894, in St. (iiovanni. Rotondo, Fog- 
gia, Italy, son of Achilles, and 
Louisa (Muzzinghi) d'Errico. He 
came to this country in 1909 at the 
age of 16 years, settling in Boston. 
He took his pre-medical course at 
Tufts College and was graduated 
cum laude from Tufts Medical 
School in the class of 19211. 

Dr. D’Errico interned at the Cam- 
bridge City, and Boston City Hos- 
pitals and at the Boston Lying In 
Hospital, lie had been in private 
practice in Boston since 192G with 
offices at 27 Bay State road and he 
had offices also in Medford at 584 
High street. Since 1928 he had 
been senior visiting surgeon of 
obstetrics and gynecology at the 
Boston City Hospital and he was 
chief of obstetrics and gynecology 
at the Lawrence Memorial Hospital 
from 1930. He taught in the Med- 1 
ical Schools of both Tufts and Bos- 
ton University, and had been con- 
sulting physician in obstetrics to 
many Boston hospitals. 

Dr. D’Errico was the first Italian 
born American to be admitted to 
the American College of Surgeons. 
He was a fellow of the American 
Board of Obstetrics and Gyneco- 
logy, a member of the Massachu- 
setts and American Medical Asso- 
ciations, the Medford Medical Asso- 
ciation and the New England So- 
ciety for Obstetricians and Gyne- 
cologists. 

He leaves his wife. Esther; two 
sons, John, of Santa Monica, Calif., 
und Robert D’Errico of Winchester; 
two daughters, Janet and Judith 
D’Errico, also of Winchester; a j 
grandchild; two brothers, Charles,; 
of Medford, and Luigi D’Errico of 
Foggia, Italy; and two sisters, Mrs. 
Matilda Padovano of Foggia, and 
Mrs. Amelia Cetta of Milan, Italy. 

The funeral was held Monday 
morning from the late residence 
with solemn requiem high mass 
celebrated at St. Mary’s Church at 
10 o’clock. 

Rev. Fr. Charles A. Anadore 
was celebrant, Rev. Fr. Joseph F. 
McCall, deacon, and Rev. Fr. John 
M. Manion, pastor, suhdeacon. 

Burial was in Oak Grove Cem- 
etery, Medford, where the commit- 
tal prayers were read by Father 
Anadore.

Railroad. Inquiries received to date 
from approximately one half of the 
abuttors. on that portion of Hill 
street which is a private way, in- 
dicate unanimous opinion in favor 
of eliminating the crossing. Word 
received by the Selectmen from the 
Boston & Maine is that the railroad 
is also investigating the matter 
and promised to contact the Select- 
men further within the next two 
weeks. 

It will be necessary to keep open 
as private ways those portions of 
Hill street on each side of the 
tracks, but a barricade could be 
erected to prevent both pedestrian 
and vehicular traffic from crossing 
at that point. 

The Selectmen are hopeful of re- 
ceiving unanimous agreement on 
this point so that action can be tak- 
en in the near future. 

Swanton Street 

The Board of Selectmen met with 
the residents of the Swanton street 
area to discuss further the rear- 
rangement of access roads, side- 
walks, etc., ns the result of the con- 
struction by the state of the new 
railroad overpass there. A revised 
plan had been received from the 
Dept, of Public Works and this was 
discussed with those affected. This 
plan provided for a new road from 
the end of Olive street to the rear 
of the homes on the north side of 
Swanton street. It eliminated the 
narrow access road previously sug- 
gested in front of these houses. Al- 
most no one favored the new plan. 

During the meeting numerous 
good suggestions were received. 
One of these was that a committee, 
familiar with the area, be appoint- 
ed by the Selectmen to work with 
the residents and the Selectmen t« 
develop a more satisfactory solu- 
tion. 

Following the meeting, which 
lasted about two hours, the Select- 
men voted to authorize the chair- 
man of the Board of Selectmen to 
appoint a committee of 3 to carry 
out the suggestion made at the 
meeting. Accordingly Chairman

During the hitter cold days, 
particularly when the ground is 
covered with snow and ice, it is 
highly desirable that grain, bread 
crumbs, corn bread, or peanut-but- 
ter sandwiches cut in small cubes, 
be spread where birds can reach 
them, thus eliminating the possi- 
bility of suffering which might re- 
sult through lack of their natural 
diet. 

“The most satisfactory method 
of putting out food for them,” stat- I 
ed the Society head, “is to place it] 
on a large board with a molding 
around the edge. In this way it is 
not seaterod or lost.” 

“We cannot urge too strongly,” 
concluded Dr. Hansen, “that every- 
one remember the birds, so that ; 
when spring arrives, these attrac- 
tive* creatures will he with us once ] 
again with their beauty and song.” | 


An appeal for aid has come from

WINTER ARRIVES 

The unusually clement weather 
Winchester has enjoyed during 
much of the fall and over Christ- 
mas went by the board last Satur- 
day, which dawned bleak and cold, j 
and presaging the snow that com- j 
nienced about midway through thc 
forenoon. 

The weather bureau predicted the 
snow would turn to rain late in the 
afternoon or during the night, hut 
the glass remained too low for rain, 
the fine snow continuing most of 
the day. 

There was some, but not too much 
snow Sunday, though conditions 
were threatening toward the end 
of the day, and Monday it was cold 
and snowed all day, stopping dur- 
the night. 

It was cold Monday night and by 
8:30 or so Tuesday morning it was 
snowing again, continuing ofT and 
on all day, with one heavy fall dur- 
ing the mid-afternoon. The cold 
continued unabated and Wednesday 
morning temperatures of from four 
to six degrees above zero were gen- 
erally reported with the lowest the 
Star heard of being two below. It re- 
mained cold all day, the sun and a 
lack of wind being saving graces 
in a real stretch of winter weather. 
The official snowfall here was a lit- 
tle over a foot up to noon Tuesday, 
with two or three inches added to 
that figure during the afternoon.

ALCOHOLIC ADDICTION 


Dr. Albert D. Ullman, chairman 
of the Department of Sociology at 
Tufts College, will discuss the prob- 
lem of alcoholic addiction next 
Tuesday evening, January 19, at 8 
o’clock in Goddard Chapel on the 
Tufts campus, delivering the fourth 
lecture in the 1953-54 university 
lecture series. This series, of which 
Dr. Eugene S. Ashton, dean of the 
School of Religion, is chairman, is 
open to the public without charge. 

Trained in psychology as well as 
sociology, and vice-president of the 
Boston Committee on Alcoholism, 
Dr. Ullman has made an extensive 
study of the problems of alcoholics. 
Findings of his research on this 
subject have been published in The 
American Journal of Psychiatry, 
The Journal of Comparative and 
Physiological Psychology, as well 
as widely publicized in the daily 
press. He has served as consultant 
for the Governor’s Committee on 
Alcoholic Education. 

Dr. Ullman is a graduate of Yale 
University and received a master of 
education degree in 1941 and a Ph.D. 
degree in 1950 from Harvard Uni- 
versity. During World War II he 
served with the Amphibious Force, 
Atlantic Fleet of the U. S. Navy.

DISTRICT NURSING ASSOCIATION 


Christmas was a very busy time 
for the nurses and board members 
of the Winchester District Nursing 
Association. Christmas gifts for 
the children of nine families in the 
district were provided by the Girl 
Scouts, who brought them to the 
Nursing office, where they were 
wrapped and delivered by members 
of the board. The shut-ins of the 
district were remembered with a 
small gift purchased by money in 
the Comfort Fund. This fund is a 
discretionary fund for use by the 
nurses. It is not derived from Com- 
munity Fund monies but is sup- 
ported by individual gifts. It is 
used by the nurses to bring help 
and cheer to individual patients in 
many ways that only a nurse going 
into the home could see and appre- 
ciate. 

At tin* board meeting held at 
town hall on January 8th Mrs. 
Wiklund, the executive director, re- 
ported that in December the nurses 
made 290 calls. This is 52 more 
than were made in November. Miss 
Petersen has completed fifteen 
years of service with the Winches- 
ter association. 

An orientation meeting will be 
held in February at the office, 540 
Main street, to acquaint new board 
and association members with the 
procedures, methods and equipment 
used by the nurses. 

The W.D.N.A. has been re- 
tained by the Everett Refinery of 
Esso Standard Oil Company to help 
with the care of its employees liv- 
ing in Winchester, This agreement 
was made with the knowledge and 
approval of the employees and 
their union. This refinery is smaller 
than their other plants and does 
not maintain its own roving indus- 
trial nurse. When an employee re- 
ports his illness to the company the 
W.D.N.A. nurse will visit him and 
advise him about care and medical 
attention and help him avoid a long 
or serious illness.

not to and for, but with them. An 
interesting question period follow- 
ed. 

At 12:30 p. m. a delicious lunch- 
eon, under the chairmanship of 
Mrs. Harold K. Bergquist, was en- 
joyed by all. During the luncheon 
the following three speakers gave 
an insight into the work that their 
particular field is doing toward bet. 
tering international relations: Mrs. 
Bullard, from the League’s state 
board; Mrs. Long, a technical as- 
sistant, from the League’s state 
board; Mrs. Americo Chaves, the 
Fortnightly’s guest of honor and 
the State Federation’s Internation- 
al Relations chairman. All stressed 
the importance of knowing your 
neighbor and how useful women 
can be in political foreign aid 
fields. Mrs. Chaves stressed the 
importance of opening our homes 
to foreign students in order 
to show them our way of life at 
work, and the power of prayer.

A young man named Ned Larkin 
of Belmont High stopped a Win- 
chester High victory streak of seven 
straight games as he led Belmont 
to a 59-54 win over Winchester at 
the high school gym last Friday 
night. All Mr. Larkin did was to 
score 25 points in spite of the 
efforts of three different Winches- 
ter players to guard the little Bel- 
mont speedster. When it is noted 
that no other Belmont player scored 
more than eight points, it can he 
appreciated how important Larkin’s 
contribution was to the Belmont 
victory. 

As is always the case with these 
arch Middlesex League rivals the 
game was fast, highly spirited, and 
very rough. A total of 52 fouls was 
called in the game with 30 assessed 
against Belmont and 22 against 
Winchester. To make matters 
worse from the local standpoint, the 
Indians made good on 26 out of 47 
free throws while Belmont was 
deadly from the foul line as they 
connected on 23 out of 32 charity 
tosses. 

Both teams were very jittery as 
the game got underway and Dick 
Nelson of Belmont got the only two 
baskets of the entire first period as 
Belmont took a 10-6 lead. The 
teams played better hall in a high 
scoring second period in which Win 
Chester had an 18-16 edge to cut the 
margin to 26-24 at the half. Win- 
chester continued to play good hall 
through the third quarter, outscor- 
ing Belmont 13-11 to tie the game 
at 37-37 at the three-quarter mark. 
The Indians continued their good 
play in the first half of the final 
period to take a 49-45 lead hut at 
this point Mr. Larkin took charge 
to score nine points and pull out a 
victory for the jubilant Belmont 
fans. 

Although Winchester did not play 
one of its better games, it was a 
tough game to lose for the locals 
had fought their hearts out to keep 
coming from behind. Actually 
through the entire second period, 
the third period, and the first half 
of the fourth period the Indians had 
outscored Belmont by eight points 
over that stretch in the very heart 
of the game. It would seem that 
Winchester had slightly the better 
team but that Mr. Larkin made the 
difference between victory and de- 
feat. Dave Pratt was the bright 
light in the Winchester defeat with 
his 16 points, his general hustle and 
aggressiveness, and he was the 
strongest Winchester player off the 
hoards. 

The second team game was as ex- 
citing as the varsity contest with 
the Winchester Seconds pulling out 
a 56-54 victory in the last minute 
of play on the basis of two success- 
ful free throws by Billy Ross. It 
was the eighth straight victory for 
the Winchester Seconds but they 
had to stave off a strong Belmont 
rally in the final period to win a 
toughie. Ross with 17 points, Peter 
Gove with 16 points, and Niles Nel- 
son with 11 were the leading scor- 
ers for the Seconds.

INDIANS ERRATIC IN 56-48 
DEFEAT 

For the first time in four years 
Winchester High suffered two set- 
backs in succession when Lexington 
High took a 56-48 victory at the 
high school gym on Tuesday after- 
noon. Lexington has been rated 
the strongest team in the league 
and certainly showed it with their 
poise and good hall handling 
against the erratic Indians. Inter- 
ceptions of stray Winchester passes 
which resulted in Lexington scores 
more than accounted for their win- 
ning margin. 

The locals had a had first period 
in which Lexington piled up a 17-10 
lead. Winchester bounced hack a 
bit in the second quarter to out- 
score Lexington by three points to 
ut their lead to 26-22 at the half 
time. The third quarter was a 
nightmare for Winchester fans as 
their favorites could do nothing 
ight, scoring only five points to 
Lexington’s 16 which gave the 
Minutemen a big 42-27 lead at the 
three-quarter mark. To the credit 
of the Indians, however, they bat- 
tled furiously in the final period to 
outscore Lexington 21-14 in the 
fourth period but Lexington is too 
good a team to give a 15-point lead 
and hope to catch them. 

Winchester had its poorest day 
of the season at the foul line, fall- 
ing below 60 percent in foul shoot- 
ing for the first time as they made 
good on only 14 out of 29 free 
throws. There were bright spots 
in the Winchester defeat, however, 
as big Jim Lynch continued to show 
improvement as he paced the team 
in rebounding. Billy Ross and Joe 
Bellino sparked the fourth period 
rally for the Indians, getting six 
points apiece in that quarter. The 
Bartlett men arc still improving 
and need only to avoid those 
stretches of disorganized play to 
get hack on the winning trail. 

The Winchester Seconds con- 
tinued their winning ways with a 
66-29 triumph for their ninth 
straight victory of the season. The 
Seconds had a nice scoring distribu- 
tion with 13 players in the scoring 
column and only one, Billy Ross, 
having double figures with 10 
points.

SHOULD CONSIDER FLUORIDATION 


Editor of the Star: 

The question of the fluorination 
of the water supply is due to he 
presented to the; Town at the an- 
nual representative town meeting 
this coming March. Perhaps it 
would be well if the subject were 
discussed beforehand in the forum 
of your letters column. 

The following are sonic facts that 
should be kept in mind when we 
discuss fluorination. 

1. Fuorination is tin* addition of 
sufficient fluoride to our water sup- 
ply to bring up the natural fluoride 
to the level of one part per million. 
Since the present level is one tenth 
part per million this would mean 
the addition of nine-tenths parts 
per million. 

2. Fluorides are added to help 
children have better teeth. The 
evidence shows that the decay rate 
in children can he reduced by a 
maximum of 00 percent if the 
proper amount of fluoride i s 
present. 

We adults are past hope as far 
as benefits from fluorination go. 
That should not he any less reason 
for our acting however. I hope 
there are not many people in Win- 
chester like the banker (from an- 
other town) who told me that he 
was not interested in fluorination

"The Accomplishments of the 
State Government Up to Date” was 
the subject of a panel discussion 
presented at the largely attended 
meeting of the Winchester Women’s 
Republican Club last Monday eve- 
ning in the High School Audi- 
torium. Mr. William Mullins, 
political analyst of the Boston 
Herald, was introduced as the mod- 
erator of the meeting by the Pres- 
ident of the Club, Mrs. Robert 
Wood Reynolds. 

Speaking for the governor, Mr. 
Edward Keville, his secretary, list- 
ed major objectives which Governor 
Hcrter set for his administration, 
among the foremost, to build a 
healthy industrial climate in the 
state, providing new jobs and build- 
ing up economic security for the 
working man.

The attorney gen- 
eral’s office, he said, handles 146 
departments of law, of which the 
widely publicized criminal side is a 
small part. Giving legal opinions 
to the governor, the legislators, and 
the state officers, handling all 
claims against the Commonwealth 
and handling the claims the Com- 
monwealth makes, considering par- 
dons, and administering charitable 
trusts are all part of the daily pic- 
ture.

Fingold reminded the audience of 
his promise to the people that if 
elected he would be a full time at- 


torney general. I have kept that 
promise, he said, and have practised 
no law outside as inv predecessor 
did.

The increase of veteran’s widow’s 
pensions from $-18 to $00 per month 
and the limitation of income from 
$1,400 to $1,800 (without depen- 
dents) and from $2,700 (with de- 
pendents) will be the hills that the 
Massachusetts Widows will be urg- 
ing for passage in Washington this 
year.

STONEHAM BLAST 
FATAL TO TWO 

STONEIIAM I'OI.ICK OFFICER 
AM) WINCHESTER WIFE 
DIED OF BURNS 

Officei Andrew J. Keane of the 
Stoneham Police and his wife, the 
former Margaret Foley of Winches- 
ter, dird within a day of each other 
of injuries sustained last Thursday 
morning when an explosion des- 
troyed their home at 40 West street 
in Stoneham. The explosion, be- 
lieved to have been caused by an 
accumulation of gas in the house, 
blew the roof from the dwelling 
and also blew out tho sides. 

Both Officer and Mrs. Keane were 
enveloped in flames when their 
next-door neighbor, Francis J. 
Meehan, entered their wrecked 
home shortly after 7:46 in the 
morning. Acting promptly and 
heroically, Mr. Meehan got Mrs. 
Keane from the building and rolled 
her in the snow to extinguish the 
flames, repeating his action with 
her husband. Botli were then rush- 
ed to New England Sanitarium and 
Hospital where their injuries were 
found to he critical. 

Mrs. Keane sustained 100 degree 
burns and her husband, (55 degree 
burns. Officer Keane died at 3:30 
on the afternoon of the day he was 
admitted to the hospital. His wife 
died early the following morning. 
Physicians had little hope from the 
fust of saving either, and under 
the circumstances their deaths were 
believed to he a blessing.

SELECTMEN DISCUSS OVERHEAD 
AND BY-PASS PLANS 


The Selectmen have issued the 
following statement relative to the 
Grade Crossing Elimination and 
Traffic By-Pass project. 

The Committee studying the 
Swanton street area problem have 
reported hack to the Selectmen a 
plan calling for further substantial 
elevation of the tracks at Swanton 
street, and beyond, which would 
give some relief to a dozen or more 
houses on Swanton street.

Mr. Rounds will be remembered 
as a former resident of Central 
street. He was born in Louisville, 
Kentucky, in 1915, was educated at 
Phillips Academy, Andover, at 
Princeton (B.A., 1938) and Har- 
vard (M.A., 1950). From Princeton 
he went to the staff of thc* U.S. 
News magazine and was assigned 
as White* House correspondent, cov- 
ering all of President Roosevelt’s 
activities and writing a weekly fea- 
ture for his magazine, “The Presi- 
dent's Week.” During the war he 
served as press officer in the U.S. 
Navy in Washington, where he was 
on duty alone the morning of Pearl 
Harbor. Later he was assigned to 
foreign service that included Pearl 
Harbor, Guadalcanal, London, Par- 
is, Berlin and Frankfurt, and was 
on the personal staffs of Admiral 
Nimitz, Halsey and Mitscher. He 
attended the Postdam Conference 
as a naval olficcr on the staff of 
General Eisenhower. 

After the war Mr. Rounds served 
as Far Eastern correspondent of 
“World Report,” interpreting all 
the major political, economic and 
military developments in China 
during 1946-47. IL* interviewed the 
leaders of all parties including Chi- 
ang-Kai-shek, and Mao-Tse-tung; 
and he was a house guest of Gand- 
hi. 

In 1951 he was picked by Admiral 
Kirk, and continued in office by 
Ambassador Ivennan, as an Em- 
bassy attache in Moscow. Because 
graduate studies at Harvard had 
given him fluent Russian and an 
uncommon knowledge of Russian 
history, economics and literature, 
Mr. Rounds was able to talk pri- 
vately with Russians and sec* more 
of their country and probe more 
deeply into their thinking than is 
possible for most Americans. What 
is going on behind the Iron Cur- 
tain is the biggest story in the

Doctors got their first inkling of 
this new type of pneumonia only 
about ten years ago when some 
patients failed to respond to drugs. 
They soon learned to recognize two 
quite different kinds of pneumonia:

Bacterial pneumonia strikes sud- 
denly with sharp chest pain, chills, 
rapid pulse, and a cough which 
raises rust-colored sputum. If the 
patient is treated promptly with 
one the new drugs, usually penicil- 
lin, he may he well within two or 
three days. The disease certainly 
is not to he taken lightly. It is 
probably as prevalent as ever, hut 
the death rate has fallen dramatic- 
ally.

In this respect, virus pneumonia is 
much more difficult to deal with 
than the old-fashioned kind. A set- 
back may mean another long con- 
valescence with weakness, fatigue, 
and depression. It can even mean 
another attack of virus pneumonia, 
because apparently the patient does 
not develop immunity to it. 

Virus pneumonia is today a far 
more troublesome disease than bac- 
terial pneumonia. Nothing seems 
to prevent it. No drug is definitely 
known to cure it. It is possible to 
have two or three attacks in one 
season. The best protection that 
can he prescribed is to keep in the 
best possible general health and 
avoid contact with people suffering 
from the disease.

PASSENGER FARE SCHEDULE 


The new readjusted passenger 
fare schedule of the Boston and 
Maine Railroad recently approved 
by the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Utilities was put into 
effect on Monday, January 18, it 
was announced this week by Robert 
F. Cowan, Passenger Traffic Man- 
ager of the road. 

Along with the Massachusetts 
fare schedule, the same plan will 
place into effect new Interstate re- 
duced 12-ride and 20-ride tickets 
between Boston and any point on 
the Boston and Maine system. Un- 
der the new plan some of the points 
within 13 miles of Boston will have 
nn increase of from one to four 
cents a ride, hut the points over 
13 miles will in most cases have a 
reduction in fare through the new 
12-ride ticket. 

Examples of the reduction in 12 
ride tickets between Boston and 
various points are: Beverly 18.3 
miles present price $7.09, new 
schedule price $5.70, a reduction of 
$1.39 per 12-ride ticket; Newbury- 
port 37.3 miles present price $14.89, 
new schedule price $11.40, a reduc- 
tion of $3.49 per 12-ride ticket; 
South Sudbury 19.7 miles present 
price $7.05, new schedule price 
$6.00, a reduction of $1.05 per 12- 
ride ticket. 

New twelve and twenty-ride 
monthly tickets will be available 
between Boston and long-distance 
points, such as Nashua, Dover, 
Manchester, and Concord, New 
Hampshire, and Kennebunk, Bidde- 
ford, and Portland, Maine. All of 
these long-distance points will have 
a low-rate ticket schedule with the 
reduction increasing with the mile- 
age. An example of the new 12- 
ride monthly ticket between Boston 
and Portland, Maine, and the sav- 
ing is shown as the present 30-day 
round trip fare is $7.77 and under 
the new plan a 12-ride monthly 
ticket will cost $28.44, bringing the 
round trip fare down to $4.74, or a 
saving of $3.03 per round trip. 
Using the new 20-ride monthly tic- 
ket the price will be $31.00 or ‘$3.16 
per round trip, or a saving of $4.01 
on a round trip between Boston and 
Portland. Between Boston and 
Concord, N. II. the present 30-day 
round trip ticket is $5.15, under the 
new plan the 12-ride monthly ticket 
will he $19.58 or $3.26 per round 
trip, a saving of $1.89 per round 
trip. Using the new 20-ride month- 
ly ticket selling fror $21.70, the 
round trip fare will be $2.18, or a 
saving of $2.97 on each round trip 
between Boston and Concord. 

The present student ticket which 
is based on 50' '< of the lowest com- 
muter fares will be increased 25 '3 
under the new plan. 

It is the plan of the Boston and 
Maine to put the new fare schedule 
into effect intrastate in New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Maine, and New 
York on February 15 and the 
schedules are now being filed with 
the commissions of those states. 

Holders of 12-ride tickets pur- 
chased before January 18 can use 
1 these tickets up to an including Feb- 
ruary 15. After that date they can 
j he refunded at the ticket agency 
where purchased, or at the Travel 
Bureau in North Station, Boston.

Scotland's Maxwelton House, 
where Anna Laurie — the “Annie 
Laurie’’ of the sonp — was born on 
December H>, 18G2, is still occupied 
by the Laurie family, says the Na- 
tional Geographic Society.

RISING TIDE OF POLIO 
ENGULFS ENTIRE GLOBE 

By Basil (VGonnor 
President of The National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 

Polio is spreading to new areas 
of the world and the average yearly 
incidence of the disease is rising 
steadily, reports from the World 
Health Organization and other in- 
ternational surveys reveal. 

The rising tide of polio engulfing 
the entire globe, with particular im- 
pact on the United States, lends 
emphasis to the March of Dimes 
drive for’ polio prevention funds 
currently being conducted by the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, 

In its quest for more funds this 
year, the National Foundation is on 
the trail of an effective polio vac- 
cine which it hopes will soon stamp 
out infantile paralysis as a world- 
wide menace. 

The World Health Organization 
says that polio — once confined to 
scattered cases in predominantly 
temperate climates — now extends 
its ravages from the frozen north- 
lands to the steaming African jun 
gles. 

The transformation of the dis- 
ease drom the relatively uncommon 
infantile paralysis of the 19th cen- 
tury into epidemic polio of almost 
worldwide scope, WHO says, is one 
of the most formidable problems 
facing public health today. 

“The relatively low incidence of 
paralytic poliomyelitis compared to 
many other infectious diseases,” 
WHO adds, “is counterbalanced by 
the permanence of the resulting 
disability, since treatment — pro- 
longed and expensive as it is — is 
only Ji palliative; a nerve cell, once 
irreparably damaged, cannot be re- 
placed. 

“Unless effective measures for its 
control are introduced,” the World 
Health Organization predicts, “it is 
reasonable to assume that polio will 
present ;in increasingly serious 
problem in almost all countries of 
the world.” 

WHO reports polio cases in every 
one of the 20 countries in Europe, 
20 countries in the Western Hemis- 
phere and the 80 countries and 
other territorial areas of Africa 
which collect data on the disease 
In Asia, 22 out of 23 countries re- 
port outbreaks with only tiny Laos, 
in the heart of Indo-China, record- 
ing no cases at all. 

The National Foundation, while 
mainly concerned with polio out- 
breaks in the United States, never- 
theless has mobilized its March of 
Dimes resources to meet the grow 
ing world threat. A worldwide in 
formation service and an extensive 
system for aiding Americans strick- 


en with polio abroad, have been de- 
veloped. pending validation of a po- 
lio vaccine it is now testing. 

Because the National Founda- 
tion’s first responsibility is to 
American citizens, it cannot aid 
foreigners oi pay their way to this 
country for treatment (although it 
will help aliens who are stricken 
while in this country). However, 
because of its tremendous re- 
sources created by contributions 
from the American “man in the 
street,” it lias been able to take the 
lead in scientific research aimed nt 
destroying polio and has become an 
arsenal of information” for other 
nations fighting the disease. 

In the eyes of the world, the Na- 
tional Foundation is a beacon to 
light the way toward eventual vic- 
tory over polio, and a symbol of the 
right way to meet the threat of 
disease. At the present time, many 
countries are attempting to start 
lolio “foundations” following in t he 
National Foundation’s footsteps. It 
appears that, after centuries of 
darkness and ignorance, the world 
is at last moving toward final eli- 
mination of this terrible scourge.

"WINTERIZING" 

OF ANIMALS URGED 


Timely advice on the care of ani- 
mals during the winter months was 
ssued last week by Dr. Gerry B. 
Schnellc, Chief of StatT of the An- 
gell Memorial Animal Hospital of 
the Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
ISO Longwood avenue, Boston. 

Said Dr. Schnellc, “Animals, like 
human beings, suffer as a result of 
xtreme cold weather, and should 
be “winterized,” just :is we winter- 
ize our homes, our automobiles and 
our gardens. For instance, follow- 
ing a heavy snowstorm, it is dan- 
gerous to allow dogs to run free, 
since they are likely to stay within 
the confines of plowed thorough- 
fares, and thus risk being struck by 
cars. The animals should there- 
fore receive out-door exercise, by 
being walked on i\ leash, if neces- 
sary, to allow opportunity for 
natural function.” 

‘Special attention should also he 
given the feet of dogs when they 
contact salted sidewalks or streets 
It is well to wipe the feet thorough- 
ly, especially the tender webbing 
between the toes, after the animal 
eturns from exercise where de- 
frosting agents have been used.” 

A list of cold-weather “Don’ts 
was suggested by the Angell Memo- 
rial Animal Hospital for all animal 
owners: 

Don’t allow dogs to chase auto- 
mobiles. 

Don’t tie dogs out-doors without 
providing kennel or suitable shelter. 

Don’t permit dogs or cats to re 
main out-doors overnight. 

Don’t overload work horses. 
Don’t fail to blanket horses when 
standing longer than ten minutes 
in below-freezing temperature. 

Don’t blanket horses while in 
motion. 

Don’t give horses too cold water. 
Don’t race horses on slippery 
pavements.

MEN'S CLUB TO SEE 
NATIONALLY ACCLAIMED FILMS 


The February 2nd meeting of the 
First Congregational Church Men’s 
Club at 6:30 p. m. in Chidley Hall 
will feature the presentation by 
Dr. R. A. Dillon of his 16mm Koda- 
chrome movies taken on an 18 
month round-the-world trip by 
sailing ship. 

Dr. Dillon, a graduate of the Har- 
vard Medical School and a resident 
of Winchester, practices Radiology 
in the Boston Area. As an ama- 
teur photographer and radio ham 
he was a member of Commander 
Irving M. Johnson’s crew on one 
of his many round-the-world sail- 
ing voyages on the brigantine Yan- 
kee. The 16mm Kodachrome films 
which Dr. Dillon took won the Na- 
tional Geographic Society’s acclaim 
as the best travel films ever taken. 

The trip was made on the two 
masted sailing ship Yankee of 
Gloucester, Mass., which is 96 ft. 
overall, has a 21.5 ft. beam and 11 
ft. draft. It was built of steel in 
Germany in 1912 as a North Sea 
Pilot Schooner and is at this time 
in the South Pacific on another 
world cruise. Dr. Dillon, who main- 
tains a 1000 watt radio station at 
his home has been keeping in touch 
with the Yankee which was sched- 
uled to leave Easter Island the eve- 
ning I was talking to him. 

The purpose of the voyage re- 
corded in the films was to visit 
places not on the commercial routes 
and places where no white men live 
or visit. Thus we will travel far 
off the beaten path to Easter 
Island, Pitcairn Island, Tahiti, 
Pago Pago, Bali, Singapore, Zanzi- 
bar and Capetown. The crew 
spent Christmas inside a sea filled 
volcanic crater in the Galapagos 
Islands. At Haiti they were enter- 
tained by Voodo Dancers and ex- 
plored the Castle of the Black Em- 
peror. Three weeks were spent at 
Pitcairn Island where descendents 
of the Mutiny of the Bounty still 
live. Dr. Dillon installed an ama- 
teur radio set there and has since 
kept in contact with the island. 

The ship was equipped with un- 
derwater photographic apparatus, 
and radar-type treasure hunting 
instruments so that there are many 
underwater scenes in the films. 
Movie-goers who saw James Nor- 
man Hall's famous movie “Hurri- 
cane” will recognize the schooner 
“Yankee” as one of the stars of the 
picture although under another 
name. 

The meeting will start at 6:39 
p. m. sharp with a catered dinner. 


WINCHESTER HOSPITAL 


Admitting procedure was the 
subject of a report submitted by 
Dr. Roger M. Burgoyne to the 
board of directors of the Winches- 
ter Hospital at its regular meeting 
last week. Dr. Burgoyne has been 
admitting oflicor since 1916 in 
charge of the assigning of all ac- 
commodations to patients. This is 
a matter of considerable responsi- 
bility as there is usually a waiting 
list for some accommodations, al- 
though admittance can now be ob- 
tained on relatively short notice 
since the recent increase in capa- 
city of the hospital. At all times an 
attempt is made to retain a mini- 
mum of two beds for emergency 
cases. Other cases involve availa- 
bility of beds, consideration of the 
nature of each case, the patient’s 
preference for private, semi-pri- 
vate or ward accommodations, date 
of entry and urgency. The degree 
of the latter may justify priority 
over earlier applications and in- 
volves a careful examination of ur- 
gency claims to prevent discrimina- 
tion and the unfair preference of 
one patient over another. Dr. Bur- 
goyne spoke highly of the coopera- 
tion he receives from the other doc- 
tors in his work as admitting offi- 
cer. 

Approval was given at the meet 
ing to a new service that was pro- 
posed by Harlan T. Paine, Jr., ad 
ministrator of the hospital. Pa 
tients who are not in a position to 
make prompt payments of their ac- 
counts may now, in effect, budget 
their payments through one of the 
local banks. Under this arrange- 


; ment the bank will advance to the 
| hospital the full amount of the ac- 
count. The bank will then be reim- 
; bursed by the patient by partial 
payments made over a period of 
time as agreed upon, in keeping 
with the patient’s financial ability. 
This service has been enthusiasti 
cally received by patients in other 
hospitals and is immediately avail 
able to patients of the Winchester 
Hospital. 

Paine Moderator 
At the Massachusetts Hospital 
Association’s 18th annual meeting 
at the Hotel Statler on Tuesday, 
January 26th, Mr. Harlan I..

Guy Livingstone and her hospital- 
ity committee served refreshments 
at one o’clock. At two o’clock the 
president, Mrs. Theodore C. Browne 
called the meeting to order. Mrs. 
Ilertig, the secretary, rend her an- 
nual report incorporating into it 
the reports of the various commit- 
tees. 

Miss Phyllis Tucker, a recent 
graduate of the Massachusetts 
General Hospital joined the staff 
in September replacing Miss Eliz- 
abeth Folan who resigned to become 
School nurse in Woburn. Mrs. 
Wiklund, the Executive Director, re- 
ported that during the year the 
nurses made 3554 visits, lh r /c of 
these were to patients with chronic 
illnesses. All members of the Staff 
attended a course of 8 lectures on 
Accident Prevention given by the 
Massachusetts State Board of 
Health. Mrs Wiklund attended the 
Convention of the National League 
for Nursing held in Cleveland, 
Ohio, in June. 

Under the auspices of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross Mrs. Wiklund is 
teaching a course in Home Nursing 
in the High School. Fifteen mem- 
bers of the Junior and Senior Class 
are enrolled. 

The most important new contrib- 
ution of the board is the cleaning, 
packaging and autoclaving of the 
syringes used by the nurses. The 
Autoclave is a gift to the WDNA 
from En Ka. The procedure is 
modelled after the one which the 
Newton DNA has found successful. 
Each member of the board devotes 
one morning a month, and with a 
two or three member team the en- 
tire week’s supply of syringes is 
cared for. Previously the nurses 
had done it themselves and the job 
required about an hour daily. The 
nurses now have that extra hour 
that can be devoted to the care of 
patients. 

The speaker of the afternoon was 
Dr. London Snedeker, Assistant Ad- 
ministrator of Childrens Medical 
Center, whose subject was “Safety 
Begins at Home”. Accidents are 
nothing new in the world but with 
control of such diseases as diphthe- 
ria, tuberculosis and typhoid fever 
accidents have risen to be the lead- 
ing cause of death in children and 
up to age 30. In old age accidents 
again become high on the list. 
Most accidents to the very young 
and very old can be prevented by 
adequate supervision and by seeing 
that corridors and stairs are well 
lighted and free from obstacles. 
Many childhood accidents can be 
attributed to the stage of develop- 
ment of the child and Dr. Snedeker 
feels that mothers should discuss 
with their pediatricians the parti- 
cular dangers to which their own 
children are subject. 

The fnc codes and building 
codes are being changed so that 
adequate ventilation in homes can 
cut down on asphyxiation from the 
use of space-heating units. 

With the great variety of new 
and synthetic materials coming on 
the market it is impossible for any 
one doctor to keep up with the in- 
gredients of the various products 
let alone the antidotes and treat- 
ment for each. In Chicago they 
have established a Poison Informa- 
tion Center where all such infor- 
mation is kept on file and is avail- 
aide to all doctors in the area. It 
is hoped that a similar Center will 
be set up in Boston.

The Bay State Historical League 
met at Wilder Hall, New England 
Genealogical Society in Boston 
Saturday, January 23 at 2 p. m. 

Mrs. Florence Howes, Curator, 
showed early arrivals around the 
Atkinson-Lancastcr Museum with 
its collections from 5 generations 
of sea-faring men, who brought 
many treasures from the Orient, 
especially China. There was a set 
of elaborately carved teakwood 
furniture, including a large square 
piano. 

The League voted to support 
House Bill No. 76, calling for the 
better display and accessibility at 
the State House of archives and 
records. 

The American Association for 
State and Local History conferred 
the Award of Merit in Class A on 
the Bay State Historical League 
for programs of greatest signi 
ficance during 1952-53. 

President Stacy Southworth in- 
troduced Thomas Temple Pond, 
President of the host society, who 
told how the Society was organized 
in 1845 to preserve records and his 
tories of individuals and families 
when the First New England 
Census of 1790 was about to he 
used hy a janitor to start a fire 
Its Library now contains over 200,- 
000 volumes, and its membership 
included 7 or 8 Presidents of the 
United States, statesmen, writers, 
doctors, educators, editors, etc., 
from all over the country. 

Mrs. Theresa Putnam of the 
Brookline Library Music Depart- 
ment spoke on “Early American 
Music”. The Pilgrims believed 
that music in the church should he 
simple hymns sung in unison and 
unaccompanied and not even using 
pitch-pipes. Their chief diversion 
was singing in the homes, and later 
forming singing schools and danc- 
ing classes. 

The “Bay Psalm Book” was the 
first book published in Boston 
(1698), although the “Musical 
Psalters” had been written and 
published hy Harry Ainsworth 
earlier. 

“The Liberty Song”, first sung 
at a patriotic meeting in 1769 and 
praised hy John Adams, was sung 
all though the Revolution hy sol 
diers from all the Colonies. 

Mrs. Putnam illustrated much of 
the music by playing on a melo- 
deon, which had belonged to her 
grandmother as a little girl living 
on a farm near Keene, N. H. She 
also played records from “Music of 
the Pilgrims”, collected and ar- 
ranged for the “Plymouth Plan 
tation”. 

Afterwards refreshments were 
served the large delegation present, 
which included eight from the Win 
Chester Historical Society.

HEART FUHD FIGURES 

Mr. James Ward of 17 North 
Gateway. 1954 Heart Fund chair- 
man for Winchester, has announced 
a year-end round-up of the amount 
of money spent for heart research 
in Massachusetts in 1953. 

“The sum of $142,159.00 was 
spent for heart research in Massa- 
chusetts in 1953,” said Mr. Ward. 
“Thirty-four research projects arc 
currently being supported in Great- 
er Boston alone, and, although it 
would be impossible to describe 
each and explain it, a brief descrip- 
tion of some of the studies follows: 
Continued studies in rheumatic fe- 
ver and its control; a possible meth- 
od of determining the amount of 
fat in the blood vessels from the 
fat deposits in the eye; possible 
causes of coronary thrombosis; 
treatment for coronary thrombosis; 
new drugs and the possible value 
of surgical procedures to high blood 
pressure; the value of psychology 
for those about to undergo an ope- 
ration on the heart; the causes of 
blood clotting and the study and de- 
velopment of newer, safer drugs 
to dissolve blood clots. 

“Ten million Americans who are 
suffering from diseases of the heart 
know what research discoveries 
will mean to them and there are 
many people here in our own com- 
munity suffering from heart dis- 
ease who may benefit from heart 
research this very year,” Mr. Ward 
concluded.

SLACK VOTED 
"HAN OF THE YEAR" 

. Frederick F. Slack of 495 Wil- 
liams street, Stoneham, an elec- 
tronics specialist at the Air Force 
Cambridge Research Center, has 
been named “Man of the Year” 
among all members of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Government 
Employees (A EL). He is the son 
of Mrs. Grace T. Slack of Lebanon 
street. 

The national honor for the 36- 
year-old Slack was announced at 
the Tlst anniversary banquet of the 
Civil Service Commission held in 
the Main Ballroom of the Mayflow- 
er Hotel in Washington, I). C., last 
Saturday night, January 30. 

Cited as the “Outstanding AFGE 
member for the year 1953 because 
of his work in the field of electron- 
ics,” Slack was a head table guest 
of William Campbell, president of 
the American Federation of Gov- 
ernment Employees. 

Slack, who was accompanied by 
his wife, received u special plaque 
from President Campbell for his 
award before more than 800 guests. 

The Stoneham resident is a mem- 
ber of Lodge 1508, AFGE, at the 
Air Force Cambridge Research 
Center. 

For the past five years he has 
been engaged in work on Project 
Volscan, the new system for land- 
ing aircraft at higher rates per 
hour at military air bases. Slack 
designed the first practical auto- 
matic tracking unit and is the in- 
ventor of the Volscan “light gun” 
which will automatically position a 
tracking unit on any aircraft sig- 
nal simply by pointing the gun to- 
ward the signal showing on a radar 
screen. 

Born in Lawrence, the Air Force 
electronics specialist attended Die 
Winchester public schools, and then 
entered into radar research prior to 
World War II. 

During World War II, Slack was 
engaged in highly classified work 
at the M.I.T. radiation laboratory, 
from which came some of the most 
significant advances in radar and 
electronics to aid the war effort. 

As an electronics and radar ex- 
pert, Slack has designed a number 
of circuits which have since been 
patented by the government.

To refute this argu- 
ment the American Dental Asso- 
ciation has stated that: There are 
three basic requirements for a valid 
scientific test, ( 1 ) a test group of 
adequate size, ( 2 ) a control group 
of adequate size, (3) sufficient time 
for the experiment to run. Fluori- 
dation meets these requirements so 
well that the A. D. A. has stated 
that more is now known about 
fluoridation than was known at the 
time of its introduction. 

For requirement 1 , there are 
about 3 million people in the U. S. 
who drink water containing from 
one to five parts per million of 
fluoride. One part per million is 
the recommended level but many 
people drink water that contains 
more. One study was made in Bart- 
lett, Texas, where the concentra- 
tion is 8 ppm.

Heads of town and city planning 
hoards met last night at the Har- 
vard Club in Boston for a most 
significant conference. The con- 
ference, called by the Greater Bos- 
ton Area Council, is to encourage

Public Works Commissioner John ] 
A. Volpe announced today that he i 
has instructed his engineers to pro- , 
ceed with the study of two proposed 
plans for the relocation of Route 28 
from the New Hampshire line to 
Metropolitan Boston. 

In a letter to the towns and cities 
which might be affected by either 
of the two routes, Commissioner ; 
Volpe said that he was submitting 
the route plans in order that they | 
might express their views on which 
of the two would best solve the prob- 
lem. The routes were not transmit- 
ted necessarily for the unqualified 
endorsement of local officials, but 
rather in order thnt they might 
make suggestions for improving 
that route they believe to be the 
best. 

He stressed that the studies 
would be merely tentative and ex- 
ploratory and under no circum- 
stances could be construed as a 
guarantee that the proposed relo- 
cation of Route 28 would be an 
immediate eventuality. 

The Commissioner pointed out 
that no funds were available for 
this vital project but that he in- 
tended that the Department have 
its planning well along so that con- 
struction could be started more 
rapidly when funds were made 
available. 

Commissioner Volpe’s statement 
went on to’sa.v that it was to the 
advantage of both property owners 
and taxpayers if land required for 
new or improved highways, such as 
the relocation of Route 28, could 
be “reserved" a year or two in 
advance of actual construction. 

In a letter to town officials of Me- 
thuen, No. Andover, Andover, No. 
Reading, Reading, North Wilming- 
ton, Stonoham, Winchester and 
Wakefield; and to the cities of Som- 
erville, Lawrence, Woburn, Mel- 
rose, Malden and Medford, Commis- 
sioner Volpe solicited their views 
and comments on each of the two 
proposed routes in order that the 
"Department may arrive at a route 
which will be acceptable to the ma- 
jority of people and serve the needs 
of the traveling public.” 

Before outlining the two purely 
tentative routes, Commissioner Vol- 
pe urged that people residing and 
doing business oti or near the lines 
not get unduly disturbed. He re- 
emphasized that the studies are 
merely the determination of a line 
and do not necessarily mean that 
properties initially indicated will he 
ultimately affected. He went on to 
say that owners of such properties 
as are included in the final line 
will be given ample advance warn- 
ing in order that they may he able 
to make any necessary adjustment 
of residential or business locations. 

The Commissioner explained that 
the proposed project would run 
from the New Hampshire line to 
the Metropolitan Boston area. One 
of the proposed routes would by- 
pass the City of Lawrence to the 
west and cross the Merrimac River 
over a new bridge — and then it 
would go into undeveloped terri- 
tory in Andover, then crossing 
Routes 133 and f>2 and continue 
along the west side until it con- 
nects with existing Route 28 well 
below the present Route 128. 

There is also a possible route j 
which by-passes Lawrence to the 
east, crossing Routes 125, 133 and 
then crossing Route 114 in North 
Andover then crossing Route (52 
and running parallel and east of 
the present Route 28 to in inter- 
change at Route 128. The road 
could then run in back of a highly- 
developed area in Stonehani and 
through the Fellsway, to end at 
Wellington Bridge. The length of 
the route would be approximately 
21 miles. 

City and town officials have been 
provided with an outline of these 
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routes and have been requested by 
the Commissioner to submit their 
views and comments within the 
next 60 days. The commissioner 
also suggested that the proposals 
be discussed with local Chambers 
of Commerce, Boards of Trade, and 
all other interested or affected 
groups.

He will di- 
rest campaign activities among the 
more that 50 Wesleyan alumni who 
make their homes in this area.

3. A student union building, 
planned to replace inadequate ac- 
tivities, social and dining facilities 
of the Downey House, present col- 
lege commons. 

4. An addition to the chapel is 
proposed to provide classroom and 
office space for the Department of 
Religion and permit needed altera- 
tions to the chapel and the adjacent 
theater building. This has become 
particularly necessary because of 
recent growth at Wesleyan in the 
study of religion. 

About GO per cent of Wesleyan’s 
students come from public high 
schools, the rest from private pre- 
paratory schools. Thirty-two per 
cent of the undergraduates hold 
scholarships, which total more than 
$150,000 a year, and more than half 
the students earn part of their col- 
| lege expenses.

WINCHESTER SOLDIER 
REPORTED DEAD 

festus McDonough missing 

SINC E JULY 

Mrs. Bridget McDonough of 32 
Shepard Court received on Monday, 
February 8, a letter from the War 
Department reporting her son, Pfc. 
Festus McDonough, missing in Ko- 
rea since duly 28 of last year, as 
officially dead in the eyes of the 
Army authorities. 

Pfc. McDonough was serving 
with the Ordnance Corps in an am- 
munition company at the time he 
was reported missing. The date is 
believed to have been last July 28, 
hut even this is not known exactly 
and the circumstances surrounding 
his being missing and his recently 
reported death have not been made 
known to the young soldier’s family 
here. Further information is ex- 
pected in a letter to his mother 
from his chaplain. 

Pfc. McDonough was the son of 
Mrs. Bridget Mary (Norton) and 
the late Patrick McDonough. He 
was horn June 22, 1981, in Win- 
chester and grew up in town, at- 
tending the Winchester schools and 
Winchester High School. Previous 
to entering the army May 22, 1952, 
he was employed by the Murray 
Leather Company in Woburn. 

After training at Aberdeen Prov- 
ing Ground in Maryland, Pfc. Mc- 
Donough went overseas early in De- 
cember of 1952, arriving in Korea 
before Christmas that year. He 
had been on active duty from that 
time until he was reported missing. 

Besides his mother the young 
soldier leaves four brothers, Sea- 
man Thomas McDonough, now on 
duty in Korean waters

We had a visit last Saturday 
from a non-resident who came to 
Winchester along Main street from 
Medford and complained that the 
signs at the Symmes Corner traffic 
circle are not clear enough to pre- 
vent a driver unacquainted with 
Winchester from turning into 
Bacon street in his effort to reach 
the square instead of proceeding 
straight along Main street, the 
shorter and more direct approach. 
The complainant, a pleasant lady, 
said that one thoroughly familiar 
with Winchester probably wouldn’t 
find the sign confusing, but she be- 
lieved that many strangers to town 
wonder as she did which street to 
take at the traffic circle. She also 
stated that she always figures a 
newspaper is the place to make i 
complaints, and we told her that 
many others, including a number of 
our follow townsmen, seem to have 
the same idea! We are publishing 
her difficulty with our Symmes Cor- 
ner directional sign because we are 
sure that those in charge of such 
signs want them to help and not 
hinder. As for the lady’s other 
complaint, that there should be lit- 
tle business centers throughout 
Winchester, we referred her to the 
Planning Board. We are sure they 
can express tin* town’s pleasure in 
the matter of small business cen- 
ters much more convincingly than 
the Star! 

Ralph Bonnell, chairman of Win- 
chester’s planning board dropped in 
at the Star Office Tuesday for one 
of his infrequent, but welcome 
visits, and naturally the talk turned 
to the difficulty the board encount- 
ered in their attempt to get the 
town to accept some of their plan- 
ning proposals last year. Mr. Bon- 
nell seemed not at all provoked 
because the voters refused to follow 
the Planning Board’s lead despite 
the fact that he felt at the time and 
still feels the board’s suggestions 
constituted good long range plan- 
ning and as such should have been 
accepted. He admitted the board 
members were not optimistic of suc- 
cess for their plans in advance of 
presenting them, hut all felt that 
there should be no compromise. The 
proposals were either good plan- 
ning or they were not. The Plan- 
ning Board did not feel they should 
he weakened with a view to having 
them accepted by the voters. In 
this connection Mr. Bonnell stated 
the Planning Board proposals are 
not, and should not be like those of 
other town departments, susceptible 
of compromise for political expe- 
diency. They should not be weak- 
ened to get ’ the voters to accept 
them. Planning is the backbone of 
any successful and well run com- 
munity. Here in Winchester no one 
would think of getting along with- 
out it. It is good to know that our 
Planning Board is concerned with 
the soundness rather than the 
popularity of their plans and are 
willing to present them as they see 
them regardless of their fate at the 
hands of the voters.

HEALTH FOR ALL 

Tuberculous Meningitis 

If you are ever tempted to wish 
you lived back in “the good, old 
days” stop for a moment and look 

.vottr children. Could you wish 
h'i them anything less than the 
glowing health they have today, 
anything less than the protection 
they have from modern medical 
knowledge? The most dreadful mo- 
ment in any parent’s life is when 
Die doctor says, “There is nothing 
Nv ° can do.” Fortunately, these mo- 
ments have become rare for the 
modern parent. 

Tuberculous meningitis is one 
example of formerly hopeless dis- 
eases which are yielding to science. 
Young children who contract tuber- 
culosis from an adult frequently 
develop this type of disease which 
attacks the meninges, or covering 
of the brain and spinal column. It 
is most common under the age of 
Dx and especially before the age of 
three, although older children and 
adults may have it. Until recently, 
it was practically 100 per cent fa- 
tal. The drugs streptomycin and is- 
oniuzid arc now used in the treat- 
ment of the disease and are cutting 
down on deaths. 

Because of the speed with which 
the disease progresses, early treat- 
ment is vitally important. Parents 
should be alert in recognizing pos- 
sible symptoms, particularly if the 
child is known to have had contact 
with an adult who has TR. The ear- 
ly symptoms are not usually dra- 
matic. The child may be irritable, 
have a low fever, and may have dif- 
ficulty in eating with occasional 
vomiting. Later he may slip into a 
coma. The child who has convul- 
sions may be lucky, because the 
family is shocked into action and 
the doctor is called at once. 

If the doctor feels there is any 
possibility of tuberculous meningi- 
tis, he will probably have all mem- 
bers of the family X-rayed to find 
out whether there is a case of 
active TB. In a great majority of 
cases, the child has caught TB 
from someone in the immediate 
family. 

Even with modern improvements 
in treatment, tuberculous meningi- 
tis is often fatal. It is certainly one 
of the most serious forms of tuber- 
culosis. Many of its victims are left 
with permanent handicaps. Parents 
should protect their children 
against tuberculosis by making 
sure that everyone who lives or 
works in the home has periodic 
physical examinations with a chest 
X-ray. 


Of INTEREST TO SELF-EMPLOYED 


On or before March 15, 1954,1 
hundreds of self-employed individ- 
uals and partners in business in 
this area and covered by social 
security will pay their third annual 
social security tax contribution ac- 
cording to E. Francis O’Day, Man- 
ager, Cambridge Social Security 
Office. For the year of 1953 the 
rate is still 2*4 r r on the net self- 
employment income of not less than 
$400 and up to a maximum taxable 
of $3,600, after all deductible ex- 
penses are taken. This is not a 
voluntary tax! The law requires 
that all such covered self-employed 
individuals and partners shall file 
yearly with their income tax, not 
later than March 15, Schedule C 
and C-a (Form 1040), U. S. Report 
of Self-Employment Income. 

The covered self - employment 
groups cover all persons in a trade, 
business, or a partnership, except: 
medical doctors, dentists, lawyers, 
most public accountants, profes- 
sional engineers, veterinarians, 
chiropractors, osteopaths, ministers 
of the gospel, naturopaths, Chris- 
tian Science practitioners, optomet- 
rists, architects, funeral directors, 
and farm operators. 

In describing the nature of your 
business on Schedule C-a < Form 
1040) it is most important that you 
he explicit, so your work will not 
he confused with that of a group 
not covered as self-employment. 
And, in order that your net income 
will he correctly credited to your 
wage record, he sure to show your 
correct social security account num- 
ber. If you never had a social 
security card or have lost it, do not 
delay in applying for an original or 
duplicate card at your Social Secur- 
ity Office, 2 Trowbridge street, 
Cambridge, Mass. 

Your Social Security Office in 
Cambridge, has a special sheet 
which will assist you in correctly 
filling out Schedule C of your in- 
come tax form for social security 
purposes. If your self-employment 
work is covered by social security, 
visit or telephone your Social Secur- 
ity Office, 2 Trowbridge street, 
Cambridge, UNiversity 4-3900, and 
ask for a copy of OASI-34, “Helpful 
Guides on Reporting Your Self- 
Employment Tax.” You may also 
obtain a copy of this document at 
the Internal Revenue Service, U. S. 
Post Office, Central Square, Cam- 
bridge.

The more than 450 persons at the 
dinner showed their complete and 
intense interest as Mr. Butler 
brought out the ways in which 
UWF is getting solidly behind the 
movement for United Nations 
Charter Revision, which comes up 
automatically on the agenda in 
1955. 

While Mr. Butler sprinkled de- 
lightful humor through his talk, he 
made clear the need of supporting 
the suggestions for Charter re- 
vision for which Secrtary of State 
John Foster Dulles has indicated 
American support is forthcoming. 
These suggestions include: 

1. Modification of the veto 
among the permanent members 
of the Security Council. 

2. Strengthening provisions for 
disarmament and regulation of 
armaments in the Charter. 

3. Providing for a system of 
weighted voting in the General 
Assembly. 

Calling for action, Mr. Butler re- 
ferred to apathy as the “refusal by 
nicn to grapple with new ideas or 
recast old thoughts to meet ndw 
problems (which) has done more 
to wreck good enterprise than any 
one government has ever done."

On Saturday afternoon, February 
6, the Winchester Historical So- 
ciety met at the Library with Pres- 
ident C lara Russell presiding. After 
a short business meeting, she in- 
troduced the distinguished Mr. 
Charles S. Taplcy of Danvers, pres- 
ident or officer in many historical 
and patriotic societies, including 
the Bay State Historical League, 
Mayflower Descendants, and Sons 
of the American Revolution, etc. 
Mr. Taplcy delivered a most elo- 
quent and inspiring address on 
“Lafayette in New England”. 

Lafayette was born in a beautiful 
chateau in France on an estate that 
had been in his family for 1,000 
years. 

On hearing the reading of the 
American Declaration of Indepen- 
dence he was fired with a great 
desire to help in the struggle. 

He finally met General Washing- 
ton, and soon they became firm 
friends: Washington found in him 
a son, and Lafayette the father he 
needed. He was given command of 
a small regiment, spending $10,000 
of his own money for uniforms and 
equipment for the men. He gave 
more than $250,000 for army sup- 
ilies and for the personal needs of 
nis men and their fumilies. 

He was sent on a mission to 
France, sailing from Boston with a 
beautiful sword of Damascus steel, 
the gift of the grateful Contincn 
tal Congress. On returning he was 
made General of the Army of Vir- 
ginia, and finally outmaneuvered 
Lord Cornwallis, the ablest of the 
British generals. Before returning 
home he visited Washington at Mt. 
Vernon, as well as many of his for- 
mer comrades. 

He had long hoped to revisit 
America, and, finally in 1824 after 
40 years, he was able to accept the 
invitation of Congress to tour the 
United. States with his son. He 
was given a wonderful welcome in 
New York, and was feted in every 
state in the union. In New Hamp- 
shire he rose very early in order to 
have breakfast in Greenland with 
an old soldier, and ever since it has 
been called “Breakfast Hill”. From 
there he went over the now “La- 
fayette Highway” to Charlestown 
where he laid the cornerstone for 
Bunker Hill Monument.

At least the 300 citizens who 
attended Monday evening’s hearing 
voted unanimously against the 
planning board’s proposal to zone 
additional property for business to 
replace the third of the present 
business area which will be taken 
for the new Southeast Expressway. 
The planning board’s proposal 
would place 125 homes in areas 
zoned for business, and protestants 
claim Milton is a residential com- 
munity ard the present business 
area is large enough! 

The ovation given Mis- Mabel 
W. Stinson at last week’s special 
town meeting was a well-deserved 
tribute to a faithful public servant, 
the outstanding quality <>f whose 
work has been a byword during 
the 34 years she lias served as 
town clerk. She has been in the 
town’s employ for much longer 
than that, having first been ap- 
pointed as clerk of the hoard of 
assessors March 19, 1907. Since 
then she has served as clerk of the 
tax commissioner, auditor, treas- 
urer, tree warden, cemetery trus- 
tees, and overseers of the poor; as 
assistant clerk of the registrars of 
voters and as deputy tax collector. 
Following her service in the last- 
named capacity in the years 1909 
and 1910, she became assistant 
town clerk and was serving in this 
capacity when the then town clerk, 
George Carter, died during his term 
of office in 1920. Miss Stinson hail 
in effect been town clerk for some 
time due to the frequent absence 
of Mr. Carter from his office be- 
cause of ill health, and the hoard 
of selectmen, when called upon to 
appoint his successor, felt that 
Miss Stinson would be by far the 
best appointee they could choose. 
Her appointment to office wasn’t 
easy. Under the statutes as they 
then applied, women could not 
serve as town clerks, hut this did 
not deter George M. Brync and his 
associates on the hoard of select- 
men. Spearheaded by Mr. Bryne, 
they launched a campaign that 
eventuated in the enactment by the 
general court of legislation enab- 
ling Miss Stinson to be the first 
woman town clerk of the Sovereign 
State of Massachusetts, if not of 
America, and in her appointment 
to this office by the selectmen. Since 
that time she has served successive- 
ly as town clerk, with distinction 
to herself and credit to the com 
munity, muking during her term 
of office without noticeable dif- 
fficulty or loss of poise the difficult 
transition from the old, to the new 
limited form of town meeting gov- 
ernment. Mi. Wadsworth deplored 
the lack of an Edgar J. Rich or a 
Patrick J. Craughwell last Thurs- 
day to adequately cover in an his- 
toric sense Miss Stinson’s service to 
the town, and perhaps he was right. 
So well has she tilled her office and 
so long and faithfully served the 
community that too many have 
come to take the sort of self-effac- 
ing service she has rendered for 
granted. Perhaps a Rich or a 
Craughwell could make the town 
realize what it is losing. Those 
of us who have had occasion to 
depend upon Miss Stinson for 
accurate town information of all 
kinds realize better than most 
the sort of service she has ren- 
dered, service always pleasantly 
offered to high or low, rich or pom 
without fear or favor. This all-em- 
bracing service has been the watch- 
word of Miss Stinson’s years at the 
town hall. There may have been 
town officers as good as she. There 
surely have been none better! Rich- 
ly does she deserve the biblical, 
accolade, “Well Done, Good and 
Faithful Servant!”

MISS STINSON'S APPOINTMENT 
NOT EASY 


Editor of the Star: 

The following is a resume of 
some of tin* difficulties encountered 
in connection with opening the way 
for Miss Mabel W. Stinson, who has 
served the Town so effectively, to 
become Clerk of the Town of Win- 
chester. 

During my first term serving as 
a member of the Board of Select- 
men for the Town of Winchester 
our Town Clerk, George Carter 
died. In due time the Board of Se- 
lectmen met for the purpose of ap- 
pointing a successor to Mr. Carter. 

I suggested we appoint Miss Mabel 
W. Stinson, who had been an as- 
sistant to Mr. Carter. Our Town 
Counsel, who was in attendance at 
that meeting, informed us it was 
illegal for a woman to serve as 
Town Clerk. 

With the approval of the other 
members of the Board I put a hill 
in the Legislature to give the Town 
of Winchester the right to have a 
woman serve as Town Clerk. This 
bill went to the Legislative Com 
mittee on Towns who voted unani- 
mously against it. The bill was 
substituted for the adverse report 
of the Committee on Towns and 
sent to the House of Representa- 
tives to Ik* voted on. They, by a 
large majority, voted against it. 

I then submitted the bill to the 
Senate who voted in favor of it. 
This was later concurred in by 
members of the House of Represen- 
tatives and approved by the Gov- 
ernor. 

Our Board of Selectmen then 
unanimously voted to appoint Miss 
Mabel W. Stinson Town Clerk, thus 
making her the first woman to serve 
in that office in the State of Mass- 
achusetts. 

It was with great satisfaction 
that 1 heard Frederick Cook, then 
Secretary of State, say publicly on 
two occasions in the Town of Win 
Chester thnt the Town had the most 
efficient Town Clerk in the state.

GIRL SCOUT NEWS 


RED CROSS CHILDREN’S SWIMMING CLASS AT I’ALMER BEACH 


RED CROSS CAMPAIGN AIDS 
SWIMMING PROGRAM 


With the Red Cross Fund Cam- 
paign for Winchester set for March 
1 through 7, there is a natural in- 
terest in just what Red Cross does 
locally. The above picture shows 
a few of the 310 children who en- 
rolled for an eight-week swimming 
program at Leonard Pool and 
Palmer Beach. The project, which 
cost the Chapter $1,000.00 means 
water safety and healthy exercise 
for the children of our town. 

Two classes in Home Nursing 
are held weekly for High School 
girls, a project which may deter- 
mine the future of some of the 
girls, and which is of value to all 
who take it, regardless of their 
plans for the future. 

Six classes in First Aid were 
held during 1053, with 93 certifi- 
cates issued for completion of the 
course. When such help is needed, 
it is needed urgently — accidents, 
fires, electric shocks — and the 
average housewife or business man 
who is able to cope with the sudden 
emergency is a real asset to the 
community. 

Winchester’s answer to the Blood 
Program was the 508 pints collect- 
ed during four Bloodmobile visits. 
The local Chapter’s portion of local 
and state expenses was $1,151.00. 
The Blood Center in Boston was 
staffed by 13 volunteers one day 
a month, and walking donors were 
sent to Massachusetts General, 
Deaconess and Children’s Hos- 
pitals. Blood was furnished to 
Winchester people in Massachu- 
setts General, Santa Maria, Dea- 
coness, Children’s, Peter Bent 
Brigham, New England, Richard- 
son and Winchester hospitals. 

These are only a part of the 
local benefits derived from the Red 
Cross. A later issue of The Star 
will list other local activities which 
are supported by the results of the 
Fund Campaign.

LINCOLN ADDRESS AT 
HIGH SCHOOL ASSEMBLY 

“Lincoln, the Man of the People”, 
was the subject of an inspiring 
address by Mr. Wayland Brooks at 
the Lincoln Day assembly present- 
ed at the high school Inst Friday 
morning. Sir. Brooks is well 
known to civic and service clubs for 
his lectures, but this was the first 
occasion on which he had spoken 
to a high school group. In the 
opinion of many in the audience, 
the skill with which he presented 
his talk and the warmth of its re- 
ception should encourage him to 
bring his message to other schools. 

Following the reading of the 
scripture by John Becker and the 
Pledge of Allegiance, led by David 
Pratt, Principal Wade L. Grindle 
introduced Mr. Brooks to the stu- 
dent body. 

In simple and forthright lan- 
guage, mixed sparingly with 
humor, Mr. Brooks reviewed the 
main facts of Lincoln’s life — from 
its humble beginnings in a log 
cabin in Kentucky to the shining 
eminence of the White House. Lin- 
coln, said Mr. Brooks, should be 
regarded as “a man of the people, a 
man with the common touch, not as 
an awe-inspiring, God-like figure.” 

Commenting on Lincoln’s early 
years, the speaker noted that from 
the very beginning people spoke of 
his bookish character, his retentive 
memory, and his capacity for mimi- 
cry. The later quality, as well as 
his reputation for fairness and his 
wrestling ability, won him many 
friends among the pioneer folk of 
Salem. Not the least of the in- 
fluences which helped this back- 
woods lad to rise from his “poor- 
white-trash environment”, said Mr. 
Brooks, was the understanding and 
encouragement he received from 
his step-mother, Sarah Bushe Lin- 
coln. 

New to many was the speaker’s 
analysis of the events which 
changed the likeable but mediocre 
lawyer-politician into a noble 
statesman. Important as these 
were, however, they would have 
been of little effect if Lincoln had 
not possessed an alert and receptive 
mind and a fine spirit. Moving 
swiftly to the end of Lincoln’s 
career, Mr. Brooks brought his 
speech to a dramatic close with his 
recitation of the Gettysburg Ad- 
dress.

HIGH SCHOOL PLAYERS PRESENT 
ROMANTIC COMEDY 


Romance, comedy, and a heart- 
warming message were combined 
with considerable success in the 
junior-senior class play, “Follow 
The Dream,” which was presented 
at the high school auditorium last 
Saturday evening. 

Authors Florence Ryerson and 
Alice I>. G. Miller have written a 
play well-suited to a youthful 
group, and yet their story is not 
the slightly demented farce so 
often presented as high school fare. 
The sensitive and self-centered girl 
who tries to live happily in two 
worlds is not a typical hobby soxer, 
hut every teenager and most par- 
ents would recognize the situations 
in which she is cast. 

That the near-capacity audience 
of parents and students enjoyed 
these situations, as well as the fine 
performances of the actors, was 
shown hy the attention with which 
they followed the action of the 
play despite its many interruptions 
for scene changes. The stage crew 
and the properties committee should 
be commended for the skill with 
which they handled these twelve 
changes. 

Though the entire action takes 
place in a small-Mid-Western town, 
the events range in time over sev- 
eral years. Beginning on the hero- 
ine’s wedding day in June, 1946, 
the story flashes back to Septem- 
ber, 1938, when Joan, an American 
girl reared in the high mountains of 
Peru, begins her first unhappy 
school days in the United States. 
Her struggle to find herself, and, 
later, to decide between two quite 
different hut equally determined 
suitors is not ended until the final j 
scene. 

With that solution, the authors i 
offer a segment of their own philo- 
sophy of life. Each of us, they | 
say, must be faithful to his highest 
self; he must never cease to “follow 
the dream.” 

The performances, whether lead- 
ing roles or hit parts, were gener- 
ally excellent. As the girl with a 
problem, Marilyn Dyer handled her 
long and demanding part with un- 
derstanding and confidence. Seth 
Weston, as the gay, courageous 
Peruvian student, added another 
fine performance to that of the 
ballet master in “The Fortune 
Teller.” The role of that solid 
citizen, red-blooded American, 
Spike Harrison, was in the capable 
bunds of James Andrew Robertson, 
who made a not-too-sympathetic 
character quite likeable.’

They 
like to feel that their efforts in the 
public behalf are appreciated. And 
beyond this, every r esident of every ; 
precinct, who can do so, ought to j 
vote for the town meeting mem- 
bers who represent us non-voters 
at town meeting. Nowhere in our 
town government setup is it more 
important to have conscientious 
courageous and informed represen- 
tation than in those who sit at town 
meeting as delegates, deciding 
matters that affect all of us, es- 
pecially in our pockoibooks. Un- 
fortunately some years there are 
no contests for town meeting mem- 
bers, hut this year, with the excep- 
tion of Pr ecinct 5, there is at least 
one more candidate than there are 
vacancies in all precincts. In Pre- 
cinct 1 there are 20 candidates for 
1 1 places to he filled, and this is as 
it should he, though precinct voters 
seem to have a penchant for return- 
ing the same old town meeting 
members to office year after year. 
In some instances this is a good 
thing. We do not mean that there 
are not excellent town meeting 
members among those who have 
served in tlris capacity for years. 
There are, however, some long time 
town meeting members who could 
well be retired. We have often 
wondered why they want to ho 
town meeting members. They are 
obviously intolerant of arguments 
running counter to their feelings 
and their vote is generally the same 
as those sitting around them. No 
one can convince the Star that so 
many people could all have the 
same opinion on so many divergent 
subjects. It almost seems in some 
cases as if the person proposing a 
motion or amendment is of much 
more importance to a large num- 
ber of voters at town meeting than 
what they are advocating. Per- 
haps it has always been so, but in 
the old days when every one could 
vote, this following the leader* was 
something else again. Now many 
who would like to vote can not do 
so, except there is a referendum, 
and don’t counter by saying "Why 
don’t these interested folks r un for 
town meeting member?”, because 
many of them do, with a conspic- 
uous lack of success unless they are 
fortunate enough to get themselves 
on tin* various precinct "slates”. 
Sometimes it seems harder- to get 
elected town meeting member t him 
town official. At least there have 
been high tanking officials who at 
the conclusion of their terms have 
failed in their attempt to be chosen 
to represent their precinct. So we ' 
say look over the precinct candi- 
dates in your precinct before Mon- 
day, and if you can express a choice 
do so. And if you do not like the 
way certain town meeting members 
have been and are representing you, 
don’t vote for them!

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"I KILLED THE COUNT" 


TV at its best was far outshone 
by the Parish Players in their thrill- 
ing mystery play, “1 Killed the 
Count,” which was presented last 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday 
evenings in Chidley Hall, First Con- i 
gregational Church. A thrilling 
'•whodunit,” this English mystery j 
comedy by Alec Coppel is complete 
with Scotland Yard inspectors, a 
cockney chambermaid, a Homburg- J 
with-stick lordship, an American i 
burlesque queen, and again chal- 
lenges — and proves — the versatility , 
of this little theatre group. 

The plot had a novel twist in that 
four persons confess to the murder 
of one Count Mattoni — three of 
them re-enact their method of com- 
mitting the crime in a a series of 
highly tense and skillful flash- 
backs. Four persons have good rea- 
sons for wishing the count killed, 
four of them plan the murder, but ' 
under English law, four persons can 
hardly be charged with a crime 
which only one person could have 
committed. Hence, the four con- 
spirators get away with their 
crime. (Hut in a delightful curtain, 
the inspectors do get one culprit to 
take back to Scotland Yard, Mr. 
Diamond, who did not kill the 
count, but his business associate!) 

The count, killed three times in , 
full view of the audience, was vi- 
vidly played by Gunnar Brink, a 
newcomer to the Players, who made 
the most of dramatic scenes and 
an Italian accent. The three men 
who plan his murder so carefully 
are Viscount Sorrington, played by 
Robert Dickson; Mr. Froy, who 
was William Symes; and Mullet, 
the liftman, which part William 
Bohnert endowed with a furtive- 
ness and a deceptive slowness. Mr. 
Dickson was every inch the distin- 
guished, restrained English noble- 
man; Mr. Symes managed to con- 
vey a sincerity coupled with a feel- 
ing of knowing more of the crime 
than he admitted, which helped 
speed the thickening plot; Hill 
Bohnert, who played "Earnest” in 
the fall production, showed his ver- 
satility in this play, for his posture, 1 
voice, and expressions gave ere- 1 
dence to the cockney parolee whom j 
he played. 

The fourth person to confess to ! 
the count’s murder is Miss Rogers, 
beautifully played by Dorothy Bur- , 
acker, another newcomer to the 
Parish Players and the least likely 
suspect, who turns out to bo the 
count's wife, the viscount's daugh- 
ter, and Mr. Froy’s sweetheart. 
Miss Buracker looked lovely on 
stage, and her voice was musical 
and always clearly audible. 

The real "star” of the play was 
John A. Ricker, Jr., who was "In- 
spector Davidson.” His was a diffi- 
cult straight part, one that gave 
all the cues to the other actors, and 
he was on stage for every minute 
of the play. Mr. Ricker not only 
knew his (550 lines perfectly, but he 
endowed them with a sincerity and 
authority, to make the inspector a 
real person. Sometime^ pompous,! 
sometimes deferent, sometimes j 
hard-boiled, but always the man in 
charge of the investigation! This, 
reviewer admired his clever hand- 
ling of his lines with Miss LaLunc 
and with the viscount. 

His assistant was played by John 
Timmons, a drama student at the 


Boston Conservatory. In other 
hands, this role might have be- 
come a hackneyed "yes man,” but 
Mr. Timmons dressed it up with 
clevci sarcasm and subtlety, and 
managed to give the audience many 
good laughs. 

The entire play takes place on a 
Friday morning in a Hat in Oxley 
Court, lints over which Miss Martin 
has change. Miss Martin was play- 
ed by Elizabeth Hoxie, who was ex- I 
cellent as the worried, nervous, 
highly excitable lady who fully be- 1 
lieved that Oxley Court could have 
no blot on its name! 

As the investigation of the | 
count’s murder progresses, the ten- I 
ants on the fourth lloor are brought 
in for questioning, and first to be 
interrogated is Miss La Lune. In 
this part, the author described the 
typical British impression of an 
American chorus or burlesque girl, 
wiggles, long lashes, satin negligee, 
tough line of chatter. To this role, 
which could have been very blatant 
or very commonplace, the Players’ 
gifted veteran, Marian Blake, 
brought all her skill and keen in- 
terpretation, knowing just when to 
overplay, and when to let her face 
and hands express the lines. The 
applause at her first exit was well- 
earned, and each time she re-ap- 
peared she delighted the audience 
anew. 

Shirley Puffer was the cockney 
chambermaid, Polly, and deserves 
great praise for her cleverness in 
making what might have been a 
"bit” part one of good comedy, 
good laughs, and great enjoyment 
to the audience. Her very posture 
and casual entrances and her con- 
stant worry about "getting on with 
me beds” showed how much she en- 
joyed the role. 

As the liftman, Johnson, Bob 
Blake, another Players’ veteran, 
was excellent as the slow-witted 
Scandinavian who really had no- 
thing to do with the murder or the 
count. Lane Emerson, who made 
his debut with the Players at this 
time, did a most creditable job as 
the police constable who would like 
to take an active part in the mur- 
der investigation, but whose job 
forces him to remain on guard at 
the door. 

George Connor was Mr. Dia- 
mond, an affable but impatient busi- 
ness man who, at the opening of the 
play, is discussing business ( in | 
English) with a French client (who 
knows no English), and their argu- 
ment over francs and pounds is 
constantly interrupted by the In- 
spector. Poor Mr. Diamond, he 
holds the key to the mystery be- 
cause he walked up four flights of 
stairs the night of the murder when 
t he liftman had left the lift un- 
attended, and so he is questioned, 
and questioned, and questioned! 
This questioning provides a great 
deal of comedy relief to the play, 
and Mr. Connor used every trick 
in comedy, with facial expressions, 
gestures and an accent. 

Thi reviewer pays tribute to the 
startling and effective lighting, un- 
der Kendall Spencer’s direction, 
which contributed so much to the 
mood of this play; to the excellent 
set of the count’s fiat, arranged un- 
der George dowdy’s direction; and 
to the play itself, which showed the 
craftsmanship of tin* fine director 
of the Players, Mr. Harlan F. 
Giant.

MEASLES SEASON 


As if February weather were not 
a grave enough affliction, this is 
also the time we begin the measles 
season. No one seems to know ex- 
actly why epidemics of measles 
occur at the end of winter every 
second or third year. But doctors, 
school teachers, and parents all 
know that they do. 

This is the time of year to he 
suspicious of every cold that a child 
has. During a measles epidemic, if 
a child develops symptoms of a head 
cold, he should he kept home from 
school and away from other chil- 
dren, especially away from babies. 
The disease is infectious from the 
time the first signs appear — fever, 
runny nose, slight cough, and red, 
watery eyes. The doctor should be 
called at once. He may use gamma 
globulin which acts to prevent or 
modify measles for a limited time, 
especially if the child is ill at the 
same time with another disease, 
particularly tuberculosis. If there 
are other younc children in the 
family, gamma globulin may be 
given if the time of exposure is 
known. 

The "head cold” symptoms come 
about ten days after the child has 
been exposed to a case of measles. 
The next signal is the appearance 
of snots on the inside of the mouth. 
Within a few days the typical skin 
rash begins on the face and neck 
and gradually spreads to the trunk, 
arms, and legs. 

The child feels miserable. The 
rash lasts about a week, and he 
feels sickest while it is at its 
height. As the rash fades, he be- 
gins to feel better, and the problem 
is to keep him in bed until the doc- 
tor says it’s safe for him to get up. 
With the average healthy school- 
age child, the illness lasts only 
about two weeks, hut he must be 
carefully guarded against second- 
ary infections while his resistance 
is low. 

Secondary infections arc always 
serious and may he fatal. Pneu- 
monia is the most frequent com- 
plication; ear infections are an- 
other possibility, and occasionally 
encephalitis — inflammation of the 
brain — develops. For babies and 
children under five, measles can he 
so serious that every effort should 
lie made to protect them against 
the disease until they are older. 

The care a child gets during 
measles has a great bearing on 
whether he will escape complica- 
tions that may seriously affect his 
entire future. The doctor’s advice 
should be followed in every detail.

Win- 
chester Council, 210, Knights of 
Columbus, together with all other 
ouncils in the Archdiocese of Bos- 
ton, numbering some 36,000 men, 
will undertake the yearly main- 
tenance of the Kennedy Memorial 
Hospital for “exceptional children.” 
This hospital situated in Bright- 
on near St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, 
was built by the Kennedy family 
in memory of their son who was 
killed in World War 11. Another 
son. John Kennedy, ns everyone 
nows is currently the popular Sen- 
ator in Washington from Mass- 
achusetts. The hospital is staffed 
by the Franciscan Sisters of Mary 
who labor long and devotedly with- 
out material recompense for the 
youngsters, aged G to 12, who are 
under their care. The term "ex- 
ceptional children” is usually at- 
tributed to children who are favored 
with superior talents or abilities. 
Archbishop Cushing says he uses 
the term in a more fitting sense for 
those who arc physically or men- 
tally afflicted in greater or less de- 
gree — those who are sometime re- 
ferred to as handicapped or under- 
privileged children. 

One hundred and fifty exceptional 
children spend an average of about 
forty-nine weeks in the hospital, 
which is equipped with every mod- 
ern means and facility to make it 
one of the best of its kind in the 
country. Caring for children with 
cerebral palsy, infantile paralysis 
and all kinds of deformities, the 
hospital boasts such equipment as 
gym, playrooms, chapel, dining hall 
with homelike atmosphere, ambula- 
tory equipment, occupational ther- 
apy, speech therapy, a Hubbard tui 
for under water exercises equipped 
with whirlpool motors, chest res 
pirators, etc. 

The problem of maintenance so 
prevalent today among all hos- 
pitals, is met by voluntary con 
tributions and the income from the 
little patients whose parents can 
afford to pay. No child is refused 
admittance because his or he 
parents haven’t the means. The 
charitable services rendered by the 
nuns amount to about $200,000 a 
year and it costs about $6,000 a 
month to maintain the children 
there.

CHEST X-RAYS IMPORTANT 

The Middlesex Health Associa- 
tion, in order to promote the adop- 
tion of general hospital routine 
admission chest X-ray programs, 
and to stimulate improvement 
of existing programs, invited 
representatives of general hos- 
pitals to a dinner meeting at the 
Hotel Commander, Cambridge, held 
on Wednesday, February 24, 1964. 
Dr. Theodore L. Badger, clinical 
associate in medicine, Harvard 
Medical School, and chairman of 
the National Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion’s Committee on Routine Ad- 
mission X-ray Programs for Gen- 
eral Hospitals, will be the speaker. 

Citing a report recently received 
from the National Tuberculosis As-

This year’s voting apathy doubt- 
less stemmed from the fact that 
there were only three contests on 
the ballot for town officers, a choice 
being possible for Selectman, 
School Committee and Water Com- 
missioner. Contests for town meet- 
ing member, despite their impor- 
tance, never seem especially in- 
triguing, and in only Precinct 1 was 
there any real opportunity to 
choose precinct members. 

Where contests did occur on the 
ballot there was little doubt of the 
issue, and the vote ran true to ad- 
vance prognostications. 

George B. Redding, last year’s 
chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee, defeated Arthur J. Hewis, a 
particularly active participant in 
town affairs, by nearly three to one, 
1,693 to 676. 

The contest for School Commit 
tee was closer, with Vincent Car- 
roll, the defeated candidate polling 
1,003 votes and failing of election 
by 613 votes. Dana Kelly, an at- 
torney and former Harvard football 
player, was the high vote getter in 
this contest, polling 1,764 votes to 
lead all candidates where contests 
occurred. Daniel Barnard, long 
active in school affairs and member 
of two West Side school building 
committees, polled 1,516 votes. 

Many felt Eugene B. Rotondi, 
who made a good showing in the 
same contest a year ago, would be 
a strong candidate for Water Com- 
missioner this year, especially 
with the other candidate, Maurice 
T. Freeman, being absent from 
town before election. As things 
turned out however, Mr. Freeman 
was an easy winner, 1,626 to 664, 
again nearly three to one. The 
bulge in this vote was surprising 
to some political prophets. 

Helen E. Stinson, running un- 
opposed to succeed her sister, .Mabel 
W. Stinson, as Town Clerk, had the 
distinction of getting the high vote 
of the election, 2,214 votes, the only 
candidate to poll 2,200. Alfred D. 
Elliott, candidate for Assessor was 
second with 2,131, Town Mode, a tor 
Philip P. Wadsworth polled 2,120 
and Tax Collector Donald Heath, 
2,114. Next in line were Ralph H. 
Bunnell for Planning Board, 2,076; 
and E. Abbot Bradlee, Treasurer, 
2,062. All these were unopposed.

Mrs. Thomas W. Tirrell of 54 
Middle street, Woburn, the former 
Bertha Beaton of Winchester, was. 
pronounced dead upon arrival at 
the Choate Hospital in Woburn last 
Saturday night, having been fatally 
injured when the automobile driven 
by her husband collided with a tree 
on Main street north of Eaton ave- 
nue in the Central Square section 
of Woburn. 

The accident occurred shortly be- 
fore 10 o’clock. Woburn Police and 
firelighters worked hard to free Mr. 
and Mrs. Tirrell from the twisted 
wreckage of their car and rushed 
them to the Choate Hospital in the 
police ambulance. Meanwhile other 
members of both departments were 
taking from the rear of the car the 
badly injured Tirrell daughter, 
Johanne, aged seven. She was 
taken to the hospital in the police 
patrol car. 

Mrs. Tirrell was officially pro- 
nounced dead by Medical Examiner 
John Wilcox after her arrival at the 
hospital. She sustained a fractured 
skull and other injuries. Johanne 
sustained a possible fracture of the 
skull, severe face and scalp lacer- 
ations and internal injuries. Her 
name was placed on the hospital 
danger list and she died Sunday 
morning shortly before 11 o’clock. 

Mr. Tirrell, last of the family, 
died at 4 o’clock Sunday afternoon 
of a fractured skull, fractured jaw, 
multiple cuts and internal injuries. 

It is believed that the Tirrell car 
was headed south on Main street in 
Woburn when it was driven off the 
road by a car going in an opposite 
direction. Whether t he car actual- 
ly drove the Tirrell car from the 
road or the glare of the headlights 
blinded Mr. Tirrell, causing him to 
go too far to the right is not known.

A fighting Winchester High team 
rose to the occasion to defeat a 
strong Woburn High quintet 60-40 
at Woburn last Friday night.

The reference in your last week’s 
editorial to my pcrenjiia. sugges- 
tion that the base of representative 
membership in our town meeting 
be broadened requires a small cor- 
rection to keep tlu* record straight.

It is my simple thesis that such 
procedure will automatically bring 
in fresh, sensitive representatives 
and clear out a number now cling- 
ing to town meeting membership 
as an old-timer right or as a social 
accolade, frequently absent from 
meetings, never contributing an 
original idea to analyses of prob- 
lems before the assembly and open- 
ly careful to vote with the “right 
people.*' 

A corollary to my proposal, Mr. 
Kditor, is that all voters be annual- 
ly cautioned that the caption on the 
ballot, “Vote for Kleven,” is not 
a mandate failing the observance 
of which the vote is voided but a 
permissive maximum. A voter who 
is so naive to vote for any candi- 
date he does not know bv personal 
contact or by public observation 
and record is just asking for the 
kind of undemocratic, group-ridden 
local government he is now getting 
in Winchester. 

These groups are not sinistei ; 
all are honorable men. 1 hey have 
only t he good of Winchester at 
heart and they have sponsored 
many excellent projects praised by 
all. But they an* bitterly impatient 
of criticism, quick to denounce all 
honest dissenters as “obstruction- 
ists” and “trouble-makers” and not 
above behavior toward minorities 
on the floor of town meeting that 
shames our community. 

The most serious and the most 
easily proven charge against them 
is that in their capacities as elected 
officials and representatives they 
consider themselves greater than 
their creators, the people. They 
have on numerous occasions in the 
past when defeated on a project 
by a referendum to all voters im- 
mediately called special town meet- 
ings and jammed through identical 
legislation. It is reassuring to re- 
member that on such occasions they 
then got a worse licking than they 
got the first time but this fact has 
never taught them anything or 
made any less likely a future repe- 
tition of such outrageous attempts 
to flout the will of the people. 

Let me repeat; they are all hon- 
orable men yes, and honorable 
women. But they are also more 
than a little blind to true demo- 
cratic processes and firmly convinc- 
ed that they know best what is good 
for Winchester from the enviable 
vantage of social grace and money 
in the bank ! 

Aside from our unrepresentative 
town meeting and its “controlled” 
actions there are, Mr. Kditor, a num- 
ber of other tawdry aspects to our 
democracy in Winchester such as 
our appointive, hand-picked, all- 
voting finance committee. It seems 
elf-evident to me that this power- 
ful and very hard-working- com- 
mittee should he elected equably 
by precinct*- and we all know that 
the needful legislative action by 
t li«> General (’ourt to accomplish 
i lu- change would be promptly 
forthcoming upon request of the 
town. As in the case of all other 
town committees votes should be 
accorded only to the chairman and 
to any other member elected in his 
own right as a town meeting mem- 
ber. 

There is also the matter of pro- 
cedures in our town legislation. 1 
am sure that thoughtful citizens 
would applaud abandonment of the 
search for legal loopholes and 
strained interpretations that have 
disturbed many of us. I refer, 
among other points, to the defini- 
tion of "emergency,” which hu> 
been pulled and choked until it > 


MISCONCEPTIONS 


Kditor of the Star: 

Since I started writing these let- 
ters about fluoridation to the Star, 
several people have spoken to me 
about the subject and some have 
some misconceptions on the sub- 
ject which I would like to try to 
correct. 

Mr. Arthur Hewis said that it 
was his impression that the Roman 
Catholic Church was opposed to 
fluoridation. Consequently I wrote 
Archbishop Cushing and His Ex- 
cellcncy answered through the 
editor of the Pilot saying “This 
matter has been discussed from 
time to time in the Pilot and we 
have tried to make it clear there is 
no moral question involved." It is 
a scientific question only. 

Miss Luongo of 378 Washington 
street was concerned about a 
column heading in the Traveller 
which read "Fluoridation — Slow 
Poison- Worse than Murder, says 
Club." ■ She gave me the clipping 
which I appreciate very much as I 
want anti-fluoridation material as 
well as pro-fluoridation material.) 

1 pointed out that the statement 
was made by the Massachusetts 
Women’s Political Club which is the 
only organization 1 know about 
which is opposed to fluoridation. 
This organization is not a scientific 
organization. Anyone or any group 
can made wild unfounded charges 
against fluoridation. It is impor- 
tant in reading such charges to 
judge it by the source. Does any- 
one really believe the American 
! Medical Association or the Mass- 
achusetts Public Health Depart- 
ment would advocate something 
that was "worse than murder?" 

Fluoridation will give children 
better teeth and the protection will 
last throughout their lives. A 
sample statement made by the 
M. W. P. ( is “We are opposed to 
fluoridation since its benefits are 
limited to very young children and 
children are a very tiny proportion 
of the population.” ’Traveller 
August 5, 1953). Doesn’t a state- 
ment such as this give an indica- 
tion of the type of group that is 
j opposed to fluoridation? 

The American Dental Associa- 
tion, a professional scientific group, 
says "Fluoridation is now proven, 
it is no longer an experiment." We 
should do all we can to bring its 
benefits to as many as possible.

Born in Malden. March 1, 1882, 
Mr. Ranisdell grew up in that city, 
attending the Malden schools. In 
1913 he started the first motion 
picture theatre in Malden, the Or- 
pheum Theatre, which he and his 
brother, the late George Ranisdell, 
built into the Middlesex Amusement 
Company of Malden and the Med- 
ford Amusement Company of Med- 
ford, currently operating one 
theatre in Medford and three in 
Malden.

YALE COLLEGE 
REOPENS OLDEST BUILDING 

Hundreds of Yale alumni attend- 
ed the dedication exercises which 
marked the reopening of Connecti- 
cut Hall, the university’s oldest 
building and the last of the Old 
Brick Row. Among the speakers at 
the overflow mooting of alumni and 
February 22, were university p n . s I 
ident A. Whitney Griswold, former 
dean Clarence W. Mondell, and Car) 
A. Lohmann, former secretary of 
the University. 

Built in 1752 from the proceeds 
of a colonial lottery and the sale 
of a captured French ship, Con 
necticut Hall housed hundreds of 
Yale undergraduates, including 
Nathan Hale, Eli Whitney, and 
Noah Webster. The statue of 
Nathan Hale, long a sysmbol of 
Yale’s historic loyalty to God and 
Country, stands in its accustomed 
place in front of the building where 
he lived. 

In recent years Connecticut Hall 
provided office space for the dean 
of Yale College and for various 
class officers, the upper floors being 
closed for reasons of safety. A 
grant from the Old Dominion Foun 
.l it ion headed by Mr. Paul Mellon, 
class of 1929, made possible the 
complete renovation of the hall. 

The same company that rebuilt 
the White House was engaged to 
handle the project of gutting the 
structure, without changing the 
original, colonial, brick exterior. 
Wherever possible, doors and 
mantle pieces were salvaged, but, 
except for these items and the outer 
walls, the building is of entirely 
new construction. 

The floor plan of t lie renovated 
building includes fifteen seminar 
rooms, a student reading room, a 
large faculty meeting room, and 
suites for visiting scholars. In the 
basement is the student lounge and 
the buttery. The name of the lat- 
ter recalls the days when cider, 
tobacco, pipes, and cheese were sold 
in the same place to students of a 
a bygone era. 

In commenting on the completion 
of this project, the Yale Daily 
News noted that the dedication of 
Connecticut Hall is both “a sym- 
bol of the tradition and the stream- 
lining of Yale.” Its outer walls, 
which for 200 years have watched 
successive generations of college 
men, are symbolic of “the per- 
manence and solidity of Yale life, 
and, in a sense, the timelessness of 
education.” Yet its modernized in- 
terior is proof that Yale does not 
adhere to tradition for tradition’s 
sake. “Unhampered by stolid con- 
vention, it can move with the 
times.”

In the old days, we 
remember the sign in the front ves- 
tibule of trolley cars: “Do not talk 
to the motorman.” Even today no 
one is allowed in the cab of a rail- 
road engine, and they run on tracks. 
What a difference today, with a 
vehicle on the open road moving 
30 miles per hour or 45 feet in one 
second, when it is not uncommon 
practice to light a cigarette, put 
your arm around your girl, turn 
half way around to talk to a pas- 
senger in the rear or be distracted 
by a blaring radio. The question is 
“What are you going to do about 
it?” “Spare a moment and spare 
a life.” “The life you save may be 
your own.”

GEORGE HARVIE HAMILTON 

George Hnrvie Hamilton, retired 
carpenter and builder and a mem- 
ber of the family of the Home for 
Aged People at 110 Mt. Vernon 
street, for the past six years, died 
Sunday, March 7, at the Winches- 
ter Hospital after a short illness. 
He entered the hospital on the 
Thursday preceding his death, but 
previously had been a regular 
visitor to the center where he en- 
joyed meeting and talking with his 
many friends. 

Mr. Hamilton was in his 90th 
year.

Col George Bryant Woods, 57, of 
Washington, D. C., who died of a 
heart attack in New York, Wednes- 
day, March 3, was horn in Win- 
chester and lived here as a hoy 
and young man. He was a veteran 
of both World Wars and had since 
served both as Air Force consultant 
and as special assistant to the un | 
del-secretary of the Air Force, 

Col. Woods was the son of George * 

Adams, and Martha M. (Howe)! 

Woods. His father was for many 1 
years in the real estate business in 
Winchester and the family, widely 
known socially in town, made their 
home on Sheffield road. 

Col. Woods was born in Win- j 
Chester May 6, 1896, and attended 
the Winchester schools and Win- 
chester High School where he was 
a three-letter athlete in football, 
hockey and track. One of the best 
ends of his time at high school, he 
was elected captain of the 1914 
football team, but did not return 
to high school in that year, going 
instead to preparatory school to 
prepare for Harvard. 

He played varsity football while 
at Harvard, from which he was 
graduated in the class of 1919. He 
was also graduated from the Har- 
vard Business School and from the 
Army Industrial College. 

During World War I Col. Woods 
enlisted in the Air Force, serving 
overseas from April 13, 1917, until 
February 4, 1919.

To Town Meeting Members: 

The subject of salaries for our 
teachers was brought up at a re- 
cent evening meeting of the Park- 
hurst parents. Since there was a 
good deal of confusion about out- 
standing in relation to other towns, 
the Board of the Mothers’ Associa- 
tion collected comparative figures 
and revealed its findings at the 
March 3, 1954 meeting of the 

Board. 

Our study showed that Winches- 
ter has fallen to 10th place on 
a listing of maximum salaries in 
comparable towns including Con- 
cord, Belmont, and Lexington. Our 
competitive position in the attrac- 
tion and retention of qualified 
teachers is slipping to the point 
where our children may suffer. We 
cannot expect to hold or attract 
good teachers in Winchester at a 
lower salary than they can com- 
mand in competitive towns. 

We realize that the town has a 
large building program to finance 
this year. Nevertheless, if the 
School Committee’s recommenda- 
tion for pay increases are not 
voted, we may lose many of our 
superior teachers and be unable to 
attract other teachers of equal 
quality. With new classrooms be- 
ing added in all towns, our problem 
of securing highly qualified teach- 
ers will he extremely acute if we 
are unable to compete financially 
with surrounding areas. 

The Board of Parkhurst Mothers’ 
Association hopes all citizens, and 
Town Meeting Members especially, 
will study this problem seriously as 
it is one which can deeply affect 
the town in the very near future.

A graduate of M. I. T. in 1876, 
Charles T. Main was later associat- 
ed with the Institute as term and 
life member of the Corporation and 
its executive committee and as 
president of the Alumni Associa- 
tion. 

He served as consulting engineer 
on industrial, civic, and military 
projects, and was honored by 
medals from the American Society 
of Mechanical Engineers and the 
National Cotton Manufacturers As- 
sociation for his pioneering work 
as the country’s foremost textile 
engineer. The Boston Society of 
Civil Engineers, which awarded him 
the Desmond Fitzgerald Medal in 
1913, elected Mr. Main an honorary 
member in 1932; and Northeastern 
University awarded him the honor- 
ary degree of doctor of engineer- 
ing in 1935. A president of the 
American Society of Mechanical 
Engineers, the American Institute 
of Consulting Engineers, and the 
Engineers Club of Boston, Mr. Main 
also held membership in the New- 
comen Society, Society for the Pro- 
motion of Engineering Education,

is $376,000, Mr. A. S. Crockett re 
ported for the Personnel Board. 
He said that a comparative survey 
of the wage structure of clerical 
employees of the town indicates 
that pay rates are below the aver- 
age of towns similar to Winches- 
ter. His committee’s recommen- 
dation of a $2.00 weekly raise, 
“across the Board”, was opposed 
hy Mr. George Redding, speaking 
for the Finance Committee. 

In her discussion of the school 
department budget. Chairman Sara 
C. Woodward made a strong plea 
that maximum salaries for school 
teachers he raised in two annual 
steps of $200 each, beginning in 
the fall of 1954. She said that in 
the past Winchester salaries con- 
sistently ranked in the first quarter 
of the list of 22 towns used hy the 
Finance Committee for purposes of 
comparison. Recently, however, 
because of improved salary sched- 
ules in many of these communities, 
Winchester’s position has sharply 
declined. Today, she stated, Win- 
chester stands 17th in its maximum 
salary for women teachers with the 
bachelor’s degree.

Mrs. Rodney Long spoke for the 
request of the Board of Library 
Trustees that $1,500 he appropriat- 
ed for the microfilming of the Win- 
chester Star and previous journals 
from 1850 to date.

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CURLERS WIN 
OVER CANADIANS 

Tht* Winchester Country Club 
Curlers did themselves proud at 
last week’s Gordon International 
Honspiel, held jointly at the new 
Winchester rink and the Country 
Club, Hrookllne. The 21 American 
rinks had a total score of *172 
“stones” over the 21 Canadians’ 
436. 

The three Winchester rinks, 
Syrnmes, K. Fulton, Morse and 
Neiley, skip; Hunt, Burke, Ft os on 
and Waghorne, skip; and Neill, 
Dolben, Carr and Joy, skip; had a 
total of G6 over their Canadian 
rivals’ 62, winning five of the six 
matches. Capacity audiences were 
on hand Friday and Saturday at 
Winchester, which showed the need 
of the planned Hovey-Barton room 
behind the plate glass. This will 
all be fixed up for the start of 
curling next November. 

The Gordon International has an 
interesting history. Robert Gor- 
don, of New York City, and a native 
of Scotland, presented the Trophy 
in 184 1 to the Grand National Curl- 
ing Club (of the U. S. A.) for com- 
petition between the curlers of the 
United States and Canada. Two 
rinks from each country competed 
in 1881, the U. S. winning 36-28. 
By 1892 there were 17 rinks to a 
side at Toronto. The total number 
of matches to date are 59, with 39 
wins by Canada and 20 by U. S. 
Curlers. Total number of points 
to date are Canada 12,183 to U. S. 
10,848. From these statistics 
one can realize what a grand old 
game Curling is — and continues to 
be. In fact this particular Bonspiel 
is only limited to the number of 
rinks that can be accommodated 
over two days in the particular city 
chosen to hold it. Thus our new 
rink, just finished in time, came in 
very handy to make this year’s 
match a gala one for Boston. 

This past Tuesday we entertained 
three rinks from Nashua. The 
Winchester rinks were Adams, 
King, Van Vloten and Carr, skip; 
Burke. Butters, Davis and Morse, 
skip; Lewis, Murphy, Eaton and 
Joy, skip. 

Next Tuesday evening we enter- 
tain one rink each from the Bos- 
ton Curling Club, Brae Burn and 
Highland (It. I.). Winchester rinks 
will be Selberg, Steadman, Lighter 
and Bonnell, skip; Siders, Hills, 
Greiner and Waghorne, skip; Mac- 
Minn, Fessenden, Ferguson and 
Dolben, skip. 

The round-robin championship 
matches are continuing on Wed- 
nesday, Thursday and Friday eve 
nings and the ladies are getting in 
much time during week-days with 
two sessions of mixed curling Sun- 
day afternoons. This will continue 
as long as the ice can be held.

MICROFILMING AT THE LIBRARY THE PRE ADOLESCENT YEARS 


The Board of Library Trustees 
lias an article (Article 24) in the 
Town Warrant “To see if the Town 
will authorize the microfilming of 
the Winchester Star and previous 
journals from 1850 to date in order 
to make possible the preservation 
of these historical records.” 

The Public Library is the reposi- 
itory of a complete file of the Win- 
chester Star since its beginning. 
Through the years the Library has 
indexed this paper in order to make 
readily available important infor- 
mation about the Town. This has 
been found of great value to the 
townspeople and officers of the 
Town, especially at times of dis- 
cussions on matters affecting the 
Town. 

The modern method for making 
available important records is by 
having them on microfilm that may 
he easily used on a microfilm read- 
er. This reader would be placed in 
the Library and available to all 
townspeople. 

In addition to the Winches- 
ter Star, it is proposed to place 
on microfilm, valuable old issues 
of the Middlesex Journal (1854- 
1875), the Woburn Journal (1851- 
1906), and the Winchester Press 
(1900-1908). This last paper 
carries an authoritative history of 
the beginnings of Winchester. This 
history was never in hook form so 
the preservation of it on micro- 
film will keep it for all time and 
put it in readable form. 

During the time of the Centen- 
nial Observation of Winchester it 
was more than ever realized that 
early historical material about the 
Town should he placed in per- 
manent form. Old newspapers and 
documents deteriorate through the 
years and eventually become so 
fragile that they cannot be used. 
Such is the case with the news- 
papers and documents that it is 
desired to preserve.

be very desirable to include in the 
Victor Herbert grade crossing elimination project 
a passenger elevator at the Win- 
chester station, this elevator to be 
located on the inbound side of the 
tracks. This elevator would not 
he for the use of the general public 
but rather for those who physically 
are unable to use the ramps. Such 
a request was made to the Depart- 
ment of Public Works some months 
ago and they in turn, referred it to 
the Boston and Maine Railroad. 

Recently the Hoard met with offi- 
cials in the Engineering Depart- 
ment of the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road to review this matter and the 
Hoard has now received a letter | 
from them stating that they are not | 
in favor of a passenger elevator 
and have so advised the Department 
of Public Works. Cost of oper- 
ation and public liability are given 
as their reasons for opposition. 
The railroad has stated, however, 
that they have requested the De- 
partment of Public Works to include 
a freight elevator which would be 
located on the outbound side of the 
tracks. They state that if arrange- 
ments were made in advance, this 
elevator might he used to accom- 
modate invalids. 

Believing that the greatest need 
for the elevator is for inbound pas- 
sengers and with the freight 
elevator on the outbound side, thus 
requiring the passengers to be car- 
ried across the tracks to the in- 
bound platform, the Hoard felt this 
would not be a very satisfactory 
arrangement. Before pressing the 
matter further with the Depart- 
ment of Public Works the Board of 
Selectmen would like to find out 
how many citizens feel the need of 
a passenger elevator. If there is 
such an interest, it is suggested that 
the citizens write to the Board in- 
forming it of this fact.

Dr. William John Speers of Lex- 
ington, a resident of Winchester 
for more than 20 years and a prac- 
ticing orthodontist in Boston and 
Winchester, died Friday, March 12, 
at the Winchester Hospital after 
several months of failing health. 

Dr. Speers was the son of Sam- 
uel, and Mary Ann (Elliott) Speers. 
He was horn in Newport, R. I., in 
1877, was graduated from the 
Harvard Dental School in 1902 and 
completed post-graduate work at 
the Angle School of Orthodontia in 
1906. For many years he taught 
at the Harvard Dental School in 
different departments. 

Dr. Speers commenced the prac- 
tice of dentistry in Newport, R. L, 
and later practiced for more than 
20 years in Fall River. For the 
last 27 years he had specialized in 
the practice of orthodontia with 
offices in Boston and Winchester. 

He held the certificate of the 
American Board of Orthodontists 
and was a Diplomat of that body. 
He was an honorary member of 
the Harvard Odontological So- 
ciety and held membership in The 
American Association of Ortho- 
dontists, The Northeastern Asso- 
ciation of Orthodontists, the Amer- 
ican Dental Association, the Mass- 
achusetts Dental Society, the Met- 
ropolitan District Society, the 
Harvard Dental Alumni Associa- 
tion and the American Academy of 
Dental Science. 

He was a past president of the 
Massachusetts Dental Society and 
of the Eastern Graduates of the 
Angle School of Orthodentia. A 
thirty-second degree Mason and a 
member of Aleppo Temple of the 
Mystic Shrine, he was also a mem- 
ber of Omicron Kappa Upsilon 
fraternity, of the Harvard Club of 
Boston and of the Winchester! 
Country Club. 

Dr. Speers lived in Winchester 
from 1931 until 1952, his home be- 
ing at 61 Wedgemere avenue. He 
was twice married, his first wife, 
Marion J. Speers, with whom he 
lived in Winchester for many years, 
died August 19, 1948. In Novem- 
ber of 1951, be married Fay (’aid- 
well Speers, who survives, with a 
son, William J. Speers, Jr., of Win- 
chester; a daughter, Mrs. David W. 
Emmons of Brookline; six grand- 
children and six sisters, Mrs. J. C. 
Seabury, Mrs. A. Holland and the 
Misses Eliza T., and Harriet G. 
Speers, all of Newport, R. I.; Mrs. 
A. H. Langley of West Hartford, 
Conn.; and Mrs. (’.

Dr. Herbert Day Lamson, retired 
Professor of Sociology at Boston 
University died Saturday noontime 
at his home, 23 Kenwin road, after 
» long illness. Flags on the com- 
mon and town buildings were dis- 
played at half-staff. 

Dr. Lamson was the son of Frank 
H., and Carrie (James) Lamson. 
He was born June 26, 1899, in 
Exeter, N. If., and was graduated 
from Phillips Exeter Academy in 
1917, after which he studied at the 
New School of Design in Boston. 

He was working as a commercial 
artist when he enlisted in the Tank 
Corps April 8, 1918, during World 
War I, serving in France with C 
Company of the 329th Battalion, 
assigned to a special detachment 
doing map work. 

After the war Dr. Lamson enter- 
ed Brown University where he re- 
ceived his A. B. in 1924 and his 
M. A. the following year. He then 
went to the University of Pennsyl- 
vania for further study as a Har- 
rison Fellow. 

In August of 1926 he married 
Rosalie S. Somerfield of Philadel- 
phia and soon afterward left with 
his wife for China, he having been 
appointed Missionary Professor un- 
der the Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion. 

From 1927 to 1933 Dr. Lamson 
taught Sociology at the University 
of Shanghai, formerly the Shanghai 
Baptist College, both he and Mrs. 
Lamson preparing themselves for 
their service in Shanghai by at- 
tending the University of Nanking 
Chinese Language School. 

While in China he wrote the text 
hook, “Social Pathology in China”, 
since used as a college textbook, 
which at the time of the Japanese 
occupation of China, prior to World 
War II, was about to he translated 
into Chinese. He based the text on

Another of Winchester’s hero 
dead came home Sunday afternoon 
when the body of Pfo. Festus Mc- 
Donough, USA, arrived at Win- 
chester Station after the long 
journey from Korea, to his old home 
at 32 Shepard court where his sor- 
rowing mother, Mrs. Bridget Mc- 
Donough, was waiting. 

The young hero was killed in 
action July 28, 1963. His Flag- 
draped casket arrived at Winches- 
ter Station on the 3:19 outbound 
train. Acting as escort was Festus* 
brother. Seaman Thomas J. Mc- 
Donough, USN, attached to the USS 
Herman, who was ordered by the 
Navy from Korean waters to 
Tokyo, Japan, and from there flown 
to San Francisco, Calif., to accom- 
pany his brother’s body to Win- 
chester from that city. 

Greeting Seaman McDonough as 
he stepped from the train was an- j 
other brother, Airman 3/e Joseph 
P. McDonough, USAF, who arrived 
home last Friday from James Con- 
nolly Air Force Base in Waco, 
Texas, to attend his brother’s 
funeral. 

Drawn up on the station platform 
to receive the casket were detach- 
ments from Winchester Post, 97, 
American Legion, under Comman- 
der Joseph McKee; and Abcrjona 
Post, 3719, Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, led by Commander Paul 
Connors.

WON BIG ONE AT GARDEN,

For the second consecutive year 
Winchester High defeated Belmont 
High by two points, 52-50, in the 
semi-finnl round of the Tech Tour- 
ney at the Boston Garden . In 1 
reaching the finals for the third 
consecutive year, the Indians dupli- 
cated their performance of a year 
ago when they dropped two Middle- 
sex League games to Belmont only 
to bent their arch rival in the Tech 
Tourney. 

Both teams went all out from 
the opening whistle in the most 
ruggedly fought game of the Tour- 
nament. Belmont moved out in 
front at the end of the first quarter 
but Winchester went ahead in the 
second period and, although tied 
twice in the final period, never lost 
the lead again to Belmont. How- 
ever, it took a steal of the hall by 
Jim Wright under the Winchester 
basket and his subsequent two- 
pointer, plus Lou Farrell’s driving 
lay-up with 20 seconds to play, to 
eliminate Belmont and put the In- 
dians in the finals. 

Winchester started slowly in the 
first quarter as Belmont ran up a 
5-12 lead at the end of that period. 
After Belmont tallied the first bas- 
ket, Dilorio hit on a set shot to knot 
the score at 2-2. Belmont caged the 
next basket before Wright netted a 
free throw to make it 3-2. Belmont 
went ahead 3-6 before Wright put 
a rebound up and in to close it to 
5-6. Belmont then tallied six 
straight points on three baskets to 
take a 5-12 lead. 

First Jim Wright and then Joe 
Dilorio sparked Winchester to a 
tremendous second period in which 
the Indians outscored Belmont 20-8 
and change the entire complexion 
of the game. Wright started it 
with a driving lay-up to make it 
7-12. A moment later Wright drop- 
ped in a pair of free throws to close 
the score to 0-12. Belmont matched 
this with a pair of foul shots before 
Wright hit again on a jump shot 
to make it 11-14. Wright swished 
the net again on a set from the foul 
circle to narrow the gap to 13-14. 
Dilorio sent Winchester ahead for 
the first time in the game when he 
connected on a jump shot to make 
it 15-14. 

After Belmont tied it at 15-15 
with a free throw, Wright tallied a 
two-pointer on a jump shot to make 
it 17-15. Within the space of two 
minutes, Dilorio hit on three suc- 
cessive jump shots to rocket Win- 
chester ahead 23-15 as the Win- 
chester fans went wild with joy. 
Belmont connected on three straight 
free throws and a basket to close 
the gap to 23-20 hut Bellino scored 
on a lay-up at the end of a pretty 
fast break to make it 25-20 at the 
half. In that first half the com-

through the keyhole for an all- 
important basket that put the In- 
dians ahead 51-48. At the 30-second 
mark, Belmont scored again to 
close it to 51-50 and no one could 
take a deep breath. With 15 sec- 
onds to play, Bellino sank a free 
throw to make it 52-50. How much 
this one point meant was shown 
a moment later when Caruso of 
Belmont was fouled with three sec- 
onds to play. Because of Bollino’s 
free throw, Caruso had to make 
both of his tries good to tie the 
score rather than just get one of 
Ihe two and the difference in pres- 
sure may well have caused him to 
miss the first one and a chance to 
tie the game. 

It was a tremendous victory for 
the Indians, who had wanted an- 
other crack at Belmont, feeling that 
they were the better team and 
should have beaten Belmont in 
their second game of the regular 
season.

ELEVATOR A MUST! 


1954 


March HI 

Editor of the Star: 

Acting upon the request of our 
Selectmen (see Star for March 
twelfth) that citizens express their 
views on the question, “Do we need 
a passenger elevator at the depot 
as part of the plan to elevate the 
tracks?” 1 offer the following: 

The departure platform will lie 
approximately twenty feet above 
the street level. This is equal to a 
flight of stairs consisting of thirty- 
four steps when using seven inch 
risers. Stairs such as this we find 
at the North Station when we want 
to catch a Lech nu* re-Park street 
ear. A similar condition is found 
at the Park street station when you 
climb to Trcmont street opposite 
the Old Church. 

But we are to have ramps? An 
equivalent ramp will he at least 
ninety feet long and have a slope 
steeper than the upper end of 
Mount Vernon street, here in Win- 
chester. 

For many people over 46-50, such 
a climb will he a daily hazard. 
When the ramp surface is treacher- 
ous with slush or freezing rain ac- 
cidents are sure to happen. To run 
for a train on a level stretch is bad 
enough hut to dash up a long ramp 
is a wicked strain on any one. 

The B. and M. refuses to provide 
a passenger elevator for the rea- 
sons that, “cost of operation and 
public liability” are too great. Do 
they prefer dumage claims from 
patrons who slip oi actually die of 
heart trouble? 

Automatic elevators are standard 
in new hospitals, a pretty good test 
of safe operation, one would think? 
Caskets, trunks, packages must he 
handled on wheeled trucks of some 
kind. It is suggested that at least 
one elevator, serving the inbound 
track, is “a must”. This should 
he a passenger elevator large en- 
ough to handle one wheeled stretch- 
er and, say, twenty passengers at 
one trip. You can see such auto- 
matic elevators in the “White 
Building at Massachusetts General 
Hospital. These have been in use 
for ten years. An attendant would 
he needed only at rush periods. This 
should all la* planned now, not two 
or three years later as an after 
thought .

Store away from food 
and out of reach of 
children and animals. 

Wash thoroughly after 
handling. 

We have one religious group in 
[our town, the Christian Scientists, 
who do not believe in using medicine 
in any form. These folks are sin- 
cerely opposed to medication in any 
form and it is a violation of their 
right to religious freedom to im- 
pose fluoridation of the town water 
supply. This is in direct violation 
of Article 1 of the Bill of Rights 
of the United States Constitution 
which guarantees every citizen the 
right to worship God as he sees fit 
and to subscribe to any religion con- 
cept in which he has faith without 
interference of that right by civil 
authorities. 

I believe, in order to follow the 
American way of life, we should not 
force fluoridation on those who do 
not subscribe to it, hut if some of 
the citizens of Winchester desire 
to have this fluoridation, they 
should visit their family physician 
or dentist and receive a prescription 
— then go to the drug store and 
have the pharmacist give it in pill 
form to he added to each glass of 
water.

ATTENTION MEN OF SERVICE AGE 

Editor of the Stai : 

Because of various articles which 
have recently appeared in the Bos- 
ton press, there is considerable con- 
fusion in the minds of draft-age 
young men. We cannot afford to 
dabble in speculation and advise 
you as follows: 

1. We are advised, from Wash- 
ington, that starting in July, which 
s the beginning of the new fiscal 
year, the draft will run between 
35,000-36,000 a month. This is be- 
cause the short term men have fin- 
ished their tour of duty and must be 
replaced. 

2. College graduates wishing to 
'•ntor certain branches of the Army 
had better see us during their 
spring vacations, take their mental 
tnd physical tests and go on the 
summer - especially June and July, 
lists. There is a quota in a parti- 
cular branch and last year that 
June quota was filled in April. We 
do not wish to have you miss out 
this year. 

3. Our i xperience has shown that 
it is much better for you NOT to 
enter the Army unassigned. If you 
enter with a guaranteed school you 
know what you are going to he do- 
ing, and you pick that school your- 
self. 

4. The Air Force is wide open 
and there is a great need for Avia- 
tion Cadets. Men aged 18 years 
and 8 months may now take the 
tests for the Observer program 
which is part of the Aviation Cadet 
program. Inasmuch as it takes 
time to process a man, do not wait 
until the last minute before you 
receive an induction notice. We 
must rigidly adhere to the Selec- 
tive Service Act and we advise you 
to keep in close touch with your 
Draft Board. 

There are extensive changes com- 
ing in the Recruiting set-up about 
which we will keep you thoroughly 
informed. Meantime T/Sgt. Wes- 
ley I). Moore, USAF and SFC Wil- 
liam E. Bonnell, USA will he at the 
Medford KCTG Station, 40 High 
street, and the writer at 01 Mystic 
Valley Parkway, to serve you in 
any way possible.

THE DARKEST HOUR 

— 

The C hancel Choir of the First i 
Congregational Church presented 
“The Darkest Hour”, an English 
Lenten Cantata by Harold Moore 
in the church auditorium last Sun- 
day afternoon under the direction of 
the church organist and choirmas- 
ter, J. Albert Wilson. The attend- 
ance, while good for such an un- 
pleasant afternoon, was nothing 
like the excellence of the produc- 
tion deserved. 

Moore’s score is one of great 
beauty, especially in the passages 
for full chorus and male voices. The 
solo passages provide the continuity 
and contribute to the excellence of 
the work, hut it is the choruses that 
give the cantata its greatest appeal, 
and the choir’s performances of 
these choruses last Sunday was of 
exceptional excellence, displaying 
fine sensitivity at all times, as well 
as balance, vocal competence and 
a notable response to the demands 
of the director. 

The attacks and full-throated 
singing of the choristers lent real 
drama to the passages depicting 
the trial and crucifixion while the 
stately music of the prologue was 
equally well done. Outstanding 
was the choir’s performance of the 
measured cadence of the March to 
Calvary, with its beautifully com- 
plementing organ accompaniment, 
and the singers achieved a telling 
climax in the thrilling measures 
with which the cantata closed. 

Although “The Darkest Hour 
has real drama in its music, it also 
has passages of rare beauty, such 
as those for male voices, of which 
the beautiful “Now Beloved God” 
is such a fine example. The men 
sang this chorus with reverence and 
a fine soft tone that brought out 
all its great appeal, while the full 
choruses ending with the softly 
sung “Lifeless Lies the Broken 
Body” and the lovely soprano and 
tenor duet, “O Saviour of the 
World” with its concluding pass- 
ages for the choir, were equally 
well done, with beauty of tone and 
fidelity to pitch. 

Mr. Wilson displayed his usual 
competence in filling the double 
role of director and organist, keep- 
ing his choir well in hand while con- 
tributing in large measure to his 
singers’ performance with his help- 
ful and artistic accompaniments. 
His interpretation of Moore’s score 
was musicianly and his choice of 
tempos exceptionally good. Inci- 
dentally Mr. Wilson played one of 
his own compositions, “Pastorale” 
for the prelude. 

The Chancel Choir numbered 38 
voices, and four of the five soloists, 
Rose Minasiun, soprano; Diana 
Dahlquist, contralto; Richard Jack- 
son, baritone; and Albert Hiatt, 
bass; are members of the choir. The 
tenor soloist was Wesley Copple- 
stone of Trinity Church, Boston.

(I period than the dubious Year of 
tile Snake that preceded it. 

In the Oriental chronology, fol- 
lowed also in Japan, Tibet and other 
Kastern lands, the horse is the 
symbol of speed and perseverence. 
It presages fast moving, construc- 
tive events. The snake sijrn is one 
of evil and cunning. It is regarded 
with fear and distrust, tinged with 
awe for its power. 

The Chinese zodiac calendar is 
organized by 60-year cycles, says 
the National (»eographie Society. 
The system was started during the 
reign of Fjnperor Huang Ti more 
than 4.500 year ago. 

Kacli 60-year cycle is divided into 
five subcycles of 12 years, known 
as the Twelve Terrestrial Branches. 
Each branch is named for a dif- 
ferent animal. The first is the Year 
of the Hat, succeeded in turn by the 
Years of the Ox, Tiger, Rabbit, 
Dragon, Snake, Horse, Sheep, Mon- 
key, Fowl, Dog, and Pig. 

Soothsaying Art Uncertain 

Animals play an important role 
I in Uhinese mythology. Each of the 
calendar beasts has its own signi- 
ficance, subject to the contradic- 
tions and variations in interpreta- 
tion common to all the arts of 
soothsaying and folklore. 

The dragon, for instance, is a 
wicked medieval monster in the 
I West hut a powerful, beneficent 
! creature to the Chinese. With the 
j tiger, the dragon represents one of 
I the world’s two great forces, the 
dragon being “Lord of the Water/’ 
the tiger “Lord of the Land/’ 

Among the Chinese calendar’s 
less spectacular animals, the rat is 
the emblem of timidity and mean- 
ness, the sheep of a quiet, retired 
life. The ox is linked with spring 
and favors the fortunes of agricul- 
ture. The short-lived rabbit, or 
hare, oddly stands for longevity; 
its year’s span is supposed to he 
propitious for gett ing married, hav- 
ing children, or changing occupa- 
tions. 

The soothsayers are of mixed 
opinions about the Years of the 
Monkey, Fowl, Dog, and Pig. The 
influence of these animals may au- 
gur good or had luck, wealth or 
poverty. 

(Gregorian Calendar Official 

Officially, China abandoned its 
picturesque old calendar with the 
establishment of the Republic in 
1012. Based on lunar or moon- 
phase observations, it was out of 
8tep with the widely used Gregorian 
calculations, adjusted to solar, sea- 
sonal time. 

After adopting the West’s Greg- 
orian Calendar, the Chinese govern- 
ment made it unlawful to publish 
or use any other. 

But the Chinese people continued 
to go by their time-honored system 
of animal symbolism. Millions of 
farmers and city dwellers still set 
the course of their daily lives, from 
haircuts to marriage, by its omens 
Plantings, harvest- 
ing, and festivals arc guided by it. 

Though the Gregorian Calendar 
calls January 1 th** beginning of 
every year, most Chinese, at home 
or abroad, celebrate their own New 
Year on a date that may fall any- 
where between January 20 and 
February 19. 

In communist China the new 
calendar issued recently for the 
Year of the Horse shows a horse 
of a red color. 

The Chinese leaders, using the 
familiar layout of the old almanac, 
have retaiiored text and illustra- 
tions along Red propaganda lines. 
The old conglomeration of super- 
stitions, hints on farming and 
homemaking lists of anniversaries 
and government regulations has 
been replaced or slanted to promote 
communist programs. 


GEOGRAPHY AIDS 
MOSLEM PRAYERS 

Moslems, enjoined by their re- 
ligion to direct their prayers 
toward Mecca, must master geo- 
graphy lest the prayers go astray. 

Many of the Faithful face east, 
as Europeans generally believe 
they ail 1 do. But others face west, ! 
a few look to the north and some 
turn their faces south. It depends 
upon where they live, says the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. 

The worshipper has no problem 
of direction when he prays in an 
established mosque. There the 
beautifully decorated mihrnb, or 
prayer niche, is always carefully 
and scientifically oriented. 

Consult Ship Captains 

Aboard ships at sea, the prayer 
leader often consults the captain. 
Alone, the Moslem depends upon 
his knowledge or ingenuity to dis- 
cover the way in which Mecca lies. 
He does the best he can, then trusts 
that Allah the Merciful, the Com- 
passionate, will recognize the plea 
of a worshipful heart even if it has 
traveled a faulty route. 

As the mapmaker knows, east 
does not always seem to he east, 
nor west, west. Directions taken 
from a sphere may differ from 
those obtained from a Mercator 
projection of the earth’s surface. 

Arabs long ago mastered spher- 
ical trigonometry, basis of accu- 
rate cartography, and gave it to a 
Christian world which somehow 
had forgotten the teachings of the 
ancient Greeks that the earth was 
round. Wellman Chamberlin of the 
National Geographic Society’s car- 
tographic staff, author of the So- 
ciety’s publication, “The Round 
Earth on Flat Paper/’ recently 
helped repay the debt. 

Some Moslems, thinking in terms 
of a Mercator map, thought that 
the mihrab in the new mosque at 
Washington, D. C„ was oriented 
too far north. “It looks as though 
it points toward Newfoundland, not 
Mecca,” one said. 

“Actually,” said Mr. Chamberlin, 
consulted by the mosque architect, 
“Newfoundland isn’t too far off. 
The Great Circle route, shorter 
than the Mercator, follows close 
to the North American shoreline — 
over Philadelphia, New York and 
Cape Breton Island to Newfound- 
land. It touches Cairo, as the 
Mercator line does not.” 

After crossing the Atlantic fish- 
ing hanks and iceberg lanes, the 
shortest trigonometrically correct 
prayer path to Mecca circles south 
to cut the coast of France near 
Bordeaux. It passes over the Pil- 
grim ports of Marseille and Alex- 
andria. 

Then it reaches Cairo’s A1 Azhar 
University and the wide niaidan 
below the Citadel. From Cairo it 
follows down the Red Sea to Mecca, 
the spiritual heart of Islam.

Chief Charles J. Hnrrold of the j 
police department was personally i 
at the station to oversee the polic- 
ing, done by Officers Thomas Par- 
sons and Mario Buzzotta. He drove 
the Selectmen in his chief’s car at 
the head of the cortege, followed by 
the regular police cruiser. The | 
Colors and colorguard were* follow- 
ed by Commanders McKee and 
Connors and the hearse, with its 
brother-escort, and honor guard of 
Legionnaires. Members of the Mc- 
Donough family and others in cars 
followed the hearse to the Mc- 
Donough home where friends and 
neighbors had assembled to honor 
the returned soldier-dead. Through- 
out the evening and during the 
visiting hours on Monday the Mc- 
Donough home was taxed to 
capacity by those who called to 
honor tne young hero. 

Pfc. Feat us McDonough was offi- 
cially reported dead in an Army 
communication received by his 
mother, dated January 8. He had 
been reported missing since July 
28, 1953. It is now said his death 
occurred on that date and that he 
was killed while checking ammu- 
nition stacks in a remote, densely 
wooded area in the vicinity of 
Yangju-gun, Korea. The exact 
circumstances surrounding his 
death are not known. 

The young soldier was attached to 
the 696th Ordnance Ammunition 
Company. He entered the Army 
May 22, 1952, and trained at the 
Aberdeen, Md., Proving Ground be- 
fore going overseas in December of 
1952. He arrived in Korea on 
Christmas of that year and had 
been on active duty continually 
since that time. 

Pfc. McDonough was the son of 
Mrs. Bridget Mary (Norton), and 
the late Patrick McDonough. He 
was born June 22, 1931, in Win- 
chester and grew up in town, at 
tending the Winchester schools and 
Winchester High School. Before 
enlisting he was employed at the 
Murray Leather Company in Wo- 
burn. 

Besides his mother and two 
brothers in service, Pfc. McDonough 
leaves two more brothers, Patrick 
and John McDonough, both of Win 
Chester; and four sisters, Mrs. 
Frederick Anderilo of Woburn and 
the Misses Mary, Ann Rose and 
Margaret, all of this town. 

Tin* funeral was held Tuesday 
morning from the McDonough home 
where the cortege formed for the 
march to the Immaculate Concep 
tion Church. Veterans from the 
Legion and VFW with their Colors 
and guards escorted the body, led 
by Legion Commander Joseph Mc- 
Kee and VFW Commander Paul 
Connors. 

A solemn requiem high mass was 
celebrated at the church by the 
pastor, Rev. Fr. Herbert K. A. 
Driscoll, assisted by Rev. Fr. 
Stephen Burke as deacon and Rev. 
Fr. Mark Coakley, subdeacon. The 
veterans’ Colors were massed in the 
church which was taxed to its 
capacity by the crowd. Represen- 
tatives of the town were present, 
as was Mrs. Kenneth B. Toye, chair- 
man of the Military Manpower 
Committee, who was accompanied 
by 1st Lt. Edward A. Myers, USA, 
representing the Army; and T/Sgt 
Wesley Moore, USAF, representing 
the Air Force. A firing squad and 
bugler from Headquarters and 
Headquarters Company, 278th RCT 
at Fort Devens, under Cpl. Nor- 
mand Smith acted as guard of 
honor. 

Bearers were Mark Kelley, Ralph 
Fiore, Paul Costello, Alexander W. 
MacKenzie, Richard Pronski, John 
Henley, Joseph Lynch and John T. 
Horn, representing both veterans 
organization. 

Burial was in Calvary Cemetery 
where the committal prayers were 
read by Father Driscoll. Three 
volleys were tired by the tiring 
squad and taps was blown by the 
bugler. Cpl. Smith, assisted by 
one of his men, removed the Flag 
from the casket and presented it to 
Pfc. McDonough’s mother before 
the casket was lowered. 


After the Japanese occupation 
Dr. and Mrs. Lamson, with their 
son, Robert Warren Lamson, born 
while they were in Shanghai, re- 
turned to this country and Dr. Lam- 
son studied for his Doctorate at 
Harvard, writing his thesis on the 
“American Community in Shang- 
hai” and receiving his Ph. I), in 
1935. While working for his degree 
he seived ns assistant in the De- 
partment of Sociology at Harvard 
and taught both at Harvard and 
Radclitre. 

During the summer of 1935 Dr. 
Lamson taught at North Texas 
State Teachers College, and from 
1935 to 1940 he taught at the Uni- 
versity of Maine. He was called to 
Boston University in 1946 as 
Professor of Sociology and to con- 
duct marriage counseling for stu- 
dents in the College of Liberal 
Arts, Sargent School of Physical 
Education, College of Business Ad- 
ministration and the Theological 
School. He remained at Boston 
University in these capacities un- 
til ill health forced his retirement 
in 1953. 

He was a member of the Amer- 
ican Sociological Society, National 
Conference on Family Relations, 
Maine State Conference of Social 
Welfare, American Academy of 
Political and Social Science, Na- 
tional Association of Schools of 
Social Administration, American 
Association of University Profes- 
sors and the American Institute of 
Family Relations, serving the In- 
stitute as consultant for Mass- 
achusetts. 

Dr. Lamson was widely known as 
an author and lecturer on Family 
life education and served on na- 
tional committees of several or- 
ganizations dealing with problems 
in the field of family relations. 

Besides bis text book on Chinese 
life, he compiled a directory of so- 
cial welfare agencies in Maine and 
was author of the book, “Population 
Trends in Maine”, as well as numer- 
ous articles for professional jour- 
nals and popular magazines. He 
had lectured and conducted discus- 
sion groups in the field of family 
relations, had given a course in 
pastoral counseling for the Minis- 
terial Association in Providence, 
R. I., and conducted summer con- 
ferences in family relations at many 
colleges, including two at the Uni- 
versity of New Hampshire. 

Dr. Lamson came to Winchester 
from Orono, Me., in 1946. He was 
a member of Mechanics Lodge, 
A.F. & A.M., of Orono, Delta 

Upsilon fraternity, Phi Beta 
Kappa and the Social Science hon 
orary society. Phi Kappa Phi. 
While in China he was a member of 
the North China Branch of the 
Royal Asiatic Society. In Win- 
chester he was a member of the 
First Baptist Church and he was a 
past president of the Winchester 
Art Association. 

Besides his wife and son, Dr. 
Lamson leaves a brother, Everett 
Carr Lamson of Exeter, N. II. 

The funeral was held Monday 
afternoon at Exeter, in the First 
Baptist Church, to which several 
generations of the Lamson family 
have belonged. Burial was in the 
Exeter Cemetery.

In 1907, Prof. Barrows became 
associate professor of Hydraulic i 
Engineering at MIT, being pro- i 
nio ted to professor in 1921, and 
serving as professor until 1941 
when he became emeritus professor. 1 
While at the Institute he was in! 
charge of the hydro-electric option 
in Civil Engineering. 

He was the author of “Water 
Power Engineering", which ran to 
three editions and is in use in some 
30 colleges and technical schools 
in the United States and abroad. 
He also wrote “Floods — Their Hy- 
draulogy and Control” and was the 
author of many professional papers 
on hydraulics, power, flood control 
and water supply. He contributed 
numerous articles to the “Diction- 
ary of American Biography”. 

Prof. Barrows was regional con- 
sultant of the National Resources 
Commission from 1934 to 1941, and 
was a member and consultant of the 
Advisory Committee on Flood Con- 
trol for the State of Vermont. He 
was consultant for the TV A on 
Water Power Valuation and umpire 
on the Arbitration Board of the 
International Joint Commission 
(United States and Canada) from 
1939 to 1942. 

Advisory engineer of the New 
England District of the RFC in 
1932 and 1933, he was also a con- 
sultant and witness in the United 
States Supreme Court Case of New 
Jersey vs. New York on the Del- 
aware River Diversion in 1929 and 
1930. Many states throughout the 
country have received his reports 
on Flood Control. 

He was a member of the Amer- 
ican Society of Civil Engineers, 
having been past president of the 
New England Section; member and 
past president of the Boston So- 
ciety of Civil Engineers, member of 
the American Institute of Consult- 
ing Engineers, and New England 
Water Works Association, a Fellow 
of the American Academy of Arts 
and Sciences, honorary member of 
Chi Epsilon and a member of the 
Monday Club of Winchester. 

Prof. Barrows came to Winches- 
ter in 1907, and served as chairman 
of the Water and Sewer Board from 
1913 to 1916. He served on various 
town committees, had been chair- 
man of the Standing Committee of 
the Unitarian Church and was a 
former member of the Calumet 
Club, Winchester Country Club and 
the Siaconnet Golf Club of Little 
Compton, R. I. 

In 1907 Prof. Barrows married 
Mabel R. Jordan of Old Towne, Me., 
who died December 24, 1952. He 
leaves a son, Kilbrith J. Barrows 
of Winchester, a lecturer in Inter- 
national Relations; and a brother, 
Herbert Barrows of Wilmington. 

Private funeral services were 
conducted at the Bennett Chapel on 
Wednesday by the Rev. Robert A. 
Storer of the Unitarian Church. 
Burial was in Wildwood Cemetery.

Grove’s Dictionary of Music and 
Musicians, published in 1935 by 
MacMillan, describes pedal point at 
unquotable length, blit the core of 
its thesis defines it ns “ . . . a term 
used to describe the sustaining of 
a note in one part while the other 
parts pass through harmonics 
which may or may not be normally 
related to the sustained note it- 
self.” 

One of the greatest, if not the 
very greatest, examples of this sort 
of thing will occur in the majestic 
Section III (“Lord, Make Me to 
Know”) of the Brahms Requiem in 
the Vespers to he presented Sunday 
afternoon, March 28, at the Win- 
chester Unitarian Church by the 
choir. For thirty-six consecutive 
measures in this piece the pedal 
note D is sustained, while the whole 
thing builds up to a climax.

George E. Connor of 403 Main

The public’s failure to demand 
equal Government regulation for 
various forms of transportation 
calls for extreme measures to in- 
sure sound competition in the in- 
dustry, Herbert E. Bixler of Rnnge- 
1 y , a railroad executive, said in 
Albany on Monday. 

“Either remove all economic, but 
not safety, regulation from the in- 
dustry”. said Mr. Bixler, “or re- 
quire all forms of transportation to 
perform the jobs for which they are 
best suited.” 

Mr. Bixler, who is assistant to 
the president, Boston and Maine 
Railroad, addressed a group of 
local rail officials taking a special 
community relations course at Rus- 
sell Sage College, Albany evening 
division. The course is sponsored 
by the recently formed Railroad 
Committee of the Capital District. 

“While removal of all regulation 
is an admittedly drastic way to cor- 
rect the present chaotic situation,” 
the speaker said, “the keen com- 
petition of today has removed the 
dangers of monopoly which existed 
at the outset of regulations in the 
1880’s. 

“The public would liave to pay 
no more attention to the problems 
of transportation than it does, for 
example, to the problems of the 
production of salt, a necessary 
commodity whose production is en- 
tirely taken care of by the normal 
workings of competition and the 
law r.f cupply and demand.” 

An alternate solution pointed to 
by Mr. Bixler, would require no 
more of other forms of transpor- 
tation than is now required of the 
railroads; namely proof, that exist- 
ing transport facilities are inade- 
quate before setting up a new oper- 
ation. 

“If, for example, a truck seeks 
permission to operate on the basis 
that it can provide faster service, 
then it should be required to charge 
premium rates as the Railway Ex- 
press agency is required to do,” 
said Mr. Bixler. 

In the interests of saving the 
public burdensome costs for trans- 
port facilities not used or needed, 
he had this to say: 

“Railroads should be forbidden — 
not required — to operate many 
branch line services now' operating 
at tremendous losses which must be 
passed on in added transportation 
cost to other shippers. 

“Subsidies, too, should be re- 
moved from the transportation pic- 
ture,” he added, pointing out that 
government aid to other forms of 
transportation but not to the rail- 
loads has destroyed the opportunity 
for fair competition. 

“Alternate solutions for present 
inequalities in law’s regulating 
transportation are drastic,” he con- 
cluded. “There is no easy way out 
of this serious problem. The [ 
public must assume responsibility j 
for enforcement of equal regulation | 
and treatment for all forms of | 
transportation.” 


PATENT TO BENNETT 

The conventional paint can con- 
| tains a cover or lid that is pressed 
down over a col lav which extends 
upwards from a recess in the top 
, of the wall of the can. To open such 
a can, the lid is pried upwards; und 
the paint is usually stirred or mix- 
ed with a stick immediately prior 
to its use by a brush. However, the 
. paint often slops over the top of 
' the can, filling the well around the 
i ini and also dripping down the out- 
side wall so that anybody handling 
the can will get his hands soiled by 
paint. In addition, a ring of paint, 
corresponding to the bottom of the 
can, is frequently formed when the 
can is set on a floor, table or other 
surface. 

To overcome these limitations, 
Mr. Gordon (\ Bennett of 18 Han- 
cock street has devised a novel 
shield in the form of a split ring- 
like apron or bib that is made of a 
paper-like material which will not 
disintegrate or soften when paint 
is applied to it. This ring may read- 
ily he applied, tightened and sealed 
by adhesive to the bottom of the 
can, with the result that it forms a 
conical bib that flares upwardly and 
outwardly. 

According to Mr. Bennett, the 
shield of his invention is designed 
so that, with only the slightest care 
in positioning it, no paint will ever 
leak out around the well at the top 
of the can. Moreover, when the bib 
is removed, the can is practically 
clean so that there is no messy con- 
dition such ns was experienced 
heretofore. It should he noted also 
that the bib may be produced from 
a perforated flat sheet with printed 
matter on it; it may he wiped clean 
for re-use; or because of its low- 
cost, n new one may he employed 
each time the can is to he used for 
painting. 

The application for this patent, 
which consists of three claims of 
originality, was tiled on November 
25, 1950, and patent was granted

The Winchester Tuberculosis 
Committee held its annual meeting 
on March 5 at the home of Mrs. 
Harlow Russell, chairman. Coffee 
was served before the meeting. 
Members of the committee present 
were Mrs. Richard J. (’lark, Mrs. 
Philip C. Efromson, Mrs. R. Dar- 
rell Harvey, Mrs. Henry Moffctte, 
Mi . Sanford H. Moses, Jr., and 
Mrs. William Spaulding. Members 
not present were Mrs. Franklin J. 
Lane, treasurer, and Mrs. John I. 
Donovan. 

Speakers for this meeting were 
Miss Catharine E. Rogers, Christ- 
mas Seal sale director, and Mr. 
Joseph E. Fitti, health educator, 
both of the Middlesex Health Asso- 
ciation. 

Reports of the officers were fol- 
lowed by drawing up and approving 
the 1954-65 budget to he based on 
case-finding, health education, re- 
habilitation and the Christmas Seal 
sale expenses. Miss Rogers an- 
nounced that $4,066.30 was raised 
to date in the annual seal sale. Of 
this, 50 per cent is given to the 
Middlesex Health Assn, for county, 
state, and national w’ork in tubercu- 
losis control. The remaining 50 per 
cent was allocated to meet the pro- 
gram needs for the coming year. 

After Mr. Fitti’s review of case- 
finding and health education that 
can he carried out by tuberculosis 
committees, money for a case-find- 
ing program was allocated to in- 
clude free chest X-rays for the 
school personnel and junior class 
of the Winchester High School; all 
industrial employees in town; and 
a special program to include all lo- 


l cal food handlers. As in the past, 
a scholarship foundation was set 
up for teachers and nurses inter- 
ested in part-time study in public 
health. Last year two local nurses 
received these .scholarships. The 
budget also included expenditures 
in health education and rehabilita- 
tion. 

The committee agreed that in 
order to expand the tuberculosis 
work here new members would he 
added to make it more representa- 
tive of the community groups. A 
committee was appointed by the 
chairman to revise its by-laws and 
includes Mrs. Clark, Mrs. Mof- 
fette, and Mrs. Spaulding. 

Due to the resignation of Mrs. 
Lane, treasurer, who has already 
served a faithful three-year term. 
Mr. John I. Donovan was appointed 
treasurer for the coming year.

With the first expeditions and 
assignments of a budding military 
career, George Washington found 
Ferry Farm a place to visit as the 
home of his mother rather than a 
home of his own. 

Mrs. Washington stayed on until 
1772, when she moved into a town 
house in Fredericksburg. A few 
years later Washington sold the 
property to an old friend, General 
Hugh Mercer, who died of battle 
wounds during the Revolution. 

Today, little remains to recall 
the Ferry Farm that Washington 
knew — merely a stone-lined pit, 
possibly part of the family ice- 
house, and an old one-room frame 
building that may have been the 
surveying office.

The Ferry Farm — named for the 
! Rappahannock ferry service oper- 
ated at this point — originally cov- 
ered about 260 acres. Another 300 
acres, added by lease, provided 
enough land to make a prosperous 
plantation. 

Augustine Washington also was 
a businessman and community 
leader. He owned ships on the 
| river, worked the Occoquan iron 
mines, and held office in church and 
civic groups of Fredericksburg. 

His house was a substantial one. 
Though less impressive than the 
mansions of the great estates, it 
had good leather-bottom chairs, 
mirrors, a modest supply of china, 
silver, and other luxuries of the 
period. 

George's life was the happy, busy 
one of a normal, healthy youngster. 
He took part in the gay social ac- 
tivities of the neighborhood’s well- 
to-do planters. Along with play, 
he studied lessons in reading, writ- 
ing and “accounts.” With the dis- 
covery of his father’s surveying 
instruments, he picked up his first 
knowledge of the skill that gave 
him lifelong standards of accuracy 
and orderliness.

This modern conception of a 
church and school unit consists of 
a permanent church with sanctu- 
ary, altar, and baptistry of marble, 
and a nave seating 800 persons. 
The exterior of the church is of 
brick masonry, slab on ground con- 
struction, with projected steel win- 
dows framed with Indiana lime- 
stone. The front elevation has a 
central panel of Indiana limestone, 
with a statue of the patroness of 
the parish over the main entrance 
of the same material. The bell tow- 
er of Indiana Limestone will con- 
tain an electrically-controlled bell. 

The school unit is completely fire- 
proof and is located at right angles 
to the rear of the church. Although 
the church and school are connect- 
ed, the only interior access to the 
school is through a fire door in the 
sacristy. The exterior walls of the 
school are of brick masonry con- 
struction with steel projected win- 
dows. 

The school unit, like the church, 
has concrete foundation walls, but 
has a full basement containing an 
all-purpose room, kitchen, and 
storage space, and boiler room. 

The school unit has two floors 
above the basement to house a ten

Once again 103 precinct members 
were present Monday evening when 
the second adjourned session of the 
limited town meeting concluded the 
warrant and dissolved at 10:55. 

The meeting would have been a 
short one had it not been for the 
consideration of fluoridating the 
town’s supply of drinking water. 
Consideration of this article con- 
sumed about ninety minutes before 
the subject matter was finally re- 
ferred to a committee for further 
study and report at a subsequent 
town meeting. 

Mr. Barker, who advocated fluor- 
idation at the 1953 March meeting, 
and who has recently written a 
number of letters to the Star in 
favor of treating the town water 
supply with sodium fluoride as an 
aid to combatting tooth decay in 
I children, opened the debate with a 
lengthy and documented argument 
in favor of fluoridation, mentioning 
many of the medical, dental and 
public health organizations favor- 
ing it and answering in advance a 
number of objections that have been 
raised to the process. 

He was followed by Dr. John 
Conlon, a resident of Winchester, 
who is director of information and 
education for the Massachusetts 
Medical Association. Dr. Conlon, 
a convincing speaker, made a 
vigorous argument in favor of 
fluoridation, telling of the exper- 
iments that have been made in the 
field and also listing the medical, 
dental and public health groups 
that believe fluoridation is strongly 
in the public interest. 

Mr. Barker stated the cost to the 
town for the year fluoridation is in- 
troduced would he about $7500, but 
the Finance Committee, voicing its 
| opposition to such treatment of the 
town water at this time, felt the 
cost would be from that figure to 
$15,000. Mr. Freeman bespoke the 
Water and Sewer Board’s objection 
to fluoridation, based on such infor- 
mation as its members have, and 
also felt the cost would he about 
$ 10 , 000 . 

Mr. Farnsworth favored fluorida- 
tion, but felt that no immediate ac- 
tion should be taken in view of the 
fact that the State Legislature has 
the matter under consideration and 
such action as the State may take 
could influence the town’s decision 
vitally. 

Mr. Chadwick, Winchester’s rep- 
resentative in the General Court, 
was asked about possible Legisla- 
tive action and replied that in his 
opinion the Legislature would be 
likely to arrive at a decision in the 
matter of fluoridation before pro- 
roguing in June. While leuning 
j toward fluoridation, Mr. Chadwick 
felt the town might well await the 
I action of the General Court, and 
! also felt that Winchester did not 
j necessarily have to be among the 
first towns in the Commonwealth to 
have fluoridation. 

Mrs. Spaulding was ashamed that 
i Winchester had taken no action on 
j fluoridation before and favored im- 
: mediate acceptance. So did Dr. 

1 Mueller, who strongly felt nothing 
could be gained by awaiting action 
by the Legislature, which is never 
likely to take a definite stand 
against a vocally hostile group. 

Mr. Barnard, in view of the ar- 
guments, offered an amendment to 
Mr. Barker’s motion, referring the 
subject matter of the article in 
question to a committee of seven, 
one member each from the Board 
of Health, Water and Sewer Board 
and Finance Committee, and four 
members to be appointed by the 
Moderator, thic committee to study 
the question ' f fluoridation and re- 
port to the i.ext annual town meet- 
ing. 

Mr. Barker, although expressing 
himself as disappointed at not get- 
ting immediate action, agreed to 
accept the amendment, though he 
did feel the committee should do 
more than the Board of Health and 
Water and Sewer Board had done 
with the matter of fluoridation in 
the year past. 

Mr. Farnsworth moved to amend 
Mr. Barnard’s amendment by per- 
mitting the committee to report at 
any subsequent town meeting, and 
Mr. Barnard accepted this amend- 
ment. Mr. Parker opposed the 
amendment, feeling the children 
should get the benefits of fluorida- 
tion ut once. 

Mr. Erhard believed the meeting 
should hear something of the other 
side of fluoridation and read from 
material he secured at the public 
library, in which arguments were 
advunced by persons of some stand- 
ing in biochemistry and the public 
health field on going slowly in 
adopting fluoridation. Briefly these 
arguments seemed to he that in- 
sufficient data is at hand as yet on 
the possible toxic effect of fluorida- 
tion to warrant its general intro- 
| Auction into drinking water, even 
though some improvement in the 
1 incidence of dental cavities in 
I children drinking the fluoridated 
water is noted.

gates, for the vote in favor of in- 
creased rates was overwhelming. 

Mr. Dwinell said water rates had 
not been raised for many years, and 
that for some time now the Water 
& Sewer Board has been operating 
in the red. He also stated that the 
new and substantially higher 
charges for water levied by the 
State is an important factor in the 
Board’s determination to seek a 
raise in water rates, since about a 
third of the water used in town is 
now taken from the Metropolitan 
supply, all that used west of Cam- 
bridge street coming from this 
source. 

The opening salutes of what fire- 
works developed during the eve- 
ning were fired under Article 14, 
the Street Acceptance article. 

Eight streets were listed in the 
warrant for acceptance, all with 
appended appropriations and the 
“favorable action’’ endorsement of 
the Finance Committee. 

When, however, the Selectmen 
offered the motion calling for ac- 
ceptance and actual appropriation 
of money, five streets only, Oak- 
land circle, off Grove street. Alba 
mont load off Wildwood street, 

(iinn road off Bacon street, and Ox- 
ford and Dartmouth streets off 
Wildwood and Dartmouth streets 
respectively, were included. Royals- 
ton avenue off Sawmill Brook road, 

Sawmill Brook road off Sunset 
road, and Hinds road off Sunset 
road, all being developed by the 
Millyan Construction Co., Inc., were 
not. 

Mr. Millyan sought to have the 
Selectmen’s motion amended to in- 
clude Royalston avenue and Saw- 
mill Brook road, and introduced Mr.

PROPOSED TESTING PROGRAM 


SELECTMEN S NOTES 


Proposals for changes in the test- 
ing program now used in the Win- 
chester schools were discussed at 
the general teachers meeting held 
at the Washington school on Tues- 
day afternoon. Dr. Harry V. Gil- 
son, superintendent of schools, 
opened the meeting with a brief re- 
view of the work of the testing 
committee, a teacher group that has 
been studying this problem for the 
past year and a half. Then he turn- 
ed the meeting over to Dr. William 
Kvaraceus, Boston University pro- 
fessor nnd consultant on testing to 
the Winchester schools. 

Dr. Kvaraceus commended the 
teacher committee for its work in 
initiating and carrying on this 
study. He further noted certain 
testing areas which were not in- 
cluded in the proposed program; 
and he suggested that, after the 
main bulk of the testing system has 
been placed in operation, the com- 
mittee seek to develop tests for 
these areas. 

As now proposed, the program 
will be revamped and expanded by 
the introduction of a system of 
standardized testing, more complete 
and intensive than at present used 
in our schools. All pupils in the 
Winchester schools will be given 
scholastic aptitude and achievement

DEEPER X-RAYS PROVING 
EFFECTIVE ON CANCER 

Dr. John G. Trump of Cambridge 
street, physicist, outlined procedure j 
of megavolt (million volt) X-ray! 
therapy to a group of science and 
medical writers in Boston Tuesday j 
under sponsorship of the American | 
Cancer Society, which next month 
will seek $710,000 in Massachusetts 
for the continued support of cancer 
research and education. 

The 2,000,000-volt MIT radiation 
machine has achieved a perfect 
score in preventing recurrence of 
larynx cancer in 18 cases treated 
during the past four years — and 
without damaging speaking voices, 
Dr. Trump disclosed. He added that 
statistics show 80 per cent of re- 
currences should develop in two 
years, if they are to recur at all. 

High X-ray dosage can be beam- 
ed to pin point targets while the pa- 
tient is rotated. Radiation also can 
he administered while a cancer vic- 
tim remains still and the beam 
broadened to attack surrounding 
cells.

INDIANS (.HEAT IN DEFEAT 
AT HANDS OK VETERAN 
CONNECTICUT TEAM 

East Haven s well-balanced, phy- 
sicftily-strong quintet defeated a 
plucky Winchester five 72-60 at the 
Boston Garden last Saturday night 
in a preliminary game to the New 
England final. The Indians covered 
themselves with glory in defeat as 
they battled on even terms with the 
highly-touted Connecticut Class B 
champions for twenty -eight and a 
half minutes. 

With three and a half minutes to 
play the Sachems tied the score at 
60-60 and local fans were looking 
for another of the Indians’ famous 
last-minute victories. If the Red 
and Black could have made the next 
basket or two, they would have 
forced the Ensties out of their zone 
defense and made them chase the 
locals. The scrappy Indians had run 
themselves out, however, and East 
Haven connected on three quick 
baskets to rocket ahead 66-60 for a 
afe lead at that point. In trying 
to get possession of the hall, the 
Indians made three fouls and Mas- 
sari, the talented East Haven cap- 
tain, caged all six of the free 
throws to run the total to 72 points. 

Basketball experts at the Garden 
felt that East Haven looked good 
enough to play in the Class A com- 
petition of the New England Tour- 
nament. They exhibited a very pol- 
ished offense and their shooting 
was the best shown by any school- 
boy team in the Garden this year. 
The high-powered, undefeated East 
Haven machine has ground out 28 
consecutive victories this year and 
61 victories in 62 games over the 
past two years. They were good 
enough to place all five starters on 
the first or second all-tournament 
teams in Class B competition in 
Connecticut. In Captain Tony Mas- 
sari, who is deadly with the one- 
hand push shot, and Joe O’Mara, a 
rugged, smart play maker, the Yel- 
lowjackets showed two boys who 
could make any schoolboy all-star 
team. Coach Sam Bender of the 
New England championship Hill- 
house team was quoted as saying 
before the game that East Haven 
had beaten his Hillhouse quintet 
twice in game-condition scrim- 
mages. 

That the Indians were able to do 
so well against the heavily-favored 
Yellowjaekets speaks volumes of 
praise for Coach Ted Bartlett and 
his boys. The hustling Indians 
fought from a 10-point deficit in 
the first quarter to catch East Ha- 
ven at 36-36 near the end of the 
second quarter, actually went 
ahead at 45-42 in the third quarter 
and tied the Easties twice in the 
last quarter at 58-58 and 60-60 
Frank Crisafi, the East Haven 
coach, had nothing but praise for 
the Indians after the game, stating 
that Winchester was the best team 
his boys had faced this year, that 
no other team had scored that 
many points against their tight, 
shifting, zone defense, and that no 
other team had given his tall quin 
tet such a rugged battle off the 
boards as did Winchester. When he 
learned that only one of Winches- 
ter’s regulars was a senior, he was 
amazed and predicted that Win 
Chester would have a great team 
next year.

mrs. McDonald explains 

Kditor of the Star: 

In view of the fact that I was 
most emphatic in my verbal duel 
with the Chairman of the Finance 
Committee at the Town Meeting 
on Thursday evening, I feel that an 
explanation is in order. 

1 have attended practically every 
Town Meeting since my High 
School days here in Winchester, the 
last twenty-six years as Chairman 
of the Town Meeting members in 
Precinct 6. This civic interest has 
given me a broad background and 
an intimate working knowledge of 
Town Meeting proceedings. 

In addition, I know well the 
people of my Precinct, their prob- 
lems and their hopes. 

On Thursday evening the Finance 
Committee Chairman, striving as 


a lawyer to attack the issue under 
discussion, sought to confuse that 
issue. He charged that the State 
Hnginccr was at sea on the Horn 
Pond Brook project; that, first he 
had recommended a five-foot pipe 
to contain the brook, secondly, a 
conduit and thirdly, < leaning and 
fencing. The true facts are these: 

1. The five-foot reference was 
lifted out of the context of a recent 
March 10th letter from Mr. John 
Volpe in which Mr. Volpe noted that 
Mr. Graf, the State Hngineer, had 
told our commissioner in the early 
summer that our suggestion to use 
a five-foot pipe would not do, as 
such a pipe could never carry the 
Spring increase of water in the 
brook. 

2. The conduit proposed to carry 
the water through the yard of the 
Thomas Flaherty family seemed at 
that time the only method of cor- 
recting a frightfully had flood con- 
dition which this family has en- 
dured for some time. The reason 
for proposing a conduit was that 
the State at that time was not 
legally able to fence brooks. 

.3. On March 10th last, Mr. Volpe 
wrote to our Selectmen and told 
them that the Attorney-General’s 
office had just ruled that the State 
could now fence brooks whereupon 
he proposed that the idea of a con- 
duit lie abandoned and the $30,000 
thus involved be applied to fencing 
the brook after cleaning and widen- 
ing it to obviate the danger, caused 
by the stream’s velocity due to its 
twisting path and narrow bed which 
had been made narrower by the 
M. 1). (’. fill-in when constructing 
its sewer parallel to the brook a 
couple of years ago. 

Now, Mr. Redding should have 
understood these facts and their 
j sequence, especially as the Secre- 
tary of our Committee is a member 
of the Finance Committee. 

In spite of this. Mr. Redding so 
confused the issue that many town 
meeting members have since tele- 
phoned me that they got into a state 
of mind where they lost sight of the 
danger the Horn Pond Brook is 
causing little children and the 
worry it is causing their mothers. 

When this confusion could he 
sensed in the meeting I felt called 
upon to ask Mr. Redding to come 
forward with a solution of his own 
inasmuch as, according to him, 
everything which Mr. Volpe’s State 
engineer and our own Committee 
had advocated was wrong, ill-advis- 
ed, and downright foolish. 

So we reached a compromise: 
the State will widen, dredge, and 
clean the Horn Pond Brook with 
the same advantages to our town 
that other municipalities in Mass- 
achusetts have enjoyed. 

But — no fence was voted. So, 
there being nothing to keep the 
rubbish out, keeping the brook 
clean will become quite a problem 
for the town. And youngsters, ac- 
cording to Dr. Mueller, can drown 
in two inches of the water which 
intrigues and fascinates them. Also, 
the town had, because of the Fin- 
ance Commitee’s attitude, passed up 
j the opportunity to get $30,000 
j worth of 0 ft. steel wire fence for 
$15,000. 

May I right here thank Mr. John 
A. Volpe, Commissioner of Public 
Works, for doing everything in his 
power to help our town correct a 
bad nuisance. And thank him, too, 
for ending to our aid, Mr. Graf, 
who is undoubtedly well-versed in 
dealing with inland waterways 
nuisances and who so patiently 
gave his time and advice. 

The Board of Selectmen, too, have 
earned tin* praise of our citizens as 
they gave this matter their usual 
careful analysis. In this they were 
aided by their capable Co-Chair- 
men, both well-fitted to judge of 
hi- proposed town improvement: 
Mr. Main as a Civil Hngineer and 
Mr. Tansey, who knows the prob- 
lem thoroughly having lived with it 
for over twenty years. Mr. Tansey 
pent many hours with Mr. Graf, 
the State Hngineer. In addition 
we had consulted other civil en- 
gineers. Too, Mr. George Bryne, 
recognized as one of the leading 
sewer and waterways contractors 
in the U. S., had perambulated the 
brook and given our plan his o. k. 

I suppose I may have the wrong 
conception of the duties of a Fin- 
ance or Advisory Committee. Jt 
has been my understanding al- 
ways that this Committee was set 
up to study all articles in the war- 
i ant, decide on approving or dis- 
approving them, and then advise 
tiw Town Meeting why their stand 
was the one taken, especially on 
matters concerning taxes, their 
reasons to he fully and carefully ex- 
pounded. 


Then, with the matter placed 
fairly and squarely before the Town 
Meeting members, who compose the I 
elected Legislative or law-making 
body of the Town, the matter should 
be debated i> Mgently and with 
cool minds by ‘uat body. 

1 think that a Chairman of the 
Finance Committee jumping up 
six, eight or ten times on one ar- 
ticle to split hairs as he fastens on 
a small weak hole in the armor of 
his adversary is not conducive to 
encouraging in our younger voters 
a respect for democracy in action. 

Let us have more consideration 
for what the people want and less 
pounding emphasis on what kind 
of medicine the Finance Committee 
thinks is good for us. 

Let the Finance Committee de- 
liberate and recommend. Then let 
the Town Meeting members discuss 
and decide.

Editor of the Star: 

By the time you could print this 
letter the Town will have taken 
some action on article 23 in the 
Warrant about fluoridation. For 
the record, however, I would like t<> 
try to answer the objections raised 
bv the letter in the Star for March 
19th. 

Mr. Anderson is correct when he 
says that only children will benefit 
from fluoridation. However the 
children who receive this benefit 
will have better teeth all their lives. 
|(1) That means that in two gener- 
ations or so, not 20' i but 100G of 
our population will benefit. That is 
why we should not delay the fluor- 
idation program. To delay is to deny 
some of our older children from 
ever receiving the benefits of this 
program. 

Mr. Anderson is correct when he 
says Sodium fluoride is a poison — 
when taken in large quantities. 
When taken in the small quantities 
recommended — one part per million 
— it is not a poison and is essential 
to good health. The same state- 
ment can he made for many other 
substances. Iodine for example is 
necessary in small amounts but the 
tincture of Iodine bottle in the 
medicine cabinet is properly labeled 
“Poison”. Vitamin "A” and vita- 
min “D" are essential but some 
mothers reasoning that if one 
spoonful was good, 10 spoonfuls 
would be ten times as good have 
actually made their children quite 
ill by giving large overdoses of 
these vitamins. Some of the cases 
were fatal (2, 3). 

The possibility of large overdoses 
is one reason why the pill method 
of fluoridation is definitely not 
recommended by the American Den- 
tal Association or the American 
Medical Association. Another ob- 
jection is the almost impossible task 
of finding the pill equivalent of 
lppm of fluoride in the water. 

The pill method or the inclusion 
of fluoride in some other food or 
beverage has been discussed and 
rejected by competent medical and 
health authorities (4, 5, 6). 

A spokesman for the Christian 
Science Church was quoted in the 
Boston Sunday Globe in January 
this year as saying that the C. S. 
Church has taken n<» official stand 
on fluoridation. If individual Chris- 
tian Scientists are opposed to fluor- 
idation it is only fair to point out 
that Christian Scientists have also 
opposed other public h e a 1 1 h 
measures as chlorination of water, 
pasteurization of milk, and vacci- 
nation against small pox. 

Christian Scientist draftees in 
the military services are innoeu- 
lated against many other diseases. 
In spite of Article 1 of the Bill of 
Rights, we do not believe in un- 
limited Freedom of Religion. We 
do not allow Mormons to practice 
polygamy for example. The U. S. 
courts have required that a baby 
he given a blood transfusion to save 
its life even though the child’s 
parents objected o n religious 
grounds. 

In closing, I would like to ask, is 
it not incorrect from a Christian 
Science viewpoint to refer to so- 
dium fluoride as a poison? (7).

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TOWN MEETING DISSOLVED

Mr. Erhard also mentioned the 
fact that the Delaney Congressional 
Committee investigating fluorida- 
tion had not favored it, and named 
several cities and towns that had 
discontinued the process. 

At this point the meeting was 
definitely becoming restive, and 
Moderator Wadsworth called for a 
vote, Mr. Barnard’s amendment be- 
ing accepted on a voice vote. 

Upon the motion of the Library 
Trustees the meeting voted $1,500 
for microfilming the copies of the 
Winchester Star and previous town 
journals from 1850, now in the 
library and irreplaceable in the 
event of disintegration. 

Mr. Willis explained that of the 
appropriation $1,150 is for the ac- 
tual microfilming and $350 for a 
reader, which reproduces a full size 
page of any publication from a 
small roll of film, originals being 
kept by the processing company so 
that at any time any roll or rolls 
can he replaced in the event of loss 
or destructions. 

Mr. Willis explained that it costs 
$18 per year to hind the Stars kept 
in the Library and that the yearly 
cost of microfilming, which is very 
saving in much-needed space, is $17. 

It was voted to amend the town's 
Zoning Map to move, roughly, the 
old Chapin school and lot into the 
Industrial, from the business dis- 
trict, upon petition of nearly all of 
the residents of the affected area. 
The Planning Board approved the 
change with the provision that a 
30-foot setback he maintained in 
keeping with the layout of the dis- 
trict. 

The expected battle over the pro- 
posal to build an access road from 
Brantwood load to Sylvester ave- 
nue to serve the children of the 
Winter Pond area who will next 
year be attending the Noonan 
School failed to materialize. 

Mrs. Woodward explained that 
the School Committee, when it in- 
troduced the article, felt that par- 
ents of children affected would want 
some adequate means of access from 
their homes to the Noonan School. 
Since apparently those parents 
most affected opposed the road, she 
said the School Committee did not 
care to make an issue of the matter. 

Mr. Main said the Selectmen had 
n petition signed by many parents 
whom the road would serve, oppos- 
ing the road and asking only for a 
footpath for the children. As a 
consequence the Selectmen no long- 
er favored the $25,000 road project 
and asked the meeting to defeat the 
original motion calling for this 
amount. 

He explained that the Selectmen 
now’ planned to construct tw’o five 
foot hot-topped paths on towm- 
owned land, one for pedestrians and 
one for bicyclists, the paths to be 
lighted and to cost $4,000. 

Opposition to the paths w r as 
voiced by Mr. Callahan, Mr. Horn 
and Mr. Cullen, Mr. Horn believing 
from his snow-plowing experience 
that it would he difficult for children 
to travel the paths in winter. 

Mr. Schaeffer, speaking for the 
parents favoring the paths, urged 
the adoption of the plan to con- 
struct them, voicing the opposition 
all residents of the area feel to in- 
creasing the possibility of vehicular 
traffic by means of an access road. 

The meeting accepted the paths 
and added the sum of $4,000 neces- 
sary to build them to the Highway 
Budget. 

At the request of the committee 
studying the problems arising from 
the operation of gravel, sand and 
loam pits in town, this committee 
was continued to study the question 
further. 

Two appropriations were voted 
the Park Commissioners, one of $4,- 
.305.00 to construct a new pump 
house and five new wells at Leonard 
Field to replace the old system, 
which was located too near the river 
and an MDC sewer main to avoid 
pulution. 

The other appropriation was 
$8,850, which is an addition to the 
amount previously appropriated for 
the purchase of a four and one-half 
acre addition to the West Side Play 
ground authorized last year, the 
new amount being to make final 
settlement of land damage. 

Action was indefinitely postponed 
on the articles to secure land on 
Cross street to add to the Leonard 
Field playground and also land for 
a playground or recreation center 
\i Johnson road and Ridge street.

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WATER RATES RAISED

which could well be completely un- 
affected by nny attention to Horn 
Pond Brook. 


Mr. Main of the Selectmen and 
Mr. Dwinell of the Water and 
Sewor Board argued against the 
amendment, stating that the Mill- 
yan Construction Company, Inc., in 
refusing to construct the 100 feet 
of water pipe, was not complying 
to Water Hoard regulations and 
until these regulations are com- 
plied with the street should not be 
accepted and paved, if the town is 
to avoid tearing up the pavement 
for later installations. 

Mr. Ilewis felt that the inclusion 
in the warrant of the three streets 
objected to by the Water and Sewer 
Board, with their construction 
costs and approval of the Finance 
Committee indicated that at least 
when the warrants were printed the 
Finance Committee had been satis- 
fied that everything was in order, 
and felt that the method of objec- 
tion on the part of the authorities 
had precluded people of the district 
from supporting the acceptance of 
the roads. He felt that the Millyan 
Construction Co., Inc., was not be- 
ing fairly dealt with. 

Mr. Millyan then said that he 
would construct the 100 feet of 
water line required and agreed to 
post a bond for compliance with all 
regulations. 

Mr. Bonnell moved a brief recess 
to see if the authorities and Mr. 
Millyan could not get. together, his 
motion being lost. Mr. Hurley felt 
that the part of the street now occu 
pied might be accepted, and after 
more debate Mr. Tansey succeeded 
in getting through a five minute 
recess, during which Mr, Millyan 
and his counsel conferred with the 
Selectmen and Water and Sewer 
Board. 

At the conclusion of the recess 
Mr. Main reiterated the Selectmen’s 
opposition to the Millyan amend- 
ment, telling something of meet- 
ings which his hoard and the Water 
and Sewer Board had with the 
petitioner, in which he was given 
every opportunity to comply with 
the regulations of the town. 

The Water and Sewer Board took 
u similar position and the Finance 
Committee supported both boards, 
stating that it’s original approval 
of the appropriations for the streets 
in question had been given rather 
hurriedly to make the warrant 
deadline and with the understand- 
ing that everything about the 
streets was all right. 

Mr. Cusack then spoke strongly 
against the amendment, touching on 
the controversy the authorities had 
with Mr. Millyan and bespeaking 
his own resentment of the petition- 
er’s attitude toward the constituted 
officers of the town, adding his per- 
sonal opinion that the Millyan Con- 
struction Company, Inc., should re- 
ceive no special consideration from 
the town but be required to observe 
the same regulations as other de 
velopers of property here. 

The meeting supported the Se 
lectmen, defeating the Millyan 
amendment on a voice vote and 
accepting the Selectmen’s layouts 
of the other streets, appropriating 
$73,450.00 for the necessary ex- 
pense, of which sum $23,400 is to he 
raised by revenue and $33,000 is to 
be transferred from the Excess and 
The major debate of the evening 
occurred during the consideration 
of the proposal to widen and im- 
prove Horn Pond Brook and erect 
chain link fence, six feet high, along 
7500 feet of its banks as a safety 
measure with respect to children 
of the neighborhood, as a public 
health measure and to alleviate the 
flooding of cellars in homes ad- 
jacent to the brook. 

Mr. Hall and Mrs. McDonald, the 
latter chairman, of the committee 
appointed a year ago to study the 
brook situation and report with 
recommendations at the current 
town meeting, spoke in favor of the 
committee's plan, supported by Mr 
Tansey of the Selectmen. 

Mrs. McDonald spoke at great- 
est length, reviewing the history 
of the brook, the increasing prob 
lem it has become and the deep 
feeling of the people living in the 
vicinity of the brook that they are 
entitled to relief from the trouble 
it causes. 

She told of her committee’s de 
liberations, both as a group and 
w’ith State, Town and private en 
gineers; of its attendance at i 
hearing on waterways called by the 
Department of Public Works; of 
Public Works Commissioner John 
Volpe’s interest in the Horn Pond 
Brook problem and of the commit- 
tee’s final decision to present the 
plan incorporated in the motion 
made by the committee to widen 
and improve the brook and erect 
the six foot fence along its banks. 

Mr. Hall told the meeting that it 
had first been believed by the State 
that under the statutes it could not 
erect a fence along waterways, and 
as a consequence the only solution 
seemed to be to put the brook into 
a conduit, an expensive proposition 
at best. 

In view of a recent interpretation 
of the Attorney General’s office, 
however, it now seemed possible to 
erect the fences recommended in 
the committee’s plan and to widen 
and improve the bed of the brook. 

During her remarks Mrs. Mc- 
Donald paid tribute to the Finance 
Committee, the members of which 
she felt were trying to be fair in 
their consideration of the Horn 
Pond Brook problem, despite their 
failure to approve of her commit- 
tee’s plan. 

Mr. Redding acknowledged the 
compliment and stated that his 
committee had been concerned with 
the problems posed by the brook, 
especially with its danger potential 
to children. The Finance Commit- 
tee, however, would not support the 
Committee’s plan, feeling that both 
the committee and state authorities 
had changed their position too 
often to give the committee con- 
fidence that the latest plan pro- 
posed would solve the problem. 

Mr. Redding especially felt that 
fencing the brook would not pro- 
vide the safety for children desired 
and might indeed increase the 
brook as a hazard, making it diffi- 
cult to go to a child’s assistance if 
he fell in the water. He also ex- 
pressed some doubt about alleviat- 
ing the flooded cellars by improv- 
ing the brook alone, because of a 
water table under the entire area 


His final argument was that n 
competent engineering survey of 
the brook problem should be made, 
something he felt had not been done 
up to the present. 

This brought Mrs. McDonald to 
her feet to defend the State en- 
gineers who had assisted her com- 
mittee, and also the town engineer 
»nd the private individuals with 
engineering skill who had also 
helped. She felt that the engineers 
associated with her committee 
knew more about the brook problem 
than the Finance Committee. 

Mr. Redding replied hotly that he 
had intended to cast no aspersions 
on any engineer's ability, but that 
he and his committee did not feel 
that a thorough engineering study 
of the problem had yet been made 
nd that until such a study should 
be completed the town should not 
commit itself to an expenditure of 
$25,000 on Horn Pond Brook, which 
would be Winchester’s share of the 
$50,000 project, with the State pay- 
ing the other $25,000. 

At this point Mrs. McDonald, 
perhaps in view of her experience 
is a Grand Jury member, threw 
herself and her project on the 
mercy of the court, asking Mr. Red- 
ding if the Finance Committee 
would undertake to have what its 
members considered a thorough 
urvey made. Her committee, she 
aid, had worked hard on the Horn 
Pond Brook problem for a year, had 
onsulted engineers they believed 
competent and yet had failed to 
convince the Finance Committee 
that the plan they recommend 
is sound. Would the Finance Com 
mittee take it from there? 

Mr. Redding accepted the dial 
lenge, and the meeting sensed a 
hance to postpone action by ap- 
pointing another committee. The 
proponents of action on the brook, 
nowever, would have none of this 
and various speakers took the floor, 
including Mr. Hewis, Mr. Cullen 
Mr. Drown, Mr. Wakefield, Dr. 
Mueller and Mrs. Woodside. 

With the exception of Mr. Wake- 
field and Mr. Hewis, none of these 
speakers felt a fence was necessary 
ind some felt it would be an added 
hazard. Mr. Wakefield emphatic- 
ally did not, and urged the town to 
go ahead with the committee’s 
original plan. Mr. Hewis felt that 
the solution of the problem was to 
get the Selectmen to induce the 
Woburn authorities to exercise bet- 
ter control over the waters of Horn 
Pond. 

Mrs. McDonald told the meeting 
this wouldn’t do, that water enter- 
ing a community from another com 
munity becomes the problem of the 
community it enters, and nothing 
can be done about making the com- 
munity from which the water comes 
do anything about it! 

She continued by saying that her 
committee and the people of Pre 
cinct (5 wouldn’t insist on the fence 
right now, if the brook was widened 
and cleaned up, and she asked the 
Finance Committee if they would 
go along with that part of the pro- 
posed program. 

Mr. Redding felt that they would 
if assurance could be given that 
widening the stream wouldn’t cause 
trouble at the bridge and culvert 
over the brook. 

Mr. Tansey at this point offered 
an amendment to the original mo- 
tion, striking out the fence and 
substituting $10,000 as the town’s 
share of the project instead of the 
$25,000; the State to match the 
smaller figure, and do the work. 

The meeting accepted this with- 
out more ado, and also accepted 
the following and closely related 
article, making the town liable for 
any damage done during the widen 
ing and improving the brook, and 
giving the State certain jurisdic 
tionary rights in the brook when 
the work is completed. 

The remainder of the meeting 
was routine. The School Additions 
Committee got an appropriation of 
$4,460 to enable them to make 
necessary connections so that the 
new boilers at the high school plant 
can heat that portion of the build 
ing now being heated from the 
junior high school plant. This be 
came necessary before the commit 
tee had anticipated because the 
excavations at the junior high 
building will break the old heat- 
ing main extending from the junior 
to the senior high school under 
Main street. 

Mr. Littleton reported for the 
structural building survey com- 
mittee and Mr. Wakefield, for the 
George Washington School Addi- 
tions Committee, the latter getting 
a laugh when he reported a balance 
in his account of $76.97. 

Dr. Pollard reported for the ice 
skating rink committee that a suit- 
able plant would cost between one 
hundred and ten, and one hundred 
and thirty thousand dollars, and 
that the committee did not feel such 
an expenditure should be under- 
taken now, especially in view of the 
Metropolitan District Commission’s 
skating rink construction in the 
Greater Boston area. 

The committee asked to be con- 
tinued and this was voted, though 
one gentleman under the south 
balcony felt that the committee had 
done a great job and ought to be 
relieved of further labors. 

“The sum of $33,000 was appro- 
priated under the Chapter 90 ar- 
ticle, $11,000 to be raised by rev- 
enue, to continue the work on John- 
son road, extending from Ridge 
street toward Wildwood street. 
This year’s appropriation, matched 
by the State and County will com- 
plete the road to Wildwood street. 

Coleman G. Foley was elected 
local director of the town’s work in 
connection with the (’ounty Aid to 
Agriculture program, getting an 
account of $50.00, the sum of $2,500 
was appropriated for the elimina- 
tion of the Dutch elm disease, and 
an additional $104.04 was appro- 
priated to settle unpaid bills in the 
Health and Police Departments. 
The Cemetery Commissioners were 
granted upprovul to expend $4,808.- 
48 of the Cemetery fund to “em 
hellish” Wildwood Cemetery.

window in that room, and under it 
the iron shelf which forms Brown’s 
welding table. The shelf has an iron 
flange along its outer edge to keep 
things from rolling off. 

“My welder. Boh Townsend, was 
in the forge. I told him to come and 
help if he heard anything go bang.” 
Brown smiles ruefully, “Of course 
1 didn’t really expect any trouble.” 
A moment later, as Brown ap- 
Aceording to Mr. Weston and hi , plied the welding torch, there was 

a crashing explosion, a flash of 
flame, a dense fog of reeking black 
powder smoke and two mightily 
scared men. 

“I was covered with powder 
burns, my shirt was just about torn 
off me, my arm was ripped open, 
and I’d been batted hard on the 
chest and groin.” He bares his 
shirt to show an ugly blue-green 
bruise over his ribs. 

The explosion blew out the win- 
dow, wrenched the flange away 
from the welding bench, tore 
Brown’s welding shield from his 
head and pock-marked the ceiling 
of the forge with holes. Brown, on 
his own admission, is about the 
luckiest man alive, considering the 
relative mildness of his injuries. 
Working with horseshoes must 
have had its effect. 

“I should have been killed,” he 
says. “Somehow that iron strip that 
was blown off the bench got by me 
without touching me. 

“It was a piece of shell easing 
that tore my arm. The grape shot 
just thumped nu* without penetrat- 
ing. It was a mortar shell, you see, 
with enough grape shot stowed in- 
side to put two or three men out of 
action and with a fuse* that could 
be set for anything from one to 
eight seconds.” 

He produced a ragged chunk of 
metal with a round plug, drilled 
with eight tiny holes. 

“Of course, I didn’t know any 
Revolutionary War relics were dan- 
gerous,” he explains. “I didn’t know 
they had explosive shells back then. 
But you can see how this fuse cap 
works. It takes one second for pow- 
der to burn through the first hole 
and eight seconds for it to get 
through the last. That’s how they 
set the fuse — by priming one of 
those holes with powder. And I

His raw materials are mostly 
horseshoes collected from northern 
New England, cleaned and rust- 
proofed in the forge. The interior 
of his display room is richly adorn- 
ed with the intriguing ironworks. 

That display room, incidental- 
ly, was once a burn in North Sand- 
wich, N. H. Brown discovered it, 
bought it, dismantled it and rebuilt 
it in Lexington like a jig-saw puz- 
zle. 

“Every beam and rafter was 
marked. We got it together again, 
down to the last wooden peg,” he 
says. 

Brown bought the old forge nine 
years ago. John A. Terhune, the 77- 
year-old farrier who used to work 
there, shoeing horses, still does his 
day’s stint. But now he turns out 
ironcraft articles for Brown. And 
what started as just a hobby for 
the owner has become a full-time 
paying business. 

It’s u happy sort of work,” Brown 
maintains. “We make the things 
we feel like making. If people want 
to buy them, that’s fine. But we 
don’t bust ourselves to get sales. 

We do all right just because we 
make things well.” 

Craftsman’s philosophy, that. 

Like any business that deals in 
old things, Lexington’s Horseshoe 
Forge is full of stories, legends, 
theories. Brown insists that of all 
the hundreds of horseshoe bells he j 
lias made, no two ever produced the 
same tone. They give an exception- ( 
ally resonant clang when struck 
with their thonged clappers. 

There’s a story, too, about the 
huge tusk which hangs over the j 
great fireplace. It comes, says 
Brown, from a woolly mammoth j 
and was sent to him from Alaska 
by his son, a former Yale hockey j 
star. 

“That tusk lias been in a deep j 
freeze lip there for about 15,000 
years. 1 dreamed the other night 
that it was 14,975 years old — not 
15,000. Aren’t dreams the darned- 
est things? 

Andirons for the fireplace are 
made from six-inch naval shells. 

Brown swears up and down they 
won’t explode on him. 

The newest and best story about 
the forge is that of the cannon ball 
that did explode. Brown, hefting 
the handful of grapeshol and ease 
fragments that threatened his life, 
is a little awed by the lethal intent 
which went into the original manu- 
facture of this 180-year-old weap- 
on.
